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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY MINISTER 


To THe HonovuraB_e R. P. Vivian, M.D., 
Minister of Public Welfare 


I beg to submit herewith a report covering the activities of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare for the fiscal year commencing April 1, 1942, and 
ending March 31, 19438. 


During the year the number of persons in receipt of public assistance 
was reduced to a lower level than that attained in the previous year, while 
those branches of the Department offering other service than that of direct 
assistance show marked increases in their activity. 


The specific reductions are shown in the number of persons in receipt 
of Unemployment Relief, Mothers’ Allowances and Old Age Pensions, while 
definite increases are shown in the activities having to do with child welfare. 


Unemployment Relief is now only granted to those persons who are 
unemployable. A number of persons who had been in receipt of assistance 
have been placed in selective employment by the extensive efforts conducted 
through the Department, tending to rehabilitation. Considerable discretion 
had to be exercised in deciding the type of employment provided, with due 
consideration being given to physical disabilities which might be hazardous, 
either to the individual or to others, and also to the ability to carry. out 
work to the satisfaction of the employer. The administrative staff of the 
Unemployment Relief Branch has had a widespread contact with employers 
and has obtained considerable assistance in placing marginal cases who are; 
as a result, in a position to maintain employment of a permanent nature. 


The major reasons for present and continuing relief assistance are age, 
chronic illness, misfortune and the necessity for mothers to maintain a home 
for young children. For the most part, the present very much reduced relief 
load is the marginal residue of public assistance cases that will not fit 
adequately into any designated category. 


During the year the Old Age Pensions Commission granted awards to 
5,580 new pensioners. This represents a decrease of 1,290 from the year April 1, 
1941, to March 31, 1942. Reinstatements in 1942-43 were 1,070, as compared 
with 945 for the year 1941-42. The number of new pensioners plus reinstate- 
ments, therefore, was 1,165 less for the year 1942-43 than for 1941-42. 


As at the end of March, 1948, 57,692 persons were in receipt of Old Age 
Pensions. Thirty-five less Blind Pensions were granted in the year 1942-43 
than in the previous year. The total number of persons receiving Blind 
Pensions as of March, 1943, was 1,502, making a total for Old Age and Blind 
Pensions of 59,194. 


Mothers’ Allowance applications showed a reduction for the year, as 
compared with the previous year; 2,010 applications were received for the 
year 1941-42, as compared with 1,467 for the year 1942-43. During the year 
there were 125 renewals granted, 1,412 reinstatements, 480 ineligible, 260 
renewals refused, 3,400 cancelled and suspended, 1,061 continued, 1,177 in- 
creased, 2,896 reduced. As of March 31, 1943, there were 7,982 Mothers’ 
Allowance beneficiaries on the roll, compared with 10,086 as of March 31,

The gross monthly expenditures for comparable fiscal years, set out in 
previous table, is shown in Appendix I. These costs indicate little change 
month by month and are possibly more consistent than at any period since 
commencement of governmental participation in relief expenditures. 


The administration of relief in unorganized areas of the judicial districts 
is a Provincial Government responsibility and for the year under review 
expenditures amounted to $118,280. The expenditures involved are included 
in Table I. 


During the course of the twelve-month period, 681 municipalities sub- 
mitted accounts from a total of 903. It will be readily recognized, relief was 
virtually non-existent in one third of the municipalities for the protracted 
period of a year. An additional number of municipalities granted aid only 
during occasional months of the year, with many claiming for inconsequential 
amounts. Five hundred and thirteen municipalities submitted accounts for 
the month of March, 19438, or just above half of the total municipalities in 
the Province, while, during the preceding March, 583 municipalities rendered 
accounts. 


The major proportion of the relief load, as in depression years, is concen- 
trated in the urban areas. Severity of the depression is reflected to some 
extent, with the numbers relatively higher today in those municipalities having 
the larger percentage of population in receipt of relief during the depression 
years. The municipalities weathering the depression period most successfully 
were located in rural areas, and municipalities not rendering accounts during 
the year under review were of rural complexion. Only in northern Ontario 
were there rural municipalities showing a comparable trend to urban areas, 
and this is not unexpected considering the few years of settlement of many 
homesteaders, and other factors causing difficulty in obtaining income. 


_ The twenty-seven cities of Ontario, although comprising approximately 
46 per cent of Provincial population, were responsible in March, 1943, for 
69 per cent of gross expenditures and 59 per cent of relief numbers. By adding 
certain other urban municipalities, 80 per cent of expenditures are accounted 
for in municipalities equalling little better than half of the population of the 
Province. The distribution of expenditures, numbers and population of 
municipal divisions for March, 1943, is shown in Table IJ, while Table III 
indicates for the same month the percentage of population and number of 
accounts rendered.

Wartime activity has created employment for more recipients of relief 
than was considered possible with evidence as to further decrease of un- 
employment uncertain. Enlargement of the rolls is sure, however, when ease- 
ment of employment takes place and marginal cases require assistance. The 
marked change in numbers obtaining relief is set out in Table IV. 


It is worthy of note that persons classified as “‘single’’ comprise 60 per 
cent of the case-load. In other words only four families out of each ten cases 
obtained aid in March 1943. This is a reversal of conditions during the heavier 
relief years and emphasizes the problem faced by elderly persons, particularly 
females. 


The size of the family unit has decreased to 3.3 members per family, 
March 1943, as compared to 4.2 members per family, for March 1939. Children 
in receipt of relief number only one third of the total, and approximately 
1,000 of the 6,769 children are 16 years of age or over. The comparative 
numbers shown in Table IV point to a case-load unable to support themselves 
and their families, although some of these cases received assistance where 
income is supplemented by relief.

A number of recipients in a position to accept selective employment, 
‘but unable to make necessary contacts with employers, were placed by 
administration staffs. The majority of Relief Administrators have widespread 
contact with employers and, with their knowledge of recipients’ capacities to 
maintain certain types of employment, the necessary steps were taken to 
bring these recipients to the attention of employers. Discretion was used in 
type of employment provided, with consideration being given both to physical 
disabilities, which might be hazardous to themselves or others, and ability 
to carry out work to the satisfaction of the employer. 


The measures undertaken; directed toward placement of marginal cases, 
have been effective and beneficial for all concerned with many of the place- 
ments now in a position to maintain employment of a permanent nature. 


Intimation was given previously in this report of the survey of relief cases 
in receipt of aid during the month of February, with the primary purpose in 
mind of determining reasons assistance is required. The information garnered 
during the present exceptional conditions has been tabulated and included as 
appendices to this report, under the following headings:

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REPORT OF THE OLD AGE PENSIONS COMMISSION 
April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943 


During the period under review, the Old Age Pensions Commission granted 
awards to 5,580 new pensioners, a decrease of 1,290 from the year April 1, 1941, 
to March 31, 1942. Reinstatements in 1941-42 totalled 945 as compared 
with 1,070 in 1942-43. A decrease of 1,165 new grants and reinstatements for 
the year 1942-43 over the previous year. 


Grants to.Blind Pensioners showed a decrease of 35 over the previous 
year. Total number receiving the Blind Pension as of March 31, 1942, was 
1,506, and of March 31, 1948, 1,502. 


It is urged that all applicants: for the Old Age Pension and Pension for 
the Blind make application to the Clerk of the Municipality in which they 
live, or the Secretary of the Local Pension Board. The qualifications for both 
the aged and the blind are practically the same, except that the blind pensioner 
must be forty years of age and certified as being ‘‘so blind as to be unable 
to perform any work for which eyesight is essential.’ 


After applications have been dealt with by the Local Boards, they are 
forwarded to the Provincial Commission, who then refer all cases to the Staff 
of Provincial Investigators, requesting a report on each individual case. In 
addition to the reports on new applications, an Annual Report is required 
on all other cases. As a result of our investigations, we are obliged to review 
each case, and in many cases it is necessary, on account of the facts revealed, 
to cancel, reduce or increase a pension. In all cases where an appeal against 
a decision is made to the Commission, the case is reinvestigated and careful 
reconsideration is given. 

The agreement made between the Ontario Medical Association and the 
Department of Welfare for medical assistance to the old age pensioners and 
blind pensioners has been accepted with marked gratitude by the pensioners, 
and with general satisfaction by the medical profession. 


We wish to express our sincere appreciation to all municipal authorities, 
various societies and clubs, as well as all others, for their kind assistance in 
- the administration of the Old Age Pensions Act. i

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REPORT OF THE MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 
COMMISSION 


April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943 


The Mothers’ Allowances Commission is pleased to submit herewith the 
Annual Report for the year 1942-438: 


The work of the Mothers’ Allowances Commission requires continued 
vigilance in a changing picture of social conditions. 


During the year under review, 1,467 applications were received, and 748 
were found acceptable and granted an allowance. The previous year, there 
were 2,010 applications and 1,149 accepted. During the present year, 125 
renewals were granted; 419 reinstated; 480 ineligible and deferred; 260 renewals 
refused; 3,400 cancelled and suspended; 1,061 continued; 1,177 increased; 
2,896 reduced, making a total of 10,566 cases considered, as compared with 
9,657 for the year 1941-42. 


Out of a total of 3,400 cancelled or suspended, only 196 were for cause. 
Where conditions are unsatisfactory, cases are referred to the Children’s 
Aid Society. 


Employment has given many opportunities to mothers and children, as 
a result of which many cases have been either cancelled or the grant reduced. 
Marriage, and qualifying children becoming sixteen years of age, pocuungs 
for many cancellations. 


As of March 31, 1942, we had 10,086 on the pay list, and on March 31, 
1943, we had 7,982—a decrease during the fiscal year of .2,104. The number 
of children benefiting under the Act as of March 31, 1943, was 16,535. 


During the year, 2,831 beneficiaries with 4,397 children were on the pay 
list for part of the year, but later cancelled. The grand total shows 10,813 
mothers assisted and 20,932 children benefited. 


It is of interest to note that of the total of incapacitated husbands, 
amounting to 2,588, there were 649 cases of tuberculosis. 


The Commission wishes to express its grateful appreciation to all who - 
have given their kind co-operation in the administration of the Mothers’ 
Allowances Act.

REPORT OF THE CHILDREN’S AID BRANCH 
REPORT OF THE CHILD WELFARE DIVISION 
April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943 


Never, perhaps, since their inception have the Children’s Aid Societies 
of Ontario worked under more pressure than during the past year. 


Protection Work 


There was an all-time high in the number of cases of child neglect reported 
to the Societies: an increase of 2,074 cases (31%) involving 16,712 (96%) 
more children, and resulting in 37,341 (56%) more visits and 862 (13%) more 
attendances at Court; temporary wardships were up by 320 cases (34%). 


It is believed that the main factor responsible for this increase in child 
neglect is the temporary break-up of home life, occasioned by the absence 
of the father in the Armed Forces and, in many cases, of the mother working 
in essential industries. It is interesting to note, however, that despite the 
much talked-of prevalence of juvenile delinquency, 237 (16%) fewer cases 
of juvenile delinquency were called to the attention of the Children’s Aid 
Societies this year. 


Children in Care 


Here again an increase appears, there being 884 (8%) more children in 
care at the end of the year than at the beginning. One problem common to 
practically all Societies, which is an outgrowth of war conditions, is the serious 
scarcity of boarding homes due to the housing shortage created by the concen- 
‘tration of population in urban and military centres. It is interesting to note 
that the number of children in free homes remains practically the same. 


Adoptions 


The increase of 337 (25%) in adoptions is attributable, in part, to the desire 
of men in the Armed Services to have pending adoptions within their family 
circle completed before they proceed overseas. 


Children of Unmarried Parents 


Current rumours of the alarming increase in illegitimacy are not borne 
out by Children’s Aid Branch statistics, which show only 118 (4%). more 
cases than in the preceding year. Collections from putative fathers for 
children’s maintenance are still on the increase, being $133,241.96 this year, 
as against $120,120.05 last. 


War Services 


British Child Guests: The mere fact that with the passage of time there 
is a higher percentage of older children, has occasioned a new set of problems 
to be faced, necessitating a vast amount of consultation and correspondence. 
‘Two decisions which constantly recur have to do with (1) whether the child 
may return to Great Britain, and (2) what academic or occupational plan 
is to be made for the boy or girl upon completion of public or high school. 
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Dependents’ Allowance Board: Some idea of the extent of the service 
rendered here can be gathered from the fact that 13,887 visits were made 
during the year in this connection; 3,261 merely involving investigation regard- 
ing eligibility for allowances; 3,205 having to do with the administration of 
allowances, and 7,421 concerned with the needed supervision of the home. 
In addition, there were 7,422 office interviews. 


Dependents’ Board of Trustees: This service, too, has assumed major 
proportions; 5,673 cases (new and reopened) have been referred during the 
year, necessitating 7,881 visits and 3,525 office interviews. However, most 
Societies have welcomed the opportunity of being able to participate in the 
alleviation of financial pressure in soldiers’ families in time of real emergency. 
Investigations concerning the desirability of Compassionate Leave arose in 
145 cases, necessitating 200 visits. 


Dominion—Provincial Wartime Day Care: By an agreement between the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments signed on July 1, 1942, a Wartime Day 
Care program was inaugurated to provide supervision for the children of 
women employed in essential industry. Cost is shared by the two Govern- 
ments; organization is carried out through local committees and municipal 
Boards of Education. 


Plans for ten Wartime Day Nurseries in seven municipalities have been 
approved, allowing an accommodation of 420 children. Seven of these are 
in operation, including a Provincial demonstration and training centre. 
Thirty-four students are at present in training. 


The Day Nursery program provides twelve hours’ supervision, including 
two meals for five days a week. The parents contribute from 35 to 50 cents 
a day toward the cost of this care. Through the Day Nursery health program, 
directed by the Public Health Departments, 155 pre-school children have 
already received complete examination and commenced vaccination and toxoids. 


Five Day Care centres, accommodating 470 school children, have been 
established in public schools. Estimates are under consideration for ten 
others to accommodate 860 children. School Day Care provides a hot dinner 
and out-of-school supervision throughout the day. The parent pays 25 cents 
a day toward this service. 


Finance 


Children’s Aid expenditures, following the general upward trend, showed 
an increase for the year of $210,497.05. On the other hand, maintenance 
from parents increased by $79,419.13, and private donations, interest and 
sundries brought in an additional $23,881.60 over last year; these two items 
together offsetting practically half of the increased expenditures. The total 
receipts from all sources for the year were $1,928,766.06. 


Conclusion 


Measured in terms of stress and strain on the individual workers, it has 
been a most difficult year; measured in terms of service to the community, 
it has probably been second to none in the history of the Societies.

CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS 
April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943 


Thirty-nine Children’s Institutions qualified under The Charitable 
Institutions Act in the year under review, thereby receiving the statutory 
Provincial grant of 5 cents or 10 cents per day, depending on age. The year 
began with a total of 2,308 children in residence and ended with 2,745. 


The per diem cost ranged from 40 cents to $2.19 and averaged 97 cents, 
with the year’s expenditures totalling $871,745.37, covering 899,093 days’ care. 

Staff shortage has been a serious problem for many institutions, also the 
location of satisfactory children’s clothing in sufficient quantities. 


On the whole the supervisors’ reports on the above institutions showed 
conditions to be reasonably satisfactory, with recommendations in some 
cases, such as, that the children’s lives would be enriched by broader 
recreational opportunities; more staff supervision during play periods, and 
normal school contacts as against classrooms within the institution.

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REPORT ON REFUGES AND HOMES FOR THE AGED 
January 1 to December 31, 1942 


There are 269 more pensioners and 95 more women in the Refuges than 
in 1941. The tendency is for pensioners to show a preference for a Refuge 
or Home for the Aged. 


All Refuges are filled to over-capacity, and many are anticipating additions 
as soon as conditions will warrant. Some Refuges have secured the necessary 
priorities and are building at the present time. 


The possibility of fire in these institutions has been and is being given 
special consideration, and every available means for fire prevention is being 
recommended. 


The total operating cost has continued to rise in all Refuges, and from 
1935-42 the increase has been approximately 25 per cent. 


It is to be hoped that the number of incurable residents in Refuges 
will continue to decrease and, because of this, make room for the many aged, 
now awaiting admission. 


The Boards of Management, superintendents and matrons are doing 
excellent work, and this Department sincerely appreciates their continued 
considerate co-operation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF INVESTIGATORS 
FOR 4 
OLD AGE PENSIONS AND MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 


April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943 


The policy as set up in 1937 has changed but slightly. The investigation 
is still made in the home of the applicant after the application has been made 
to the Local Board. However, emphasis has been placed on the type of 
service rendered by the investigator to the individual who is the applicant 
or recipient of public assistance. 


To make it possible for the investigator to give this type of service a 
plan to decrease the individual case-load was approved. A reorganization of 
districts is now under way, through which one new investigator will be ap- 
pointed to give relief in each two districts in southern Ontario. 


In 1937 fifty-six investigators were engaged in the field work of the 
Province, which was divided into thirty-three districts. The number has 
gradually increased since that date, and at the completion of the present 
reorganization ninety-five investigators will be engaged in the field work 
throughout the Province working from forty-six offices with four district 
supervisors in the field visiting the various districts periodically. 


The district supervisors allocated over the Province have been of great 
assistance in solving the problems of the investigators in their respective 
districts and in keeping them apprised of changes introduced by the Com- 
mission from time to time. They have been of inestimable value in the training 
and supervising of new staff. 


During the fiscal year under review the total number of Mothers’ Allow- 
ances beneficiaries in the Province dropped from 10,086 to 7,982. The increased 
income from earnings is largely responsible for this decrease. Although the 
case-load has decreased for the individual investigator during this period, 
the work for the investigator has not decreased accordingly. Four calls each 
year on the recipients of Mothers’ Allowances are now necessary, and it is 
expected that the investigator will soon be responsible for checking the school 
attendance of the fourteen-to-sixteen age group as required under the Adolescent 
School Act. During the year under review 1,467 applicants were interviewed 
in addition to calls made by special request from the Commission. 


The case-load in Old Age Pensions and Blind Pensions has decreased 
from 60,738 to 59,194. While one call each year only is required by the Act, 
the total number of necessary calls reaches far beyond this figure. During 
the year 5,608 new applications were received and investigated. All documen- 
tary evidence as required by the Act must be furnished, and all information 
pertaining to property transactions, assets, income, proof of age and residence 
qualifications must be verified. Additional calls are also necessary in complying 
with requests from the Commission, such as requests for increase in pension, 
reinstatements and additional information. 


In visiting Mothers’ Allowances beneficiaries, the investigator is expected 
to have an understanding and sympathetic attitude toward her client and to 
be well informed as to the social resources available in the community. She 
must be prepared to advise the Mothers’ Allowances beneficiary in all matters 
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pertaining to the home and to suggest to her the resources available which 
would be of benefit to the children. Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
on the value of the resources available which offer assistance in child guidance. 


In dealing with Old Age Pensioners the approach to the interview is vastly 
different while the method of investigation is similar. In Old Age Pension 
work the investigator must appreciate the difficulties inherent in old age and 
exert an abundance of tact and patience at all times. She must develop a 
personality free from prejudice and an understanding of the human values 
involved in welfare work. 


The aim to render more satisfactory treatment to the recipients, and 
more efficient administration, has been materially enhanced through the 
addition of more investigators to the staff.

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REPORT OF THE SOLDIERS’ AID COMMISSION 
April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943 


Commission Membership 


No changes occurred in the membership of the Commission during the 
fiscal year, April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1943, now under review. It should 
be noted, however, that leave granted Commissioner Brigadier Rutherford, 
now on active service in Great Britain, has continued in force throughout 
the year, and to Commissioner Colonel J. A. Dewart on active service in 
western Canada. 


Commission Meetings 


One general and two special meetings were held during the year, all 
members showing their usual interest. 


Commission Staff 


No staff changes have occurred during the period. Prompt and efficient 
service has been rendered by all members. 


Audit 


Following the end of the fiscal year, an audit of the books and accounts 
was performed by a representative of the Provincial Auditor’s Department. 
All books and accounts were reported to be in order and to correctly reflect 
the operations and transactions of the Commission throughout the year. 
Financial statements will be found appended hereto. 


Wards 


Services to wards in general are covered by a special statistical report 
appended hereto. It will be noted that during the year the number of wards 
requiring attention from the Commission has been decreased from twenty 
to nine. This reduction was due to the coming of age of eleven wards. Wards’ 
welfare investigations and placements also showed a further decrease this 
year to forty-eight, compared to fifty for the previous year. Again this is due 
to decreasing number of wards and permanent establishment. We note with 
satisfaction that a substantial number of former wards of the Commission 
are now on active service in this war, either Overseas or in Canada. 


Assistance and Advice to Veterans 


1. Emergency grants for the year number 1,062 as compared with 1,199 
for the previous year. (No. 8 Account grants shown separately.) 


2. General information and advice services rendered to ex-servicemen and 
dependents totalled 2,354 compared with 2,781 for the previous year. 


3. Office interviews for this period were 2,580 as compared with 3,316 for 
the previous year. 


4. Special information and advice re pension claims, War Veterans’ Allow- 
ance procedure, etc., number 575 as compared with 655. 
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Kathleen Hammond Estate 


The assistance from this fund to widows of veterans, widowed by the 
war, served 316 cases of emergency or special need during the past year as 
compared with 274 in the previous year. The corpus of this fund was subject 
to further increases during the year. 


Croft Estate 


Continues to show surplus of income over carrying charges. Prospects 
for vacant real estate in Yonge-Eglinton Avenue area steadily improving. 


Following discussion with the Honourable the Minister, with respect 
to a long outstanding loan made to the Commission in 1924 to meet then 
current needs and secured by assets in the Croft Estate then consisting of 
real estate (building lots), it was decided that action should be taken to clear 
this matter, especially since Commission minutes of November 19, 1930, 
indicated that it had been the intention of the Government at that time to 
take necessary action, which through some oversight had not been given 
effect. Therefore the vote for Commission purposes for fiscal year under 
review was increased by the amount of $22,191.62 (principal and accrued 
interest) which, when made available, was returned to the Government to 
clear this outstanding loan. 


Ex-Servicemen of the Second Great War 


Pursuant to authority granted by Sixth Session, Twentieth Legislature, 
Ontario, the Commission has rendered to ex-servicemen of the present Great 
War, and their dependents, services commensurate with their needs and 
comparable to those rendered ex-servicemen and dependents of the First 
Great War. In this connection, however, it should be noted that special trust 
funds (Kathleen Hammond, Scott, Croft and McNab Estates) administered 
by the Commission for ex-servicemen and dependents of the First Great War 
are not available for the benefit of ex-servicemen of the present war, because 
of specific restrictions governing these respective bequests and donations. 
It is, of course, anticipated, that in due time bequests and other trust funds 
will be available to the Commission on behalf of those whose service has 
been in this war. 


While the Commission keeps in close touch with the Dominion Govern- 
ment, Red Cross, and all other facilities available to help needy and deserving 
cases, it should be noted that the number of requests for service requiring 
emergency assistance from the Commission has been gradually increasing, 
and this increase is likely to continue until at least three years after the end 
of the war. 


Garden Land Settlement 


During the year two soldier settlers have continued to reside on allot- 
ments, while the remaining seven cottages have been rented to families seeking 
residence in the district through housing shortage. Revenue from these 
rentals has been placed in a reserve fund, from which it could be made avail- 
able for the completion of a proposed drainage scheme for the Settlement 
to overcome conditions produced by unsatisfactory highway ditch. 
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General 


During the period under review the Director made personal calls on 
some 120 branches of veterans’ organizations in the Province, when meetings 
were held with the officials of these bodies and addresses given at general 
meetings of the members. The work and scope of the Commission was reviewed, 
individual and general problems discussed, and help or advice arranged for 
or given. A very helpful system of co-operation has been established through- 
out the Province. In addition to the Veterans’ organizations, contact is- also 
made with Inspectors of Children’s Aid Society, Officials of the Provincial 
Government’s Agricultural Loans, and Provincial Police (especially in un- 
organized areas) in the different areas visited. 


The Commission also desires again to gratefully acknowledge the co- 
operation of the Veterans’ organizations; the Canadian Red Cross Society, 
I.0.D.E.; The Last Post and all other organizations and individuals who 
have in numerous ways been helpful during the year.

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IN REVIEW 


The Department of Public Welfare is responsible for the implementing 
of legislative measures designed to assist the citizen in certain circum- 
stances of social and economic need. 


The Department of Public Welfare Act of 1931 provided for the con- 
solidation within one Department of social legislation which, up to that time, 
had been administered by several Departments of the Government. 


Administration of various statutes in respect of Child Welfare, Char- 
itable Institutions and Houses of Refuge, together with administration of 
the Soldiers’ Aid Commission Act, was transferred from the jurisdiction 
of the Provincial Secretary's Department to the new Department of Public 
Welfare; and the latter likewise took over jurisdiction for the Mothers’ 
Allowances Act and the Old Age Pensions Act from the Department of 
Health. 


At a later date the Unemployment Relief Act was transferred from the 
Department of Labour. 


Further legislation for social problems assigned to the Department 
include the British Child Guests Act, the Day Nurseries Act, the District 
Homes for the Aged Act, and the Homes for the Aged Act. 


Public Welfare legislation in Ontario falls into four main categories, 
with a somewhat complex pattern of financial and administrative respon- 


sibilities. These may be briefly classified as follows :— 


(1) Legislation based on joint Dominion-Provincial arrangements, as 
exemplified in the Old Age Pensions Act. Old Age Pensions and Pensions 
for the Blind are administered by the Province in conformity with Dominion 
Regulations. 

(2) Legislation for Welfare measures for which the entire financial 
and administrative responsibility is assumed by the Province, such as the 
Mothers’ Allowances Act. 

(3) Statutory measures providing for joint Municipal-Provincial re- 
sponsibility, as exemplified by the Unemployment Relief Act and the Houses 
of Refuge Act. 

(4) Legislation in respect of privately administered welfare services 
receiving Provincial aid and coming under Provincial supervision, such as 
Children’s Aid Societies and Charitable Institutions. 


The very nature of welfare services, concerned as they are with the 
well-being of the individual and the family, demands the closest of co- 
operation among all whose desire or responsibility it is to assist their fellow 
man. The Provincial responsibility, in this respect, becomes more com- 
plex in Ontario because of its large and varied geographic area. The Proy- 
ince of Ontario constitutes one of the largest geographic areas of administra- 
tion at this level of government in the world. 


The social circumstances in the community may conspire to shift the 
emphasis from the problems of the child, to the adult or the aged. Flexible 
administration is essential to enable the government to cope with such 
Situations. This suggests that the level of government closest to the family 
—namely, the municipality—is in the most favourable position to give the 
best service. It is possible that the expanding nature of a state admin- 
istered social welfare programme would call for a form of decentralization 
of authority on the part of the Dominion and the Province. 
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The various categories of welfare legislation outlined above may be 
regarded as different approaches by the government to the problems of 
society as they threaten the security of the family and its individual mem- 
bers. Considered in this light, the work of this department may be reviewed 


as follows :—

THE DIVISION OF CHILD WELFARE 


Child Welfare Services of the Department are combined in the Child 
Welfare Division. 

Through the co-ordination of these services it has been possible to plan 
for the welfare of children more effectively. The Division is responsible 
for standards of supervision and care as indicated by the following report : 


CHILDREN’S AID BRANCH 


Through the Children’s Aid Branch the work of the fifty-three Children’s 
Aid Societies is supervised and co-related. These Societies are governed 
by local boards of directors selected from the citizens in the community. 
They are autonomous and employ their own staffs of social workers. 


° 


Child Protection : 


Child Protection services place the emphasis on the prevention of 
neglect and deal with basic family problems at their source. [Every effort 
is made through Children’s Aid Societies to re-establish the home rather 
than to remove the child. 

During the past year 20,214 children were involved in protection cases 
in which the Societies were called upon to give service, a decrease of 1,596 
from the previous year. Separation of parents and marital discord proved 
to be the largest contributing factors leading to child neglect and requiring 
services of the Societies. 

The superintendent of the local Children’s Aid Society acts as a local 
representative of the Provincial officer in the administration of the Children 
of Unmarried Parents Act. Any mother of a child born, or about to be 
born, out of wedlock, may apply to him for assistance. The services pro- 
vided have been helpful in the re-establishment of these young women, who 
Bre usually in need of advice.and gtidance. The Society assures itself 
that the child is given adequate protection and care. An increasing number 
of these cases is brought to the attention of the Societies by the mother, 
her relatives or interested citizens before the child is born; thus enabling 
a plan to be made for both mother and child well in advance. 

The number of cases dealt with under the Children of Unmarried 
Parents Alct continues to increase. This increase has continued since 
1939-40, when there was a total of 2,356 cases compared with 3,250 cases 
for the year 1945-46. Once again there is a further increase of 339 cases, or 
a total of 3,649 for the past year. 


Adoptions : 


The number of adoptions completed has continued to increase, a total 
of 2,075 children having been adopted during the past year, an increase 
of 27 from the year previous. Continued confidence in the Children’s Aid 
Societies in the matter of adoptions is evidenced by the increasing number 
of prospective adoptive parents who seek their advice and guidance in the 
selection of a child for adoption. 
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Child Care : 


Despite the housing shortage and economic difficulties, 7,346 children 
were in care in boarding homes at the end of the present year, an increase of 
631 compared with the previous year. Sixteen thousand and forty-two 
children were provided with care outside their homes, an increase of 1,020 
over the previous twelve months. 

There has been increasing difficulty in the satisfactory placing of 
children. There are indications that a greater number of replacements were 
made. This suggests the need for more intensive foster home investiga- 
tions. The integration of the institutional and the foster home care program 
in an effort to provide the type of care most appropriate to the needs of the 
child might also prove beneficial. 


War Services : 


The Societies rendered a distinct service during the year in the. re- 
adjustment of war veterans and their families. Nine hundred and eighty- 
six such families were assisted in co-operation with the Dependent’s Al- 
lowance Board, involving 5,108 children. 

The assistance provided by the Dependents’ Board of Trustees was 
made available to another 3,800 families upon recommendation by the 
Societies. 


Financial : 


The increasing cost of living is reflected in the budgets of the Societies. 
Expenditures during the year increased by $330,116.19. 


DAY NURSERIES BRANCH 


The past year has been a period of transition from a war-time basis 
to a peace-time basis for Day Nursery activities. Surplus equipment was 
made available to Child Welfare and educational agencies, and preparations 
were made for the future licensing of all day nurseries. 


The Day Nurseries Branch continued to operate 28 war-time day 
nurseries and 41 day care centres, financed under the Dominion-Provincial 
Agreement, until June 30th. This program was replaced by one established 
under The Day Nurseries Act, which became effective June 30th, 1946. 
The Act provided for : 

(a) A provincial grant of 50% of the net operating costs for Day Nurseries 
operated under a municipal by-law by municipalities who agreed to be 
responsible for the financing and efficient operation of the nursery. 


(b) The licensing of all day nurseries. 


On June 30th assistance from the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments for the operation of the day care centres was discontinued. 


The following municipalities immediately passed by-laws to establish 
day nurseries in their area :

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On July 3lst the Township of Scarborough decided to discontinue the day 
nursery, and on August 3lst one of the Brantford nurseries was closed. 


The equipment from all the Day Nurseries and Day Care Centres which 
were closed, became the property of the Provincial Government. Arrange- 
ments were made whereby it could be sold at a fair evaluation to child 
welfare and educational agencies and institutions. The following table 
shows the extent to which this equipment was distributed :

The disposal of this equipment afforded an opportunity for advising 
a number of private day nurseries regarding their equipment and programs 
as a preliminary to the actual licensing of such nurseries. Many requested 
an immediate inspection of their premises and programs. 


Arrangements were completed to transfer the staff, formerly employed 
by the Province under the Dominion-Provincial Agreement, into suitable 
positions where they have continued to give leadership in the day nursery 
field. 


BRITISH CHILD GUESTS 


The majority of British Child Guests have now been safely returned 
to their own homes. During the year the number under supervision de- 
creased from 113 to 37. In addition 16 privately evacuated children receive 
some measure of supervision. Most of the remaining children are continuing 
their education in college, showing marked proficiency in their studies. 
Practically all these young people intend to remain in Canada. The children 
in care of Canadian foster parents are now privileged to take advantage of 
certain scholarships arranged in Great Britain on their behalf through a 
special fund established through contributions of the children’s parents and 
known as the Kinsman Trust.

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CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS 


There were 41 Children’s Institutions designated as such under the 
Charitable Institutions Act in the year under review. 


An increasing interest in planning a modern child care programme has 
been shown by the boards of many children’s institutions. There is a trend 
to arrange for the intake and discharge of the children in care on the recom- 
mendation of an organized social agency working in the community. 


An increasing tendency to study institutional populations in order to 
determine the future needs of the children seems to be evidenced. There 
also appears to be more definite co-operation between institutions attempting 
to give very essential specialized services. This procedure has been. handi- 
cappd by lack of trained personnel. In a partial attempt to meet this need 
for trained staff, the Institute of Child Study, University of Toronto, or- 
ganized a Superintendent’s Institute. A number of superintendents of 
children’s institutes throughout the Province took advantage of this course 
of instruction and expressed a desire for further institutes and courses of 


training for institutional personnel. 


The per diem costs of all institutions average $1.08. The year’s expendi- 
tures for all institutions totalled $1,136,788.20 covering 1,054,680 days care. 


An increase of 66,534 days care was given over the corresponding 
period of the preceding year. Maintenance costs increased $117,081.12. 
At the end of the year, 2,856 children were in care, compared with 2,824 
children at the end of the year previous.

(THE MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES COMMISSION) 


The work carried on under the Mothers’ Allowances Act is entirely . 
provincial in its legislative, administrative and financial aspects. The pur- 
pose of the Act at its inception was to help provide for the widowed mother 
and her child. Late amendments, however, have enlarged the area of as- 
sistance to include deserted wives, mothers whose husbands are perman- 
ently incapacitated and foster mothers who have in their care orphaned 
children. Widows and their children, however, still comprise the largest 
group receiving assistance. 


At the outset the municipal government participated in the financing 
of allowances. Since 1937, however, the Ontario Government has paid the 
entire cost of administration and allowances granted. Such allowances, 
apart from the basic grant, include fuel—when required—medical care, plus 
an additional amount of $10 where there are exceptional circumstances. 


All disbursements for Mothers’ Allowances are paid from the general 
revenue fund of the Province. This form of assistance constitutes the 
second largest welfare activity in the Province in terms of amount of 
money spent and the number of persons receiving aid. 


Over the period of the last 26 years a total of $80,655,274 has been 
granted to families under the Mothers’ Allowances Act. Allowances paid 
during the current year total $3,291,408.57. The average monthly allowances 
paid to beneficiaries increased from $41.91 to $42.20 during the year. Ex- 
penditures for the fiscal years 1945-46 and 1946-47 are graphically illustrated 
for comparative purposes in Chart II below.

On the investigator’s recommendation and at the discretion of the 
Commission, many beneficiaries received an additional allowance to provide 
for dental treatment and other items of an emergent nature. In addition 
to free medical services to all beneficiaries, a total of $84,259.69 was issued 
for the purchase of fuel during the winter months. 


During the fiscal year 1938-39 some 12,242 mothers and foster mothers 
received allowances—this being the peak load in the history of the Act. 
However, since that time there has been a continual decline in the case- 
load, and at March 3lst, 1947, the number of beneficiaries receiving allow- 
ances was 6,587. For comparative purposes, this decrease in the case-load 
is illustrated in Chart III below.

During the year under review, the number of applications received 
| showed a 2.5% increase over that of the previous year, of which 51.07% 


qualified and received an allowance. 





With regard to cases involving incapacitation of the husband, pulmonary 
tuberculosis is the largest single contributing factor. 


This welfare measure recognises the vital importance of maintaining 
the family as the social unit best qualified to care for the child, rather 
than accepting the alternative arrangement of separating the mother and

THE ADULT 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 


The administration of Unemployment Relief is primarily the function 
of the municipal. level of government. Accordingly, the municipality iS 
responsible for determining need and providing funds to alleviate dis- 
tress in individuals who are without resources, and do not quality for 
special categories of assistance. Municipalities are reimbursed by the 
Province to the extent of 50% of their expenditures for the relief of unem- 
ployable persons. 


Municipalities received $1,342,900 from the Province during the past 
fiscal year; $165,369 more than the previous year’s total. The shareable 
relief expenditures on a comparative basis follow.

The unprecedented employment conditions in recent years left only 
a residue of cases in needy circumstances. In the course of the great de- 
pression of the thirties loss of income could be mainly attributed to unem- 
ployment. When this temporary condition occurs at the present time, 
Unemployment Insurance benefits are in a large proportion of cases avail- 
able to cushion the shock, and the municipalities have not, save in a few 
instances, received applications from unemployed employable persons. 


An increasing number of persons over the age of 60 years require relief 
and, in the nature of ailments attendant on advancing age, the problem of 
providing care 1s accentuated. The aged person without resources must 
rely on public assistance through municipal channels until he attains the 
age of 70 years. This group suffers from chronic illness relating to the 
circulatory system; senility and general debility ; rheumatism and arthritis ; 
to mention the prominent causes of iH-health. More than half the heads of 
families and single individuals receiving relief are over 60 years of age. a 


In all age brackets, illness and physical disabilities are the major 
reasons for the granting of relief, and the Province in recent years has thus | 
been active in developing rehabilitation measures favourable to those per- 
sons requiring prosthetic appliances and other services. Ntmerous persons 
have been fitted and supplied with artificial limbs who, otherwise, would 
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be entirely dependent on public resources for continued assistance. Gainful 
employment has been accepted by the majority of these cases and an ex- 
panded programme is anticipated to provide more fully for other types of 
cases in this field. The expenditures involved are shared equally by the 
Province and the municipality. 


Cases in which marital discord has been a factor have shown a decided 
increase and are a constant source of concern. Imprisonment and other tem- 
porary conditions account for a further group qualifying for relief. - 


Regulations under the Unemployment Relief Act govern and guide 
municipalities in the rendering of public assistance and serve to standardize 
the amount of aid available to individual cases. Slightly more than one- 
half of the 913 municipalities submitted accounts in any given month for 
provincial share of expenditures. The municipalities not rendering accounts 
are mainly located in rural areas. The table hereunder will show the number 
of municipalities, according to type, submitting accounts for the last month 
of the fiscal year, March 1947.

Ontario municipalities at this time are financially capable of meeting 
the municipal share of relief assistance. Local Councils and Welfare Ad- 
ministrators have generally co-operated to the fullest extent in the adminis- 
tration of the Act. Careful consideration is given at all times to suggestions 
originating from municipalities and relating to policies and standards of 
assistance.

APRIL Ist, 1946, TO MARCH 3lst, 1947. 


All members of the Commission have continued to serve 
throughout the year. 


One general meeting of the Commission was held dur- 
ing the year. All members showing their usual keen interest. 


Following the end of the fiscal year, an audit of the 
books and accounts was performed by a representative of 
the Provincial Auditor’s Department. All books and accounts 
were reported to be in order and to correctly reflect the 
operations and transactions of ‘the Commission throughout 
the year. Financial statements will be found appended 
hereto. 

1. Emergency grants for the year number 1,737 as com- 
pared with 1,686 for the previous year. (No. 8 Account 
grants shown separately). 

2. General information and advice services rendered to ex- 
service men and dependents totalled 3,057 compared 
with 2,891 for the previous year. 

3. Office interviews for this period were 3,097 as compared 
with 3,020 for the previous year. j 

4. Special information and advice re pension claims, War 
Veterans Allowance procedure, etc., number 522 as 
compared to 466 for the previous year. 


It may be interesting to note that 428 cash grants rep- 
resenting an amount of $3,517.85 were made to men and 
dependents of men with service in the 2nd Great War. 


The assistance from this fund to widows of veterans, 
widowed by the war (1914-18) served 602 cases oi emerg- 
ency or special need during the past year as compared with 
490 in the previous year. The corpus of this fund was sub- 
ject to further increases during the year. 

All dwellings on the Garden Land Settlemen= have 
been occupied during the year, and the premises have been 
supervised and maintained. All revenue, surplus to main- 
tenance requirements, has been preserved in a special re- 
serve fund. Future policy in respect to the Settlement has 
been under active consideration by the Commission. 


In connection with the activities of the Commission 
apart from the many everyday appeals for advice or financial 


assistance in cases of urgent need throughout the Province, 


(see Appendices A.R. 1 and 2 of this report), the following 
“briefs” may be of interest :— 


Case “A”. In June of last year this man entered St. Michael’s 
Hospital in Toronto suffering from Burger's Disease which 
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resulted in an emergency operation for the amputation of 
his left leg above the knee. 


Some three months later the Catholic Welfare brought 
the case to our attention with a request that we supply the 
man with an artificial leg. 


On investigation we found that the man had had good 
service in the lst Great War; was only earning a small sal- 
ary, had a large family to support and therefore could have 
had his operation at one of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs Hospitals. Had this been done he would then have 
been supplied with the leg through Christie Street Hospital 
Prosthetics Department and at no charge. 


In view of this we took the case up with the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs in Ottawa, furnished them with 
full particulars of the circumstances of his having had the 
operation performed in a civilian hospital, and asked that 
the artificial leg be supplied through that Department. 


We were later advised that authority had been granted 
to have the leg supplied, the Department of Veterans Affairs 
assuming the costs in full. 


Case “B”. Widow, whose late husband served in the Ist 
Great War, met with an accident on the streets of a certain 
municipality due to a defect in the pavement, and, as a result 
suffered painful injuries to her left elbow and right knee. 
Her glasses were broken and some clothing damaged. 

The cost of replacing the broken glasses was $8.00 and 
X-Ray $7.50. 

She put in a claim to the claims office of the city con- 
cerned but they definitely refused to do anvthing in the 
matter and she came to us. As we considered that her claim 
was a just one we obtained for her free legal advice, the 
lawyer took up the case with the civic officials concerned 
with the result that following his representations a satisfac- 
tory settlement of this widow’s claim was effected. A very 
grateful letter of appreciation has been received from her. 


Baces ©, This man, an’ex-limperial, age 77 years, and in 
receipt of Old Age Pension—mentally very bright and active 
scame to seé us in ‘May 1947. He was extremely deaf 
and being unable to converse with his neighbours, mem- 
bers of his Legion Branch or listen to the radio, was be- 
coming very depressed—he was especially fond of outdoor 
life. 

As we had on hand a Zenith Hearing Aid—which we 
had previously provided an ex-service man who had died 
aiter only having had the instrument a very short time and 
whose next-of-kin had returned it to us—we arranged with 
the National Society for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, 
Toronto, to adjust this instrument—which had been re- 
conditioned and put into perfect order—for the man. The 
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results were most satisfactory, so much so, that their en- 
thusiastic Secretary wrote the following little story, entitled 
“The Chap from the Soldiers’ Aid Commission” which speaks 
for itself :— 


“The Chap from the Soldiers’ Aid Commission.” 


Back to work? Today? Me? Not a chance. I'm 
going down to the Street, take a bus and go as far as 
it goes—away out into the country; and then walk—out 
through the fields and listen, just listen to the birds. 
I haven’t heard the little beggars in a long, long time, 
and I want to hear ’em again—right now— 


Did you ever see a big husky man smile—tears in 
his eyes? 
It’s kind of nice—he did. 


He had been sent over by the Soldiers’ Aid Com- 
mission—good people, the S.A.C. It’s a group of men 
really doing a job for those who, for any reason, don’t 
come under ordinary regulations but need a lift—they 
SreTCIC 

This chap had been sent in for a medical and try-out 
with a new hearing aid. He’d heard of the things but 
had been deaf for so long he didn’t think he would get 
much out of it; something maybe, but not much—‘Let’s 
get the thing put together. 


Quietly, slowly, the volume was turned on while he 
talked. His voice—raucous, grating, gradually softened 
to normal tones. The tenseness seemed to fall away 
from the man, a puzzled wondering look came into his 
eyes as he began to listen. 


Yes, he could hear—clearly—or almost. Shouting 
at him? No, just quiet normal voice, he was reassured. 
This just isn’t true—can’t be. But it was—then he 
smiled. And caught the bus.” 





Case “D”. This man, who saw service in France in the Ist 
Great War, (awarded the M.M.), and Canada in the 2nd 
Great War, had been in Christie Street Hospital from July, 
1946, until September, 1946, undergoing treatment for Duo- 
denal Ulcer and Haemorrhoids. He had applied for pension 
entitlement but there was a long delay and he had become 
very worried which did not help his condition. We arranged 
for some priority for the medical examination and in Novem- 
ber 1946 he was admitted to Sunnybrook Hospital for treat- 
ment and observation. 

In January 1947 we were advised that he had been 


granted pension at the rate of 6% for aggravation—1/5th of. | 


30%. The Board of Pension Commissioners ruling that it 
had been a pre-war condition aggravated by service. 

We were able to obtain statements from the two firms 
by whom he had been employed for a total of 6 years prior 
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to enlistment that no time whatsoever had been lost through 
sickness whilst in their employ, and a further review of the 
case was requested. This resulted in an increase of.assess- 
ment to 3/5ths of 30%, and a further review of the case 
was requested as man’s condition had become progressively 
worse. This is still pending. 


During the period under review the Director made per- 
sonal calls on some 197 Branches of Veterans’ Organizations 
in the Province, when meetings were held with the Officials 
of these bodies and addresses given at general or special 
meetings of the members. 


The work and scope of the Commission was reviewed, 
individual and general problems discussed and help or ad- 
vice arranged for or given. A very helpful-system of co- 
operation has been established and continued throughout 
the Province. 


In addition to the veterans’ organizations, contact is 
also made with the Superintendents of Children’s Aid So- 
cieties, officials of the Provincial Government’s Agricultural 
Loans, and the Provincial Police (especially in unorganized 
areas), in the different areas visited. The members of the 
Commission being widely representative of the Province, and 
being: imbued with a sense of responsibility for service to, 
and the welfare of all ex-service men and their dependents, 
have conscientiously endeavoured to meet and even to antici- 
pate needs. 


The experienced staff of the Commission, guided by the 
keen spirit of service actuating the Director, has been able 
to advise, and very promptly assist, a great number of de- 
serving ex-service men and dependents who were in need 
and often discouraged to the breaking point. 

Apart from the actual achievements of the Commission 
as recorded in the service and financial assistance statements, 
we believe that an even more important contribution has 
been made through the cultivation of a better understanding 
oi the reasonable rights and privileges of all who are eligible 
for assistance, and all veterans organizations and friends who 
are interested and anxious to help. Actually the develop- 
ment of this better understanding and a truly co-operative 
spirit, while requiring much time and persevering effort, has 
done more to create satisfaction and harmony than the mere 
expenditure of dollars and cents. When such efforts are 
coupled with the ability to provide prompt emergency as- 
sistance and service where necessary ensures both practical 
and doubly valuable results. 

The Commission also desires again to gratefully ac- 
knowledge the co-operation of the Veterans’ Organizations ; 
The Canadian Red Cross Society; I1.0.D.E.; The Last Post 


Fund and all organizations and individuals who have in num-

: 
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PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 


Blind pensions in Ontario are provided in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the revised Dominion Old Age Pensions Act, and are administered 
by the Ontario Old Age Pensions Commission. Enabling legislation per- 
mitted the Province to participate in the payment of Blind Pensions to 
persons 40 years of age or over who had vision so defective that they were 
unable to perform work for which eyesight is essential. The Dominion 
Government pays 75% of the pension granted. The Province pays the re- 
maining 25% plus a cost of living bonus and administration costs. The 
Provincial share of pensions are paid out of the general revenue fund. 


There was an increase in the number of persons accepted for Blind 
pensions for the fiscal year ending March 3lst, 1947. Chart IV shows that 
for this period 254 persons were accepted for Blind pensions while 185 
applications were accepted from April Ist, 1945, to March 31st, 1946. 


It has been generally assumed that a person eligible for Blind Pension 
becomes a permanent pensioner. This belief merits some modification when 
it is revealed that 174 cases were closed for the fiscal year ending March 
31st, 1947. This was 33.8% greater than the number of cases closed for the 
yearly period ending March 3lst, 1946. 


The number of cases receiving Blind Pensions increased by 5.18% to 
a total of 1,623 cases receiving grants as of March 3lst, 1947. Obligations 
incurred for pensions to the Blind during the year totalled $550,039.52, being 
an increase of 7.5% over the previous fiscal year. The amount being paid 
in pensions to the Blind has increased from $40,052.40 as of April Ist, 1945, 
to $46,224.06 as of March 3lst, 1947,

OLD AGE PENSIONS 


(Old Age Pensions Commission) 


Old Age Pensions in Ontario as provided under the revised Dominion 
Old Age Pensions Act, are administered by the Ontario Old Age Pensions 
Commission. This provision of pensions is one approach to the problem of 
the care of the aged. Pensions have been available in Ontario since 1929. 
Enabling legislation enacted in that year permitted Ontario to participate 
in the payment of pensions under the Dominion Act to certain persons who, 
at the time of issuance, had reached the age of 70, and had resided within the 
Province and Dominion of Canada prescribed periods of time and whose 
resources for self-maintenance were within the limitations of the Act. 


At the outset three levels of government—Dominion, Provincial and 
Municipal—participated in the financing of pensions. Since 1937, however, 
the Dominion Government has paid 75% and the Ontario Government 25% 
of the basic pension. In addition the Province pays a cost of living bonus and 
costs of administration. The Provincial share of disbursements for Old 
Age Pensions are paid from the General Revenue fund of the Province. 
This form of assistance constitutes the largest category in the Department 
of Public Welfare in terms of the amount of money spent and the number 
of persons receiving aid. 


The broadening of old age pensions regulations since 1929 has made 
it possible for an increasing number of those in this age group to benefit 
from this assistance—Chart V indicates the trend in the number of cases.

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The cessation of hostilities released many citizens of pensionable age 
from gainful employment. This condition was reflected in the sharp rise 
in the number of applications for old age pension received by the Com- 
mission in the year under review. It is presumed that this trend reflects a 
general reluctance to employ the elderly person. Such considerations en- 
courage the belief that the rate of increase in the number of applicants for 
old age pensions during the past year is likely to continue for some time 


to come. 


Chart VI indicates the number of persons receiving old age pensions 
during the fiscal year ending March 3lst, 1947, as compared with the figures 
for the corresponding period ending March 3lst, 1946.

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The fiscal year-end review also shows an increase of 1.43% in the 
number of re-instatements. The number of pensioners from all other prov- 
inces who established residence in Ontario increased by 1.33%. The case- 
load for the month of March 1947 increased 6.28% over the corresponding 
month in the preceding fiscal year. This is paralleled by a net increase of 
4.6% in expenditures. |

PAYMENTS 
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The number of cases closed during the period increased by 76 over 
that for the previous fiscal year. 75.3% of the cases were closed by reason 
of death of the pensioner; employment of pensioner or spouse accounted 
for 14.9%; transfers to other provinces 7.4%, and miscellaneous reasons 
2.6%. The percentage distribution for discontinuing assistance varied in- 
sofar as it related to Pensioners transferring from Ontario to other Prov- 
inces, which increased 41% over the previous period. 

The provision of adequate care for the aged, is one of the most 
acute problems facing us to-day. The decrease in the size of the family, 
shifts in mortality rates’ and other factors, have resulted in an increasing 
proportion in the population of persons aged 70 or over. This trend has 
affected many aspects of welfare activity concerned with the care of the 
aged and has intensified an already complex situation. 

The Old Age Pensions Act requires a report once each year as to 
the continuing eligibility of the pensioner. However, data derived 
from investigations by the field staff would indicate that many of 
the old age pensioners require considerably more attention than the annual 
re-determination of their eligibility. Community services are required to 
arrange for hospitalization and medical attention; to assist the pensioner 
in securing suitable living accommodation, and to create interest among 
friends and relatives in his physical care. Since all pension recipients are 
over 70, they represent a problem of care which a monthly grant alone 
cannot always meet. Conditions encountered in administering to the wel- 
fare and social problems of older people would indicate that skilled case- 
work is required to deal with the individual aged person. It is important 
that those engaged in providing for the needs of the older person, should 
not become so preoccupied with the individual problem that insufficient 
attention is paid to the over-all situation. The necessity for co-ordinating 
and consolidating the total resources at hand for the purpose of caring for 
the dependent aged person is an outstanding social problem of our time. 
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HOMES FOR THE AGED AND HOUSES OF REFUGE 


Homes for the Aged and Houses of Refuge in Ontario are maintained 
as public institutions by the counties and by certain towns and cities of the 
Province. The facilities of these institutions are chiefly utilized to house 
aged persons in the community who require such care. There are in addi- 
tion a number of privately administered Homes for the Aged operated by 
philanthropic or religious organizations under the Charitable Institutions 
Act. The participation of the Department of Public Welfare is largely one 
of general supervision to ensure that the operation of these institutions con- 
forms to the requirements of the Acts or to the standards set forth by Reg- 
ulations made under the Charitable Institutions Act. 


The Province contributes towards the cost of maintaining persons in 
approved private Charitable Institutions for the Aged and in District Homes 
for the Aged on a per diem basis. Where the resident has been receiving pro- 
vincial assistance in the form of an Old Age or Blind pension, the pension is 
continued when he is admitted to the institution. 


The housing shortage and the rising cost of living have placed an in- 
creased demand for living accommodation upon Houses of Refuge and Homes 
for the Aged during the past year. The need for additional residential 
quarters has become a matter of great urgency. The shortage of building 
materials and the rising cost of construction has mitigated against the 
building of additional accommodation. To assist local governments in this 
particular problem, the Province has undertaken to pay 25% of the capital 
cost of construction in the case of those Homes which are public institutions. 


The concensus of authoritative opinion in the care of the aged now 
affirms the great value of private accommodation for elderly persons as 
close to that of a desirable home environment as possible. The Depart- 
ment has brought to the attention of the appropriate municipal authorities, 
as the occasion presents itself, certain plans for old people’s homes and 
institutions which have proven to be most acceptable in the experience of 
many progressively-minded communities. 


It is evident that the proportion of old people requiring more extensive 
medical and nursing care is rapidly increasing. Active treatment hos- 
pitals, especially under present conditions, cannot keep elderly bed-ridden 
persons for extended periods of time. Many families have no proper facil- 
ities for such care and many elderly persons have no relatives or friends to 
come to their aid. Homes for the Aged are therefore faced with the problem 
of providing special quarters for the bed-ridden under the same adminis- 
trative organisation as the Home for ambulatory aged. 


There are 78 Refuges and Homes for the Aged in Ontario in which 
6,080 persons received care during the calendar year 1946,

The total expended for this period was $2,357,443.95 of which 50.1% 
was received from paying residents or persons in receipt of old age pensions. 
The average daily cost of maintenance for persons in District Homes was 
$1.07, in County Homes $.96, in City Homes $1.17, this being the highest 
on record. 


INVESTIGATIONAL SERVICES 


The work of the investigational services of the Department is primarily 
related to applications made for Mothers’ Allowances, Old Age Pensions 
and Pensions to the Blind. <A trained field staff of investigators is enabled 
to assist and guide applicants in establishing elegibility for allowances or 
pensions, and at the same time perform services of a casework nature, 
through their training, experience and knowledge of the local community 
and its resources. 


The 102 investigators for the Mothers’ Allowances and Old Age Pen- 
sions Commissions made a total of 131,787 visits throughout the Province 
during the fiscal year ending March 31st, 1947. 13,053 of these were in 
regard to new applications, requiring complete investigation. 60,866 were 
annual reports on beneficiaries and pensioners, 57,868 were routine or special 
calls. 


In the unorganized territories, the full responsibility of completing the 
applications rests with the investigators. 


The Province is divided into areas, each of which is covered by a group 
of field workers under a supervisor.

OLD AGE PENSIONS AND PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 


This year marks the twentieth anniversary of the introduction of Old Age 
Pensions in Ontario. It is a good vantage point from which to review briefly 
certain significant developments and _ trends. Legislation making provision for 
Old Age Pensions was first enacted by the Government of Canada in 1927, the 
Province of Ontario in turn passing the necessary enabling legislation in 1929 
to participate in the scheme. Under the terms of the original legislation, persons 
who were seventy years of age or more, and who were British subjects with 
continuous residence in Canada of at least twenty years prior to application, were 
eligible to receive a pension of $20 a month, provided that their income, including 
pension, did not exceed $365 a year. The Provisions of the original Act placed 
stringent restrictions on the amount of personal and real property that an appli- 
cant could own and still receive pension. During the first year of the operation 
of the Old Age Pension Act in Ontario, 34,066 people in this province seventy 
years of age or over received the pension. At that time, the Federal Government 
contributed 50% of the amount of pensions paid by those provinces participating 
in the scheme. The provinces undertook the task of administration of pensions 
and bore the costs of such administration. 


The provisions contained in existing legislation in the form of The Old Age 
Pensions Act, 1948, indicate the lines of development upon which the Old Age 
Pensions programme has been gradually but consistently broadened and enlarged 
in scope. Today the Federal Government contributes 75% towards the payment 
of a monthly old age pension of $30.00 a month. The provinces continue to 
administer the pension and pay administrative costs, in addition to meeting the 
cost of 25% of all the pensions paid. It should be noted that in Ontario a 
pensioner may receive an additional allowance in varying amounts up to a 
maximum of $10 a month where there is special need. During the fiscal year 
1948-49 more than 24,000 pensioners were assisted in this manner, the cost of the 
supplementary allowance being wholly borne by the Province. An important 
development resulting in a broadened basis for Old Age Pensions has been a 
recent amendment to The Old Age Pensions Act (Canada), which provides that 
an unmarried person may have a total income of $600 a year, including pension. 
At the same time, restrictions on the amount of assets which a pensioner may 
own have been greatly modified. For example, a female applicant for a pension 
May now own negotiable assets in the amount of $4,375 and be eligible to 
receive a pension of $20 a month. The amount of assets thus permissible is 
determined by valuing the income such personal assets would purchase if invested 
by the applicant in an Immediate Canadian Government Annuity, Ordinary Life 
Plan, at age seventy. 


There is unfortunately a widely held notion among applicants or would-be 
applicants for old age pensions that on acceptance by them of a pension they 
automatically transfer the ownership of their property to the Government. This 
notion is quite erroneous, and it should be made quite clear that neither govern- 
ment nor the Old Age Pensions Commission have ever taken the property of a 
pensioner. It is true that under The Old Age Pensions Act (Canada), which is 
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administered by the provinces, there is a provision whereby the government may 
recover from the estate of a deceased pensioner the amount of pension payments. 
However, this Act now incorporates other provisions, whereby the Old Age Pen- 
sions Commission, under certain conditions may, at its discretion, exempt from 
refund of pension all or part of the pensioner’s estate which passes to any person 
who, since the grant of a pension or for the last three years during which the 
pension was paid, regularly contributed to the support of the pensioner. Moreover, 
no recovery of pension payments is made from the estate of a pensioner which 
passes by will or on intestacy to any other pensioner. 


Certain significant changes have taken place in the method of administration 
of Old Age Pensions in Ontario since its inception. At the outset, provincial 
legislation made it possible for any person in the community to file an application 
for a pension with the Secretary of the Local Old Age Pensions Board. The Local 
Board was comprised of five members representing the County, who were respon- 
sible for investigating the eligibility of all applicants in the area within their juris- 
diction. The function of the Old Age Pensions Commission at this time was 
largely limited to reviewing the recommendations of the Local Boards. The 
duplication of authority and overlapping of effort which arose from this system 
tended in practice to impede efficient administration and delay the granting of 
pensions, and gave rise to many inequalities in the benefits paid. The Commission 
came to progressively accept increased responsibility for decisions and for the 
investigatory processes involved. Eventually, during the year under review, the 
provincial legislation which provided for the establishment of Local Boards was 
removed from the Statutes. Applications are now received by the Commission 
direct from the Local Authority, the latter being a person appointed by the munici- 
pality for this purpose. 


Administrative methods within the Old Age Pensions Branch have been pro- 
gressively improvéd in order to facilitate the handling of the greatly increased 
volume of pension applications, and to ensure prompt payment of pensions. 
Modern business equipment has been introduced to replace many of the manual 
operations involved in the issue of cheques, and to provide for the efficient main- 
tenance of adequate records. A field staff has gradually been built up, consisting 
of approximately 130 persons. Their task is to report on the circumstances of 
pensioners and applicants, and to assist the latter in obtaining the information and 
data necessary for determining eligibility. In addition, an efficient clerical staff 
has been developed to assist in handling the steadily increasing volume of work. 
Recent organizational and administrative changes are reflected in improved services 
to pensioners, particularly in the reduction of the period of suspense while awaiting 
replies from applications and queries. 


The marked rate of growth of old age pensions in Ontario during the last 
ten years is highly significant of the need for such a programme. At the end of 
the fiscal year under review (1948-49) there were 78,413 persons in receipt of pen- 
sions. This represents an increase of 18,696 over March 31st, 1940, or, in other 
words, a growth of approximately 31.3% during this period. Costs, however, have 
increased at an even more highly accelerated rate. For example, the amount ex- 
pended for the old age pensions programme in Ontario during the fiscal year 
1948-49 was over twenty-eight million dollars, which is more than double the 
thirteen million dollars spent during the fiscal year 1939-40. This trend is 
illustrated in Charts 1 and 2 appended.

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The programme of pensions for blind persons, provided for under a special 
section of The Old Age Pensions Act (Canada), and administered in Ontario by the 
Old Age Pensions Commission, also shows a very definite trend towards an annual 
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increase. At the end of the fiscal year 1948-49, there were 2,070 sightless citizens 
in receipt of pensions for blind persons. This represents an increase of 256 
persons over the previous year and reflects the consistent annual increase which 
has occurred during the past ten years. This trend is clearly shown in Chart 3.

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MOTHERS' ALLOWANCES 


The year under review was marked by a significant increase in the number 
of families in receipt of Mothers’ Allowances. While the increase was not great, 
being approximately 8%, the fact that there was an increase at all is a portent, 
inasmuch as the trend during the previous ten years was characterized by an annual 
decrease. It is quite possible that this year’s increase may betoken a reversal of 
this trend, although at this stage the acceptance of such a suggestion as a firm con- 
clusion would hardly be warranted. 


However, in assessing probabilities, it should be borne in mind that the trend 
towards an annual decrease in the number of beneficiary families during this ten 
year period coincided with a phase of full employment which was unprecedented. 
One effect of a high level of employment is to substantially reduce those pressures 
which tend to produce “unemployable” persons, the latter term being used in its 
technical sense as related to eligibility for public assistance. 


Another effect is the reduction of available part-time or casual employment of 
a kind which can be undertaken by a woman with children, who, at the same time, 
carries out her role of homemaker. It will readily be seen that both of these con- 
tingencies represent typical factors which contribute to an increase in applications 
for Mothers’ Allowance. 

Actually the group of families which has been in receipt of Mothers’ Allow- 
ances during the past few years represents what may be termed the “hard core” of 
potential beneficiary families, being those families who required assistance, even 
though general economic conditions were relatively favourable. It is seen that 
lying latent in such a situation is an almost inevitable tendency towards a sharp 
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increase in the number of families requiting assistance just so soon as the peak 
of employment is reached and the employment index exhibits a downward move- 
ment. For amongst the first social casualties is that considerable group of families 
who, under unusually favourable conditions, have barely succeeded in maintaining 
financial independence, but who are faced with the necessity of applying for as- 
Sistance in the form of Mothers’ Allowances as soon as economic conditions 
deteriorate. 


At the end of the Fiscal Year 1948-49, there were 6,815 families in receipt 
of Mothers’ Allowances, an increase of 515 as compared with the previous year. 
The number of children in these families on account of whom allowances were 
paid numbered 14,338. The total expenditure for allowances provided under 
The Mothers’ Allowance Act was $4,535,342. In addition, payments on account 
of medical setvices provided for Mothers’ Allowances beneficiaries under the regu- 
lations amounted to $182,374. The general trend in the number of beneficiary 
families over a ten year period is shown in the following Table

One development of some importance, observable during the past few years, 
is the change in the composition of beneficiary families regarded from the viewpoint 
of causation. At its inception, the Mothers’ Allowances programme was directed 
specifically to mothers with dependent children who were widows ot who were 
deserted by their husbands. The underlying conception of providing a special 
form of assistance to those families deprived of the normal breadwinner (as rep- 
resented by the husband) was later applied, through amended legislation, to cover 
those families where the husband was permanently unemployable due to physical 
or mental incapacitation. During recent years the latter group has tended to 
increase at a proportionately greater rate than cases based on widowhood or deser- 
tion. While, during the year under review, widowhood as the basis of eligibility 
continued to predominate, accounting for 69% of the grants to mothers, cases 
based on permanent unemployability of the husband had increased to 22.7%, the 
remaining 9.3% being based on desertion. 


Cases in which the husband is so incapacitated as to be permanently unemploy- 
able have always presented a special problem to the family involved; for such a 
family has heretofore been faced with the financial burden of providing for the 
maintenance and proper care of this member of the family, while being at the 
same time deprived of his financial contribution as the normal breadwinner. In 
recent years this problem has grown to significant dimensions. This was recognized 
during the past year by the enactment of an amendment to The Mothers’ Allowances 
Act, which provides that where a mother who otherwise qualifies for an allowance 
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has a permanently unemployable husband, an allowance may be granted for the 
husband in the same amount and manner as though he were a dependent child. 

A further noteworthy development during the year under review was an 
amendment of the Act increasing the scale of Mothers’ Allowances. The basic 
maximum allowance payable for a mother with one child was increased from $42 
to $50 a month; while the allowance for additional children qualifying for assis- 
tance was raised from $6 to $10 per month. In addition, in the case of Mothers’ 
Allowances payable to foster-mothers, the rate of allowance was increased in res- 
pect of the third and additional child from $6 to $10 per month. 


During the year, the regulations were also amended to provide for the pay- 
ment of fuel allowances for a seven-month period, rather than for a six-month 
period as heretofore. 


Encouraging advances were made during the year in the training programme 
for the staff of field workers. The latter not only carry out investigations necessary 
to determine eligibility, but are in the position of being able to guide applicants 
and beneficiaries and provide them with helpful advisory services. 


DIVISION OF CHILD WELFARE 


During the year under review educational efforts directed to the various child 
welfare organizations in Ontario, coupled with the assistance provided, has resulted 
in encouraging advances in policy and methods. Increased emphasis has been 
placed upon the principle that, before any other considerations, the welfare of the 
child must be kept foremost. The role of the Division of Child Welfare has 
continued to be the promotion, encouragement and improvement of standards of 
child welfare services under its jurisdiction. The process of integrating and co- 
ordinating these services has met with an increased measure of success during the 
past year. The Division of Child Welfare is indeed set up for the latter end, 
incorporating as it does the Children’s Aid Branch, Day Nurseries Branch, Child- 
ren’s Institutions and the residual British Child War Guests programme. During 
the year under review some 64,170 children were given supervision or care under 
these various services. 


CHILDREN’S AID BRANCH 


The child welfare services provided by the 53 Children’s Aid Societies reach into 
every section of the Province. These organizations are in reality private Societies coming 
under provincial supervision as provided by The Children’s Protection Act. They are 
governed by boards of directors elected from the Society which is itself made up of 
citizens from the local community. This democratic method of providing basic services 
for child protection and care places the responsibility with the local community, yet 
ensures necessary standards and supervision through the medium of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. One encouraging feature in this system has been the increasing number of 
outstanding citizens who have shared in this responsibility, as well as the co-operation 
accorded by local municipal officials. 


During the year under review, a series of Conferences and Educational Institutes 
were held in various areas of the Province. Representatives of the Ontario Department 
of Public Welfare met with Local Superintendents at convenient centres in order to 
discuss improved procedures and methods of child welfare. The Institutes proved most 
helpful and stimulating. 


Many Children’s Aid Societies have now requested Board and Staff Institutes of a 
similar nature. There appears to be, on the part of communities throughout the Pro- 
vince, a growing awareness of the necessity of well-organized child welfare services and, 
in particular, the need of adequate personnel. The demand for qualified and exper- 
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ienced child welfare workers was never greater than it is today. Progress in many 
centres has been delayed through the lack of suitable, qualified personnel. 


In 1949, The Children’s Protection Act was amended to provide for a refund of 
25 per cent of net expenditures to be made by the Province to a municipality where an 
Order has been made against such municipality for the maintenance of children under 
the Act. 


A further amendment provided for financial aid to Children’s Aid Societies in the 
form of a grant of 25 per cent of all funds obtained from private donations where the 
campaign is conducted by the Society only or is part of a joint campaign. The object 
of this form of financial aid is to encourage Societies to secure funds from the local com- 
munity, and thus stimulate participation and interest on the part of the citizens of such 
communities. 


Over the years, the 53 Societies have always sought to work together through a 
common Association of Children’s Aid Societies. From early times, representatives of 
this group met together at an annual meeting, and of late years the Association employ- 
ed an Executive Secretary. Miss Nora-Frances Henderson was chosen as the first full- 
time Secretary. Miss Henderson’s untimely death in March 1949 was a great loss to 
the Association and was keenly felt by child welfare workers across Canada. 


Child Protection Work: 


It is generally agreed today that the best and proper place for bringing up a child 
is its own home. Therefore, the main task of an efficient Children’s Aid Society is to 
assist in every way possible to keep the home together and to remove the causes of 
neglect or breakdown rather than to remove the child. Increasing emphasis is being placed 
on good social case-work in the home and in salvaging those remaining positive factors 
which will keep a child with its own family. Apart from the social factors and spiritual 
values involved, local authorities are now finding in practice that it is more economical 
financially to maintain the child’s own home than to provide a substitute home. 


During the year under review, Children’s Aid Societies provided protection ser- 
vices to 19,752 children. The reports of the Societies indicate that major contributing 
factors leading to child neglect include marital discord, separation of parents, and intem- 
perate drinking resulting in delinquency. 


Work Related to Children of Unmarried Parents: 


The special problem of protection and care of children born out of wedlock is 
receiving increasing attention through the medium of public education. The commun- 
ity as a whole is becoming aware of the great need for understanding and early counsel- 
ling for the young expectant mother in the interests of her unborn child. Through 
interpretation and information given by the Children’s Aid Societies during the past 
few years, the majority of such cases are now brought to the attention of the Society 
Prior to the birth of the child. It is pleasing to note the increasing extent of cO-opera- 
tion on the part of members of the legal and medical professions who, in the majority 
ef cases, report such situations. This enables the Society to formulate plans for care 
and protection in the interests of good mental health on the part of the mother and the 
well-being of the expected child. All such cases are cleared through the Provincial 
Officer to ensure that adequate services are given and that, wherever possible and neces- 
sary, financial responsibility is assumed by the putative father. 


3,982 cases were dealt with under The Children of Unmarried Parents Act during 
the year, an increase of 191 over the previous year. While the number of such cases 
thus shows an increase, it is probable that such increase is not disproportionate in 
relation to the general increase in population. 
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Adoption Work: 


An increasing number of citizens annually make application to adopt children, and 
each year more children are placed for adoption. ‘The past year was no exception, 
2,536 children being placed in homes for adoption, an increase of 400 over the previous 
year. There is a growing awareness of the necessity of arranging the placement of a 
child through a recognized child placing agency, and of the need for a complete survey 
of the prospective home as well as of the child’s background before any placement is 
made. As the Children’s Aid Societies assume the responsibility for the complete 
investigation, the need for employing skilled personnel is evident as well as the need 
for the provision of adequate additional facilities to provide the required specialized 
services. 


A recent amendment to The Adoption Act enables the Court to make an adoption 
order, after reviewing all the circumstances, in cases where the person to be adopted 
is over the age of twenty-one years or is under twenty-one years of age and has been 
married, upon certification of the Provincial Officer that such person has been in the 
custody of, brought up, maintained and educated by the applicant as his own child 
during infancy or until marriage, as the case may be. 


The increasing emphasis being placed on adequate protection services is reflected 
in adoption statistics, which show only two cases of abandoned children (foundlings) 
in need of placement. 


Services Related to Children in Care: 


Efforts are being made to reduce the number of replacements of children from one 
foster home to another. It is to the credit of the citizens of this Province that foster 
homes providing temporary or permanent care for children are being constantly offered 
to meet the increasing number of children needing placement. Children’s Aid Societies 
are giving greater attention to the careful selection of foster homes for children and the 
selective placement of children, with due emphasis upon the child’s emotional needs. 
During the year, the 53 Societies provided care for 27,750 children. 


DAY NURSERIES BRANCH 


During the year under review, 227 nurseries received supervision. At the close 
of the year, 196 were still providing care for children. Of this number, 106 had 
received their licenses, with 11 other licenses in the process of being issued. In the 
case of the unlicensed nurseries, licenses have been temporarily delayed owing to re- 
quirements for building alterations to meet the standards set by the fire authorities, 
moving of premises, or lack of staff training. Approved day nurseries are entitled to 
provincial aid under The Day Nurseries Act, equal to one-half the amount paid out or 
contributed by the local municipality for the operation and maintenance of the nursery. 
To receive this grant, the Council of the municipality must be responsible for the 
efficient, satisfactory operation of the nursery and furnish to the Minister such reports 
and other information as he may require. 


At the end of the year, 27 nurseries were receiving provincial grants, as 
follows:

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The capacity of nurseries receiving provincial grants was 1,233 children, while 
the capacity of other nurseries was 4,313, or a total capacity of all supervised Day 
Nurseries of 5,546 children. 


When the licensing regulations came into force on June 1, 1947, 60 nurseries 
were known to the Child Welfare Division. During the balance of that year, 86 
additional nurseries were located which were being operated without provincial 
supervision. Later, 18 new nurseries applied for a license. At the close of the 
first year, 164 nurseries were known to be in operation. 


During the present year of operation, 56 new nurseries applied for a license, 
nearly three times as many as applied during the year 1947-1948. 7 additional 
nurseries were discovered which had been operating without supervision or license. 
The value and need of supervisory and co-ordinating. services is therefore evident. 
The standards of the majority of these nurseries have been raised to a marked 
degree as a result of the technical advice and guidance made available by the 
supervisory staff of this Branch, and the efforts of the Boards, Superintendents and 
staff members of the Nurseries themselves. 


The Day Nutsery is beginning to assume an important role in the general child 
welfare programme in this Province. Wherever pre-school children are gathered 
together for group care, whether it be Day Nursery, Nursery School or Charitable 
Institution, it is possible to demonstrate to parents, social agencies and committees 
the fundamental principles of good child care. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS 


Marked changes have taken place in the policies and programmes of the ma- 
jority of Charitable Institutions serving children in the Province. There are indi- 
cations of a definite trend towards specialized and temporary care. It is encourag- 
ing to note that practically every Children’s Institution in the Province is reviewing 
its resident population in order to ascertain the future needs of the children, and 
are also planning for the early discharge of children. Co-ordination of services 
with local Children’s Aid Societies and other child placing agencies is continuing. 
The admission and discharge of children is being arranged increasingly through 
the social agencies serving the community. 


The 48 institutions serving children, which come under The Charitable Institutions 
Act and are supervised by the Division of Child Welfare, may be broken down as 
follows: 
27 Children’s Institutions 
11 Homes for Unmarried Mothers 
4 Child Placing Agencies 
4 Refuges 
1 Rescue Home 
1 Convalescent Home 


These institutions provided care for 7,123 children and adults during the year, 
but the temporary nature of much of this service is indicated by the fact that there 
were 4,191 admittances and 4,244 discharges. At the end of the year, these 48 
institutions had a total population of 2,870. It will be seen that the number of 
children given institutional care is relatively small in proportion to the total number 
maintained in care by various child caring agencies such as Children’s Aid Societies. 


New regulations under The Charitable Institutions Act have been designed to 
improve standards both in programme and in care. Among other requirements, 
charitable institutions must now provide a periodic review of their population 
every six months; beds must be placed at least 21/4 feet from each other to prevent 
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overcrowding; and a capable, efficient staff must be employed. Day Nurseries are 
being established in those institutions where more than three children under six 
years of age are receiving care. 


During the year, one institution was closed. The year’s expenditures by all 
institutions totalled $1,652,739.55, covering 1,081,652 days’ care. 


BRITISH CHILD WAR GUESTS PROGRAMME 


Of the 624 British children who were brought to Ontario as British Child Guests, 
during World War II, only 23 remained at the beginning of the year under review. 
During the year, one youth returned to England, three were married in Canada, and two 
others reached their majority. All six were therefore discharged from supervision, leav- 
ing seventeen still in care. Those remaining are now nearing their majority and have 
decided to remain in Canada. Being minors, they are in need of guardiaship under 
the British Child Guest Act until they reach the age of 21. These young people have 
been a credit to their foster parents who have supervised and cared for them over 
the years without remuneration. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF BRANCH 


During the fiscal year 1948-49, the Province of Ontario paid $2,211,165 to 
municipalities as its share of expenditures for the relief of unemployable persons; 
this representing 50% of the cost to municipalities of such relief within the scale 
prescribed by regulations made under The Unemployment Relief Asi, ¢193 Jag he 
amount thus granted represented an increase of $403,986 over the previous year. 
Of the total of 917 municipalities in Ontario, nearly two-thirds, or 615 municipalities, 
rendered accounts to the Province for relief expenditures. In the case of unorganized 
areas located within the eleven territorial districts of Northern Ontario, relief for 
unemployable persons is administered directly by provincial officials on a schedule 
conforming to that obtaining in the remainder of Ontario, but with the full cost 
borne by the Province. 


During the war years, which coincided with a phase of expanding employment 
opportunities, there was a marked annual decrease in the number of unemployable 
persons in receipt of relief. However, during the subsequent post-war period the 
trend has been towards a slight annual increase. At the same time, there has been 
a marked trend towards a substantial annual increase in expenditures for relief, pro- 
portionately greater than the increase in the number of cases. The underlying cause 
of this situation lies in the increase in the cost-of-living which has characterized the 
post-war period. This has had to be offset by upwards revision in the scale of relief 
allowances to meet the basic requirements of those unemployable persons in need of 
public assistance. In consequence, municipalities have had to meet increasing costs 
for this particular form of assistance. 


Nevertheless, it is of great importance to realize that the over-all burden for 
public assistance with which the municipalities would otherwise be faced today has 
been greatly lessened by the progressive assumption, on the part of the Province, of 
an increasingly greater share in meeting the costs of other categorical types of public 
assistance formerly devolving entirely upon the municipalities. Historically, the muni- 
cipalities have been responsible for providing assistance for those of their residents who 
were in need. The Province, however, initiated the present trend towards greater 
provincial financial participation by passing The Workmen's Compensation Act in - 
1914, thus easing the municipal load in respect of one categorical group requiring — 
public assistance, namely workmen suffering injuries on the job. This legislation was 
followed, in 1920, by The Mothers’ Allowances Act, which enabled the Province to

provide public assistance for another category of persons—mothers and their children 
deprived of the normal family breadwinner through death, desertion or permanent un- 
employability. The entire cost of this programme is now borne by the Province. 
Similarly, the passage of enabling legislation in 1929, bringing The Old Age Pensions 
Act (Canada) into force in Ontario under provincial administration, further relieved 
the municipalities of public assistance expenditures for certain categories of aged per- 
sons lacking means, and for blind persons. Moreover, a sequence of legislative 
enactments culminating in The Homes for the Aged Act, 1949 permits the Province 
to provide substantial grants to municipalities in respect of the construction and main- 
tenance of Homes for the Aged. From this brief review of legislative enactments, it 
will be seen that the burden of public assistance formerly carried by the municipalities 
has been progressively eased by increasing assumption on the part of the Province of 
responsibility for public welfare undertakings. 


In regard to the provision of public assistance under The Unemployment Relief 
Act, 1935, it should be pointed out that economic conditions prevailing since 1939 
have made possible the adjustment, through legislation, which now permits the Province 
to reimburse municipalities for 50% of the cost of direct relief for unemployable persons 
within the prescribed scale of allowances. It is also worthy of note that Ontario was 
the first province to provide medical services for relief recipients, and that this lead 
has been followed by other provinces. This is carried out at the present time through 
an arrangement between the Province and the Ontario Medical Association, by which 
an amount based on a monthly per capita rate of 83 cents for each relief recipient is 
paid over to the latter body to provide for medical services rendered by member 
practitioners. Examination of the medical records of recipients of relief give every 
indication that adequate medical services are thus obtained. 


The number of unemployable persons eligible for and receiving relief during the 
course of the year under review showed an increase in almost the same ratio as the 
annual increase which marked the two previous years. Approximately 75% of the 
new cases accepted for assistance are represented by persons afflicted by acute or chronic 
illness, physical handicap or breakdown due to old age. The remainder includes cases 
where the cause of dependency was desertion, separation of spouses or imprisonment; 
or relief recipients who are homemakers required to care for unemployed dependants. 
The trend in the number of persons in receipt of relief is indicated in the following 
Table, based upon monthly averages over a ten year period.

As pointed out, the cost of maintenance of relief recipients has increased consider- 
ably in the course of the last ten years. To illustrate this situation it may be observed 
that during the year 1948-49 the monthly average number of persons in receipt of relief 
was 19,362 as compared with 21,769 for the year 1942-43, or a decrease of some 11%. 
But during this same period there was an increase in the per capita cost for relief 
of approximately 63%. This increase in costs may be expressed in another way. While 
during 1948-49 the total number of persons on relief showed a decrease of 28,884 as 
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compared with 1942-43, it actually cost $719,955 more to provide relief for the 
smaller number in 1948-49 than for the much greater number in 1942-43. Due to 
the general rise in the cost-of-living, the cost of every item in the relief schedule (which 
covers food, including special diets, fuel, clothing, shelter and medical services) has 
greatly increased. In addition, the regulations now provide allowances to cover 
household sundries, and special allowances are granted in cases of need to provide 
“Special Home Care’. The following Table illustrates the trend in relief costs over 
the past ten years.

Relief for unemployable persons residing in the unorganized areas of the Province 
is administered directly by provincial officials. Both administrative costs and the 
cost of relief tend to be higher due to the fact that the majority of such cases live 
in areas remote from any urban centre and are widely scattered. Relief expenditure 
for the unorganized areas are shown in the statistical section of this Report. Following 
are two Tables relating to cases in the unorganized areas, and showing the major 
reasons for granting assistance, together with the reasons for the discontinuance of 
relief.

In reviewing these trends, it should be borne in mind that the “employability” 
of the individual varies in accordance with changes in the provincial economy which 
produce a shift in demands upon the labour force. In times of high productivity 
certain persons are employed who, under other conditions, would be classified as un- 
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employable. It is possible that changes taking place in our economy today may affect 
the number of persons who will be eligible for relief in the coming year. 


An encouraging factor in the development of the public assistance programme 
administered under the terms of The Unemployment Relief Act is the co-operation 
existing between the municipalities and the Department of Public Welfare in dealing 
with needs and contingencies. The task of efficient administration is greatly facilitated 
by mutual co-operation, and by the relationships established between the staff of the 
Unemployment Relief Branch and municipal welfare administrators. It is a noteworthy 
fact that progressive amendments in the regulations and improved administrative me- 
thods are generally the results of suggestions advanced in the first instance by local 
authorities. 


HOMES FOR THE AGED 


During the past few years it has become evident that a certain degree of mis- 
apprehension exists in the mind of the general public in regard to the differing roles 
of the two distinct groups of Homes for the Aged which come under the supervision 
of the Department of Public Welfare. Clarification of this point would seem to be 
appropriate at this time in view of recent legislative developments. 


At the present time 73 Homes for the Aged come under supervision of the 
Department. Of these, 39 are approved homes established and maintained by re- 
ligious or philanthropic bodies under the terms of The Charitable Institutions Act. 
As such they are entitled to provincial aid on the basis of a per diem per capita grant 
of ten cents, and come under provincial supervision in accordance with Regulations 
designed to promote acceptable standards of care and ensure the well-being of 
residents. The designation of ‘City Homes for the Aged’ came to be attached to this 
group of homes; but while this term has heretofore been both convenient and des- 
criptive, it is now apt to be misleading for reasons explained later. 


The remaining 34 homes, consisting of 31 County Homes for the Aged and 3 
District Homes for the Aged, comprise a distinct group or category, being essentially 
institutions established and maintained by county or other municipal authorities on a 
statutory basis. Costs of operation, previously met by the operating municipality, are 
now shared between municipality and Province. These homes developed under a 
legislative framework of long standing, formerly known at The Houses of Refuge Act 
and The District Houses of Refuge Act, subsequently replaced by The Homes for the 
Aged Act, 1947 and The District Homes for the Aged Act, 1947. This change in 
title signified the evolution of these institutions into homes specifically concerned with 
the care of the aged. The latter Acts on their part were repealed and replaced during 
the past year by a single statute known as The Homes for the Aged Act, 1949, now 
in force. 


The passage of this Act represents a marked advance in this area of public 
welfare legislation, and forms an important milestone in measures undertaken with 
the object of meeting the needs of the aged citizens of this province. While these 
two distinct groups of homes operate respectively under private and public auspices 
and have their own appropriate roles and functions, there is one particular point at 
which their efforts tend to converge. In view of the new legislation this particular 
aspect perhaps calls for some interpretation. Each one of the so-called “City Homes 
for the Aged’ coming under The Charitable Institutions Act, being operated under 
voluntary auspices, is naturally free to determine its own admission policy in accord 
with the aims and objects of the organization to which it belongs. In practice this 
is usually on some selective basis, in certain cases being primarily directed to the 
needs of some specific group within the community. This reflects the normal role of 
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private social services. However, over the years a number of such homes located in 
larger urban centres entered into arrangements with the municipalities in which they 
were situated, whereby they undertook the care of indigent persons for whose main- 
tenance the municipality itself was primarily responsible. Under such arrangements 
the municipality concerned would reimburse the home at an agreed rate for the cost 
of caring for such persons, thus being relieved of the necessity of establishing and 
operating a municipal home for the aged of its own. Under the terms of the new 
Homes for the Aged Act, 1949, however, the establishment of a home for the aged 
has been made mandatory not only for counties alone (as heretofore) but also for each 
city and separate town situated in a county (either in the form of a separate mun- 
icipal home or as a home established jointly with other contiguous municipalities) ; or 
as an alternative a municipality may, subject to the approval of the Minister, enter 
into arrangements with a contiguous municipality having a home to care for persons 
for whose maintenance it is responsible. As this provision takes practical effect and 
certain larger urban centres undertake the establishment of municipal homes for the 
aged, the congestion and overcrowding prevalent in many homes operated under 
The Charitable Institutions Act should be greatly relieved, and the advancement of 
standards of care in such homes facilitated. Accommodation is urgently required at 
the present time to provide both for the demands represented by long waiting lists of 
aged persons requiring the specialized care and services of institutions designed for 
this purpose, and also to ameliorate the current situation where much needed hospital 
beds are being occupied by aged persons who could be adequately cared for in homes 
for the aged. 


The recently enacted Homes for the Aged Act, 1949, not only markes a milestone 
in the advance which has been made in the traditional ‘‘County Home’’ system in the 
course of its long evolution, but also has far-reaching implications for the future. 
Implicit in its provisions is a recognition of the progressive modern conception of a 
home for the aged, operated as a public welfare service, and having a primary concern 
for the health and well-being of aged citizens in care. It may be noted that under the 
new Act committal to a home for the aged has been restricted, and can now be 
carried out only by a magistrate. Regulations under the Act have been carefully 
designed to encourage and promote desirable standards of care and ensure the ade- 
quate protection of residents. To this end they include provisions prescribing the 
qualifications of superintendents and members of the staffs of homes. 


An outstanding feature of this new legislation lies in its provisions which enable 
the Province to share in the cost of operating those homes coming under the Act, 
thus substantially easing the burden of welfare expenditures resting on municipalities. 
In addition, under the new Act the provincial subsidy for defraying the cost of new 
buildings, or additions to or extensions of existing homes, has been raised from 25% 
to 50% of such costs. 


It is significant that the basic population figures for the 73 homes for the aged 
supervised by the Department reveal only a slight annual change over the past few 
years. This is accounted for by the fact that in general these homes have been operat- 
ing at maximum capacity. At the end of 1948, the 39 “City Homes for the Aged” 
operated under The Charitable Institutions Act had a total of 3,345 residents in care. 
At the same period the 31 County Homes for the Aged had a total of 2,333 residents, 
with the 3 District Homes for the Aged having 191 residents; a combined total of 
2,524 residents for the 34 homes operated under The Homes for the Aged Act, 1949. 
It should be pointed out that in former years the latter group of homes embraced six 
additional institutions represented by Refuges having children in care. However, 
during the year under review supervision of the latter institutions was transferred 
to the Division of Child Welfare. Pertinent data relating to these Refuges has been 


—— 
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incorporated with the statistics related to Children’s Institutions, which are to be 
found in the statistical section of this Report. 


Over the past ten years a significant change has taken place in the composition 
of the resident population of County Homes for the Aged. Formerly almost all 
residents of such homes were maintained at the cost of municipalities. This situation 
is now changed. During the past year this group, classified as ‘‘non-paying residents”, 
represented only 52% of the total population of these homes; while ‘“‘paying residents” 
(most of whom are Old Age Pensioners or Blind Pensioners) accounted for approxi- 
mately 48% of the population. 


The overcrowded condition of many of these homes was made evident in a survey 
of the dormitory capacity of County Homes for the Aged carried out during the year. 
It was found that approximately 25% of the total number of beds were so-called 
“temporary beds”, and that in many instances the amount of floor-area per bed fell 
below the minimum acceptable standard. Physical overcrowding is not however the 
only major problem in these homes. All authorities on the subject are agreed that 
facilities for the segregation of residents in accordance with the type of care they 
need, such as bed care, forms a primary requisite in the design and construction of 
homes for the aged. Unfortunately most of the existing homes in this province were 
built many years ago and do not readily lend themselves to efficient or modern methods 
of care. It is therefore encouraging to note increased signs of a readiness on the part 
of public authorities in many parts of the province to undertake necessary building 
programmes. Some County and District Homes have engaged architects for the pur- 
pose of drawing up master plans whereby new units can be added to the existing 
building in successive stages; while during the year other homes had progressed in 
their plans to the point where they were ready to begin construction. 


Considerable progress was made during the past year in regard to the vigorous 
campaign for the improvement of fire prevention and protection measures in all 
homes for the aged coming under supervision of the Department. This development 
is of great importance, owing to the fire hazards presented by old buildings and the 
peculiar difficulties attendant upon the evacuation of aged residents in case of fire. 
The programme undertaken calls for fire prevention measures involving reconstruction 
and elimination of fire hazards, systematic inspection, and training of staff. Pro- 
tection measures include a large range of requirements such as installation of auto- 
matic alarm systems, fire-fighting equipment, fire doors and means of egress, and the 
enclosing of stairways. Such measures naturally involve very considerable expendi- 
tures, and it is gratifying that the various local authorities, boards and home superin- 
tendents involved have co-operated so effectively in a matter of such grave concern. 


In the majority of homes for the aged improvements were observable during visits 
and inspections. There has been some slight increase in the numbers of staff members 
employed by County Homes as boards have come to recognize this need. In consider- 
ing the many developments during the past year, it is gratifying to be able to 
acknowledge the part played by the superintendents and staffs of homes for the aged 
throughout the province, as also to record the co-operation and help extended by 
the management and boards of these homes in the carrying out of recommended 
improvements. 


SUPERVISION, 
INVESTIGATIONAL SERVICES AND WELFARE UNITS 


The Department of Public Welfare employs some 137 Welfare Field Workers to 
assist applicants for Mothers’ Allowances, Old Age Pensions and Pensions to the 
Blind to establish their eligibility for such allowances or pensions, and further to 
assist in determining beneficiaries’ and pensioners’ continued eligibility. 
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The Province is divided into areas, each of which is covered by a group of resident 
field workers under an Area Supervisor of which there are 7. All Field Workers, in 
addition to their investigational duties, are empowered to take applications for allow- 
ances or pensions, and to provide such case work services as may be expedient and 
consistent with their statutory obligations. Field Workers are given in-service training 
under the direct supervision of their Area Supervisor. 


Under the provisions of The Welfare Units Act, 1 948, two Provincial Welfare Units 
have been established, one comprising the Districts of Nipissing, Parry Sound and 
Muskoka, the other comprising the District of Sudbury. A third Provincial Unit is 
being established for the Districts of Algoma and Manitoulin Island. These Units 
are under the supervision of District Welfare Administrators who direct the activities 
of both Welfare Field Workers and Relief Inspectors whose work may be combined 
or interchanged. 


SOLDIERS' AID COMMISSION 
SUMMARY 


Following is a brief summary of the Report of the Soldiers’ Aid Commission, 
which is presented in full in the form of an Appendix immediately following the 
section of general statistics. 


The report of the Commission for the year under review indicates that as a 
whole the volume of services rendered maintained much the same level as during 
the previous year. A slight decrease occurred in the case of emergency grants, which 
numbered 1816 as compared with 1907 for the previous year. It is interesting to 
note that 478 cash grants totalling some $3,086 were made to veterans of the Second 
World War or their dependants, a slight increase over the previous year. General 
information and advisory services were rendered to 3024 persons during the year. 
Financial assistance provided totalled $26,746.

REPORT OF THE 


SOLDIERS' AID COMMISSION OF ONTARIO 


APRIL Ist, 1948 to MARCH 31st, 1949 


All members of the Commission have continued to serve throughout 

the year. 

Two general meetings were held during the year. All members show- 

ing their usual keen interest. 

Following the end of the fiscal year, an audit of the books and 

accounts was performed by a representative of the Provincial Auditor’s 

Department. All books and accounts were reported to be in order and 

to correctly reflect the operations and transactions of the Commission 

throughout the year. 

1. Emergency grants for the year numbered 1816 as compared with 

1907 for the previous year. (No. 8 Account grants shown 

separately). 

General information and advice services rendered to ex-service 

personnel and dependents totalled 3024 compared with 2851 for 

the previous year. In this connection it should be noted that 
personal contacts by the Director with Local Branches of Veterans 

Organizations throughout the Province took care of many in- 

quiries and personnel problems, thus avoiding inquiries and cor- 

respondence with the Office. 

3. Office interviews for the period were 2665 as compared with 2802 

for the previous year. 

Special information and advice re pensions claims, War Veterans 

Allowance procedure, etc. number 383 as compared with 368 

for the previous year. 

It may be interesting to note that 478 cash grants representing an 

amount of $3,086.98 were made to personnel and dependents of men 

with service in the Second World War. This compares with 436 

grants totalling $3,697.15 made during the period covered by the 

previous report. 

The assistance from this Fund to widows of veterans, widowed by 

the war (1914-18) served 582 cases of emergency or special need 

during the year as compared with 629 in the previous year.* 

The corpus of this Fund was subject to further increases during the 

year. 

All dwellings on the Garden Land Settlement have been occupied 

during the year and the premises have been supervised and maintained. 

All revenues, surplus to maintenance requirements, have been preserved 

in a special reserve fund. Future policy in respect to the Settlement has 

been under active consideration by the Commission. 

(a) In connection with the activities of the Commission apart from 
the many everyday appeals for advice or financial assistance in 
cases of urgent need throughout the Province (see Appendices 
A.R. 1 and 2 of this report) the following “briefs’’ may be of 


interest: 


*NOTE. An increase of 25% in pensions to war widows was granted last year and 
made retroactive for some 6 months—this extra payment to these widows of 
the Ist Great War is reflected in the numbers of these widows applying to this 
Commission for assistance. 
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Case “A”. 


We were advised that this man, apparently about 73 years of age, 
had been found-dead in a steam bath house in Toronto—our informant 
stated that he thought the man was a veteran of the 1st World War, but 
had no definite confirmation. We got in touch with the Morgue—where 
the body had been placed—and were informed that a certain woman 
might possibly be able to give some information. A call was made by 
a member of the staff on this woman, who stated that she could not 
furnish any military particulars, but understood that he was a war vet- 
eran. However, she was able to give the address of two sisters of the 
deceased, both living in the U.S.A. During the interview, however, two 
friends of the deceased called who were able to verify that the body 
was one of a lst World War Veteran and they thought he had been in 
receipt of War Veterans’ Allowance. 

We then got in touch with the War Veterans’ Allowance Board who 
were able to verify that he was in receipt of War Veterans’ Allowances at 
the time of death but their file on the man had been placed with the dead 
files at Christie Street Hospital. 

We then found that we also had a file (dead) dating back to 1935— 
the date of his last visit to us—and from this were able to complete the 
military particulars required by the Last Post Fund who arranged for the 
funeral. 


Case “B”. 


This man who had long service with the C.E.F. in France in the 
1st World War had been retired on pension by his employer (his dis- 
ability not being attributable to his war service) shortly before his 
eldest son was due to commence his final year in Medicine at University, 
and found he could no longer assist in meeting the costs of his son’s 
studies. 

The matter was brought to the attention of the Director early last 
year when visiting, and the case was discussed personally with the 
father and son and the Service Bureau Office of the Canadian Legion 
(who had requested our advice and, if possible, financial assistance). 

The boy had a very pleasing personality and had won nine scholastic 
awards between 1939 and 1947. 

It was found that the minimum amount of further financial assist- 
ance required would be in the neighborhood of $500.00, and this we 
undertook to secure, if at all possible, as we felt the case was a 
worthy and deserving one. 

After considerable correspondence, interviews, etc., the funds 
($575.00) necessary to enable the boy to proceed and complete his 
studies were secured through the co-operation of the Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Students Aid; Ontario Canteen Fund, etc. This boy had, in the 
meantime won a further University prize of $50.00. 


Case “C’’. 


This is the case of a war widow of the 1st World War; she has 
lived in the same apartment (for which she paid $40.00 monthly rent) 
for about 10 years and early in 1947 the ownership of the building 
changed hands. The new owner persuaded the woman to sign an agree- 
ment to hand over the front half of her quarters for his use, on the 
understanding that he would build her an additional room and generally 
improve her quarters. He rebuilt the front and made it into offices, 
which employed a number of men and women (who all used the widow’s 
bathroom for toilet requirements) and then asked for an increase of 
20% in rent from the woman. We protested this to the Rent Control 
Board and were successful not only in preventing an increase but in 
obtaining a reduction of $5.00 per month effective February 1947. 

Conditions became so unsatisfactory, the landlord evidently making 
things as uncomfortable as possible for the widow, that she again 
appealed to us. In February 1949 the landlord not having succeeded in 
forcing the woman to vacate, again made application to the Rental Board 
for an increase—again we took up the matter on the woman’s behalf and 
were successful in not only blocking any increase but in obtaining a 
further reduction of $1.50 monthly in the rent, making $6.50 in all. 
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Case “D”’. 


The widow of this ex-service man of the 1st World War and who 
lost a son—killed-in-action—-in the 2nd World War had suffered a leg 
amputation (right leg) and we were contacted by the local branch of 
the Canadian Legion and her clergyman to ascertain if it would be pos- 
sible for her to be provided with an artificial limb. Her own clergyman 
gave her a very high recommendation and the local Rotary Club were 
also interested to the extent that they had intimated they would be 
willing to grant $35.00 towards the cost. (The Company quoted us a 
net price of $135.00). 


We took up the case with the Air Force Benevolent Fund but were 
informed that in view of the large amount of financial assistance this 
Fund had granted for medical and hospital costs, amounting to a total 
of $265, they felt that sufficient assistance had been granted by them. 


As this widow was eligible for assistance from our No. 8 Account 
(Kathleen Hammond Fund) we made a grant of $100.00 which together 
with the $35.00 previously mentioned, covered the net cost of the limb, 
which has now been provided. 


Case ‘‘E’’, 


This man who saw good service in France in the lst World War 
received an injury whilst at work as a carpenter for which injury he had 
received Workmen’s Compensation for 6 months, followed by a final 
payment of $130.00. This was in 1945. 


Sometime ago he came to the Soldiers’ Aid Commission seeking 
advice. He stated that owing to this old injury he had been unable to 
follow his former trade as a carpenter and he had only been able to 
undertake light work. He had made application for War Veterans’ 
Allowance, but, being only 50 years of age and considered capable of 
light employment, had been refused this allowance. 


We arranged for this man to be examined by an outstanding special- 
ist with a view to having his case resubmitted to the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Board. 


The specialist's report was in due course received and forwarded to 
the Workmen’s Compensation Board, with the result that the Board 
granted entitlement to a monthly allowance of $10.75 and made a retro- 
active payment of $400.00. Should the disability caused by the injury 
increase the man can apply for a higher assessment. 


Case “F”. 


This man who had long service with the C.E.F. in France during 
the Ist World War has been ill for a long period and although only 64 
years of age is very much pre-aged and would pass for 80. 


He had been twice married—the first time in 1912 but after having 
lived together for only 18 months had been deserted by this woman— 
he had married again 17 years later, as the father of his first wife had 
informed him that she had died about 1922 in a Sanatorium in Western 
Canada. 


Owing to his physical condition he had applied a short time ago for 
War Veterans’ Allowance, but as he could not furnish the Board with 
satisfactory evidence of death of his first wife, they would only grant 
his allowances as for a single man. 


He came to us in a very distressed condition. He had searched 
newspapers at the Toronto Library over a period of many years—seeking 
some information regarding his first wife, but without success. As he 
recalled that his first wife’s father had mentioned, many years ago, that 
he thought his daughter had died of Tuberculosis in some place in West- 
ern Canada, we obtained a list of and wrote to the various Sanatoriums 
in the West—finally receiving a reply from a Sanatorium in Saskat- 
chewan, advising that a woman whose name, etc., corresponded with the 
one we had given them, had been admitted to the Sanatorium, in 1922, 
where she died a year later; the original of this letter from the medical 
superintendent was submitted to the War Veterans’ Allowance Board and 
allowances at married rates granted. 
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(b) During the period under review the Director made personal calls 


on some 310 branches of veterans’ organizations in the Province, 
when meetings were held with the officials of these bodies and 
addresses given at general or special meetings of the members. 
The work and scope of the Commission was reviewed, individual 
and general problems discussed, and help—financial and other- 
wise, arranged for on the spot. These personal contacts are very 
much appreciated, especially by the smaller and more isolated 
veterans’ bodies. 


In addition to veterans’ bodies, contact is also made with Child- 
ren’s Aid Societies, Provincial Police (in unorganized areas) etc., 
in the areas visited. The members of the Commission being widely 
representative of the Province and being imbued with a sense of 
responsibility for services to, and the welfare of, all ex-service 
personnel and their dependents, have conscientiously endeavoured 
to meet and even to anticipate needs. The Staff of the Com- 
mission with long experience and guided by the keen spirit of 
service actuating the Director, has been able to advise and very 
promptly assist a great number of deserving ex-service personnel 
and dependents who were in need and often discouraged to the 
breaking point. 


Apart from the actual achievements of the Commission as recorded 
in the service and financial assistance statements, we believe that 
an even more important contribution has been made through the 
cultivation of a better understanding of the reasonable rights and 
privileges of all who are eligible for assistance, and all veterans 
organizations and friends who are interested and anxious to help. 
Actually the development of this better understanding and a truly 
co-operative spirit, while requiring much time and persevering 
effort, has done more to create satisfaction and harmony than the 
mere expenditure of dollars and cents. When such efforts are 
coupled with the ability to provide prompt emergency assistance 
where necessary, the service ensures both practical and doubly 
valuable results. 


The Commission also desires again to gratefully acknowledge the 
co-operation of the Veterans’ Organizations; The Canadian Red 
Cross, Society; 1.0.D-E.;" The. Last "Post Fund; Ontario Canteen 
Fund; 2nd World War Veterans’ Benevolent Funds, and all or- 
ganizations and individuals who have in numerous ways been 


helpful during the year.

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR HONOUR:

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OLD AGE PENSIONS AND PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 


The 1949-50 fiscal year has witnessed more changes in Old Age Pensions 
administration than any previous year. During its course three different levels of 
pension have been in operation; and the administrative machinery has been overhauled, 
with notable benefit to pensioners. 


Increases in the Basic Pension: At the year’s outset the basic pension was still 
$30 a month. In certain cases of proved need the Government of Ontario supple- 
mented this by a bonus, which might be as high as $10 a month. The entire cost 
of this bonus was met by the Province. (At that time, out of 78,413 Old Age 
Pensioners, there were 20,600 or 26.3%, receiving this additional bonus, the average 
amount paid to them in bonus being $6.32.)

During April 1949, the first month of the fiscal year under review, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario signified its willingness to pay its share of a basic pension of $40 a 
month. Accordingly, to all those receiving a pension of $30, the Province paid an 
additional amount of $2.50. Thus, in effect, Ontario now paid 25% of a $40 
monthly pension. This move was prompted by an awareness that for those dependent 
solely on an Old Age Pension the $30 maximum was insufficient; and it represented 
a new point of view in this regard. The same policy of considering the pensioner’s 
needs first has characterized the work of the Old Age Pensions Commission throughout 
the year. 


In May 1949 the Federal Government increased the basic pension to $40.00 a 
month. However, the Dominion Act continues to restrict the grant of pension to those 
whose income, including pension, would be no more than $600.00 a year (in the case 
of a married couple, $1080.00 a year). Thus, although before May 1949 the limit 
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of outside income for a single pensioner or pensioned couple was set at $240.00 a year, 
now it has been reduced to $120.00 a year, and the Government of Canada will not 
reimburse the Province in the case of any pension that is not granted under these 
restrictions. 


The fact that the Government of Ontario makes no claim on the property of a 
pensioner during his lifetime or that of his spouse should be more widely known. 
No applicant for pension is required to turn over to the Pension Authority his home 
or any other assets. The pensioner is free to leave his assets by Will as he desires. 
Only where the estate, after death, is greater than $2000.00 does the Old Age Pensions 
Act require recovery of pension payments. When property is left to the spouse or 
to another pensioner, it is not touched by the Government of Ontario, and precedence 
is given by the Commission to the claim of anyone who in the last three years has 
cared for the deceased pensioner.

Total sums recovered in the 1949-50 fiscal year amounted to $427,902.10; the 
increase over 1948-49 recoveries (which were $254,411.15) reflects principally the 
fact that in 1948 restrictions previously in force on the value of assets which a pensioner 
might have, were lifted. 


Under a contract with the Ontario Medical Association the Province provides 
medical care for pensioners at no cost to the individual. This care is provided either 
in the home or at the doctor’s office. The present contract (made in 1948, replacing 
an earlier arrangement dating from 1942) calls for payment of .83c per pensioner 
per month on the Ontario Government's part. 


Improvements in Pension Administration: It is worthy of note that despite two 
changes in the rate of pension in successive months, no pensioner was required to 
wait for the increased amounts to be paid to him. Through extraordinary effort on 
the part of the Commission’s staff the new rates were rushed into effect, in each case 
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in the same month in which it was announced. This achievement was made possible 
by the complete internal reorganization of the administration of pensions (including 
pensions for the blind), and by the full utilization of electrical card-sorting and tabulat- 
ing machines. Manual operations in printing pensioners’ monthly cheques, preparing 
pay-lists, accounting and statistical analysis of the case-load, are now superseded. 


Whereas in earlier years a pensioner might have had to wait for his first cheque 
two or three months following the Commission’s decision to grant him a pension, 
such delays are now altogether obviated by this equipment. Further, half of the 
former accounting staff could be transferred to the work of examining new applica- 
tions and pension changes.

Apart from reallocations, the staff has been increased to cope with the additional 
number of applications, and the consequent increase in the case-load. The most 
satisfactory result of these developments is that a more expeditious and individual 
treatment of all pensioners has been made possible. During the final two months 
of the fiscal year more than 25,000 letters were sent out from the Commission, ex- 
plaining the basis on which pensions were being paid. A complete explanation is 
furnished to every pensioner, regarding any action which might from time to 
time be taken in his case. Clerical work has multiplied in other directions as well, 
more than 3,000 changes of address on the part of pensioners having been recorded 
in the course of a single month. 
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The field staff has been augmented also, for the more efficient handling of 
the work. Through this staff the Commission is extending its policy of considering 
the individual problems of the pensioner, and they are required to report to the Com- 
mission any especially necessitous circumstances which they discover. The municipal- 
ities, which formerly had been responsible for taking pension applications, are now 
largely relieved of this duty by the Department’s representatives in the field. 


Increase in the Case-Load: The Old Age Pensions case-load (excluding the 
blind) increased during the 1949-50 fiscal year from 78,413 to 85,100—an increase 
of 6,687, or 8.53%, as follows:

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In addition to the 15,883 new pensions granted during this fiscal year, 1,810 
applications were not confirmed for various reasons. Of these, 365 were withdrawn; 
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215 applicants died before their pensions could be granted; and 1,230 were refused 
as ineligible. 


Although the Ontario Old Age Pensions Commission makes it a practice to give 
every applicant (or pensioner) the benefit of all legitimate doubts, no less than 378 
applications had to be refused during 1949-50, because the applicant had too much 
income or assets to qualify. A further 52 refusals were made on the ground that 
during the previous five years the applicant had transferred assets under doubtful 
circumstances, the burden of proof in such cases resting legally upon the applicant. 
He must prove that he did not make the transfer for the purpose of qualifying for 
a pension. In 293 other cases, the applicant refused to furnish the Commission with 
sufficient information to warrant granting pension. The remaining 507 refusals were 
founded on insufficient, or unproved age or residence in Canada, or on other reasons 
for ineligibility. 


Analysis of Case-Load by Regions: By means of the electrical tabulating equip- 
ment previously mentioned, it is now for the first time feasible to set forth the distri- 
bution of Old Age Pensioners according to the cities or counties where they live. 
The geographical breakdown, as at 31 March 1950, of Ontario’s 85,100 pensioners, 
may be summarized as follows: 
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Expenditure on Old Age Pensions 1949-50: Old Age Pension cheques (including 
Ontario bonus, but excluding pensions for the blind) issued and cashed during the 
fiscal year under review, totalled $37,965,349.00. The sum of $349,383.00 was 
refunded in cash, leaving a net payment of $37,615,916.00. Of this amount 
$27,863,895.00 was repaid by the Government of Canada, and $234,598.00 by other 
Provinces; so that Ontario’s net payments to pensioners amounted to $9,517,473.00. 


In addition, the Ontario Government’s payments to the Ontario Medical Associa- 
tion for the medical care of Old Age Pensions, amounted to $807,910.00. Thus, a 
total of $10,325,453.00 was laid out by this Province in respect of pensioners. 


Administration of Old Age Pensions and Pensions for the Blind cost the Province 
$679,479.00. Of this amount, an estimated $660,970.00 can be attributed to Old Age 
Pensions alone. Thus, the total cost to the Government of Ontario, of the Old Age 
Pensions programme, can be put at $10,986,423.00. 
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PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND, 1949-50 i 

The Federal-Provincial programme of pensions for blind persons is administered 
in conjunction with that of Old Age Pensions, being quite similar except that the 
pensionable age is 21, instead of 70, and the maximum permitted income (including 
pension) is $120.00 a year more than for Old Age Pensioners. Applicants for pension 
in respect of blindness are examined by oculists appointed by the Canadian Government 
in various centres, at no cost to the applicant. Of 417 applications disposed of during 
1949-50, 23 were dismissed on the ground that the applicant was not blind enough to 
qualify. 


During the 1949-50 fiscal year, the Ontario case-load of blind pensioners increased 
by 7.7% from 2,070 to 2,243. New grants of pension numbered 349, mostly in the 
61-70 age bracket. The cost of this programme to the Government of Ontario was 
as follows: Net payments to pensioners (including bonus in the early months) 
$269,011.00; medical care $21,547.00; administration costs attributable to this pro- 
gramme, an estimated $18,509.00; total outlay $309,067.00.

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MOTHERS' ALLOWANCES COMMISSION 


The year under review was marked by a further increase in the number of 
families receiving Mothers’ Allowances. At the end of the year there were 7,304 
families on the allowance list, having a total of 15,581 beneficiary children. This 
represents an increase of nearly 7% over the previous year. This increase, taken in 
conjunction with the 8% increase which marked the previous year’s operations, may 
possibly indicate the first phase in a new upwards trend in case-loads, reversing the 
downwards trend which characterized the nine year period from 1939-40 to 1947-48, 
when there were decreases in the case-load from year to year. 


In assessing the significance of recent increases in the number of cases, it should 
be borne in mind that throughout the post-war years there has been an unusually 
high index of employment. The effect of this on the Mothers’ Allowances programme 
has been a progressive shrinkage in case-loads. This process seems to have reached its 
culmination during the fiscal year 1947-48. The case-load of 6,587 families at the 
end of that year probably represents the “hard core’ of cases requiring this form 
of public assistance even under exceptionally favourable economic conditions. However, 
even under favourable conditions, there continues to remain in existence a marginal 
group of considerable dimensions, consisting of families who just manage to be self- 
sustaining, or of families in which the mother manages for a time to be gainfully 
employed whilst looking after one or more children. But just as soon as the general 
economic situation deteriorates, and the sources of part-time work and casual employ- 
ment diminish, or the cost-of-living rises faster than earnings, families in this marginal 
group begin to require assistance in the form of Mothers’ Allowances. 


Economic pressures of this kind are probably responsible in large measure for the 
basic increase in case-loads during the past two years. However, there is another 
factor, of a very interesting character, which is partly responsible for this increase; 
namely, the effects of recent legislation designed to broaden the basis of eligibility 
for Mothers’ Allowances, and thus provide more adequate coverage for families in need 
of this form of assistance. An example of this process may be seen in the recent 
increase in the number of new cases granted allowances by the Commission, in which 
the basis of eligibility was desertion. Prior to 1946 a mother, under the terms of 
The Mothers’ Allowances Act, was not eligible on the grounds of being deserted unless 
the man had not been heard of for at least three years. However, in 1946 the Act 
was so amended as to reduce this period to one year. This broadened basis of eligi- 
bility naturally brought about a sharp rise in the number of cases pofentzally eligible 
under the desertion clause; and sufficient time has now elapsed for this potential to be 
reflected in current case-loads. During the year under review the Commission granted 
assistance to 310 deserted mothers with dependent children, as compared with 179 
new grants in this category during the previous year. The total number of cases on 
the allowance list at the end of the year, based on desertion, stood at 871, compared 
with 612 at the end of the previous fiscal year. It should, however, be made clear 
that this increase in the number of cases based on desertion does not mean that there 
necessarily has been any commensurate increase in the number of actual desertions 
taking place during this period. At the same time these figures do point to a form of 
family break-down which constitutes a serious social problem. 


Widows continue to constitute the largest category of beneficiaries under The 
Mothers’ Allowances Act, comprising some 66% of the total active case-load. At the 
present time, in the majority of such cases, the widowed mother is able to supplement 
the money received by her in the form of Mothers’ Allowances, by earnings from 
part-time employment, or by income derived from taking roomers or boarders. Another 
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soutce of income may be provided by insurance policies, or monies placed with the 
Public Trustee or Official Guardian. In determining the amount of assistance to be 
paid to the beneficiary, the Commission takes into consideration the income derived 
from these various sources, as compared with the monthly budgetary needs of the 
family, while at the same time taking fully into consideration the particular circum- 
stances applying in the case of each individual family. 


Cases in which the granting of assistance is based on the permanent unemploya- 
bility of the husband account for approximately 25% of the total case-load. At the 
end of the year there were 1,540 cases in this category on the allowance list. Of this 
number, 739 (or nearly 48%) included an allowance for the husband, who was 
found to be dependent and without any source of income. The fact that 22% of all 
Mothers’ Allowances cases are based on incapacitation of the man due to physical or 
mental ill health is an indication of the significance of illness in contributing to 
family break-down; a factor which merits serious consideration from the standpoint of 
possible preventive and rehabilitation measures. Tuberculosis continues to be the chief 
cause of incapacitation, accounting for nearly 40% of the new cases in this category. 


Cases in which Mothers’ Allowances were granted on behalf of orphan children 
in care of Foster Mothers’ totalled 252 at the end of the year, with 373 children 
benefiting. 


Expenditures for the payment of benefits under The Mothers’ Allowance Act 
amounted to $5,346,016 during the fiscal year 1949-50; the entire cost of this pro- 
gramme being borne by the Province of Ontario. 


The Commission would like to take this opportunity of placing on record their 
appreciation of the invaluable contribution made by the many social welfare agencies 
and service groups whose services extend to those families in receipt of Mothers’ 
Allowances. The co-operation of these organizations has been of great help in dealing 
with many of the difficult problems which arise from day to day in the course of 
assisting such families.

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DIVISION OF CHILD WELFARE 


During the year under review a number of significant developments have taken 
place in the field of child welfare in Ontario, one of these relating to the Division of 
Child Welfare as a functional unit. More than ever before, the Division is undertaking 
a special role of leadership directed to the promotion of child welfare services of a 
high quality throughout the whole province. This has been made possible by the 
high degree of co-ordination which has gradually been effected in the work of the 
three branches of the Division—Children’s Aid, Children’s Institutions and Day Nur- 
series—which have concentrated on the elimination of overlapping in their respective 
fields and on the creation of a unified service within a single divisional unit. The 
concrete results of this process are encouraging. For example, Children’s Aid Societies 
ase now able to avail themselves of the specialized services of a number of Children’s 
Institutions. At the present time ways and means are being explored to permit greater 
use to be made of day nursery services for very young children in foster homes. 


The Division of Child Welfare consistently endeavours to keep abreast of the 
times and to take advantage of modern research in the field of child welfare. It is 
therefore encouraging to find that the Division has been chosen as an observation and 
training centre by a number of child welfare experts granted travelling Fellowships 
by the United Nations Organization. The members of the staff of the Division have 
derived much benefit from the visits of these child welfare officials coming from other 
countries. It has also been a privilege to welcome representatives from other provinces 
in Canada, who have been observing trends and developments in the field of child 
welfare in Ontario. 


An indication of the dimensions of the programme coming under the overall 
supervision of the Division of Child Welfare is to be found in the fact that during 
the year 69,996 children were given supervision or care. Following is a brief survey 
of developments affecting the three Branches. 


CHILDREN’S AID BRANCH 


The 53 Children’s Aid Societies which provide services covering every section of 
the province, are rapidly becoming the child welfare centres of the various areas which 
they serve. The Societies have been instrumental in forming public opinion favouring 
establishment of auxiliary services; in consequence many Family Welfare Agencies 
have been established and Family Courts set up, together with other related organiza- 
tions. The Children’s Aid Societies show unmistakable signs of growth and develop- 
ment. Emphasis is being placed on the qualitative nature of their services to children. 
Administrative methods are being improved, and Superintendents are devoting an in- 
creasing share of their time and energies to the task of ensuring efficient administration. 


New Regulations: Regulations under The Children’s Protection Act have been 
completely revised. They now incorporate a modern grading scale for the determina- 
tion of the amount of the annual grant provided by the Province of Ontario. On the 
basis of such a grading analysis, the Societies themselves are enabled to evaluate their 
own work and to strengthen their programmes accordingly. The annual grading 
report made by the Division of Child Welfare has come to assume a more important 
role than heretofore. Upon receiving the report, many Societies set up special com- 
mittees to improve their services, and utilize the report as a chart pointing the way 
toward improved child protection and care. In several cases, the Director and Field 
Supervisors of the Division of Child Welfare met in conference with Boards and 
members of these committees in order to assist in the planning process. 
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Superintendents’ Workshops: One of the most progressive steps ever taken by 
the Division of Child Welfare has been the establishment of a series of Workshops for 
Superintendents, which were conducted in the offices of the Division. Two Workshops 
were held during the year under the capable direction of Miss Margaret Newton of the 
Division staff, and Miss Ray Godfrey of the University of Toronto School of Social 
Work. The three-day programmes were both stimulating and beneficial, bringing a 
new vitality and interest into the work of those participating. : 


Results are already in evidence in the form of improved services being given at 
the local level. Such Workshops will continue until every Children’s Aid Society in 
the province has been covered. Plans are already under way for a special Workshop 
for supervisors working with these agencies. Such institutes deal with a variety of 
subjects; such as,—‘‘The Function of a Children’s Aid Society’, “Improved Services 
to Children”, “The Process of Learning’, “Methods and Skills of Work with 
Children’”’. 


Protecting the Child: One of the primary functions of a Children’s Aid Society 
is to protect the child' in his own home and to re-establish such home life when it has 
been threatened. Thus the Children’s Aid Society is the centre to which complaints, 
as well as requests for assistance, are referred in cases of neglect or potential neglect. 
In most localities, the Society is the focal point of action for every child problem 
arising in the community. Services may extend beyond the individual child, and 
embrace parents and relatives, or even the child’s companions. Casework, as it is 
known today, centres on the home in an endeavor to keep it intact. It avoids methods 
which would tend to disintegrate the home and destroy family loyalties. For some 
children adjustment to another home than their own is extremely difficult. It is often 
assumed by citizens within the community, that the transfer of a child ‘from an 
undesirable home of his own to a new home characterized by comfort and cleanliness, 
will be met by appreciation and respect on the part of the child. However, such a 
transfer may not provide the security a child may feel within his own family circle, 
even though living conditions may be deplorable. To remove a child from his natural 
parents and surroundings is much more serious to the child than is commonly believed. 


During the year under review, Children’s Aid Societies provided protection 
services for 21,086 children. 


Services to Unmarried Parents and Children Born out of Wedlock: Children’s 
Aid Societies have a specific duty under The Children of Unmarried Parents Act to 
make an investigation with respect to every child born out of wedlock. The Deputy 
Registrar-General provides the Provincial Superintendent with the name of the mother 
of every such child born in the province, and Divisional Registrars notify the Children’s 
Aid Society within their areas. Following investigation, plans are made and services 
provided wherever necessary. Monies are collected from putative fathers and paid out 
through the Provincial Office for the support of the child, and for certain expenses 
(defined in the Act) which are incurred by the mother. These services are becoming 
so well known that the clergy, the legal and medical professions and others refer such 
situations directly to the Societies, often before the birth of the child. Such a pro- 
cedure enables the staff to provide for the mental health of the mother and the well- 
being of the child, as well as undertaking the establishment of paternity when possible, 
and ensuring provision of the necessary finances. During the year under review 3,502 
new cases of unmarried parents were reported to the Provincial Officer. 


Adopting Children into New Homes: A provincial adoption programme to 
encourage citizens to receive children into their homes on a permanent basis was 
initiated about fifteen years ago. Today, every Children’s Aid Society in the province 
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has a number of prospective parents on its list who have offered to provide homes 
for children needing care, with the object of final adoption. Such a situation is helpful 
to the Societies, for in consequence they are able to carefully select the right home 
for a particular child from those thus made available. Many citizens have difficulty in 
understanding why there are so few children for adoption placement when such a large 
number remain in care, for whom boarding homes are required. Actually many children 
are removed from their own homes only temporarily, by Court Order, and may be 
returned to their parents or relatives at a later date. In other cases children born out 
of wedlock may. receive temporary care without Court Orders, costs being met by the 
mother, and at a later date the child may be released for adoption. There are yet 
other children who may continue to be permanent wards of a Society until 21 years 
of age, but because of physical or mental condition cannot be placed for adoption. It 
should also be realized that most adopting parents desire a child under two years of 
age. Many adoption placements are being made for older children, but these usually 
begin on a basis of boarding home care. During recent years the number of adoptions 
has increased from year to year. The general trend over the past five years can be seen 
by comparing adoptions completed during 1944-45, which numbered 1,600, with the 
number of adoptions completed during 1949-50, which amounted to 2,560, representing 
a 60 percent increase during this five year period. 


Children in Care: One of the primary functions of a Children’s Aid Society is to 
provide a good substitute family for the child removed from its own home. In 
modern practice this involves the finding of a private foster home, the provision of 
remuneration to Foster-parents, to assist them in the maintenance of the child, together 
with additional assistance in the form of clothing, medical attention and other ne- 
cessities. Adequate supervision of the child and home is most important. Casework 
services for the child are required, and when necessary the foster-parent is helped by 
special parent education, in order to assist the latter in dealing with difficult situations. 


Good foster-parents are the very core of effective child placing services. Much 
credit is due to those socially minded citizens who provide such good care at a minimum 
of expense to the Society and to the taxpayer. Such foster parents need the encourage- 
ment and co-operation of every citizen in the community. During the year 25,709 
children received care from the Societies apart from their own homes. 


DAY NURSERIES BRANCH 


Facts and figures do not give the real picture of the far-reaching consequences 
of The Day Nurseries Act, and Regulations, in improving the standard of group care 
available for young children throughout the province. The real measure of this pro- 
gress can only be seen by those who have a knowledge of levels of care offered before 
and after the licensing standards were met. Long-term results deriving from this 
legislation include more effective child-guidance, greater stimulation for staff to im- 
prove their methods, and a greater measure of satisfaction on the part of boards and 
other sponsoring bodies. 


To secure a license to operate a day nursery, it is necessary to comply with the 
Act and the Regulations. Certain nurseries still remain unlicensed, but the majority 
of these are awaiting the completion of building repairs undertaken in order to comply 
with the fire regulations. Under The Day Nurseries Act a day nursery may be estab- 
lished directly by a municipality, or by a private organization if approved by the 
Minister. Where nurseries are financed in whole or part by the municipality, the 
municipal council is made responsible for the efficient and satisfactory operation of day 
nurseries located within its jurisdiction. The province reimburses municipalities to the 
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extent of one-half of the amount paid out or contributed by them for the operation 
and maintenance of such day nurseries. 


One interesting development during the past year has been the use of Nurseries 
to supplement boarding and home care for wards of Children’s Aid Societies. The 
1.0.D.E. Kindergarten at Orillia and the Stouffville Kindergarten Nursery School have 
both provided such services. In Orangeville, the St. Mark’s Kindergarten has served 
as a laboratory demonstration in child development for the girls of the high school 
who were taking the Grade 12 course in Child Study. 


The fact that 21 Nurseries were closed during the past year, and that only three of 
these were licensed nurseries, is of some significance in indicating that the Regulations 
have had considerable effect in discouraging nurseries of low standard from remaining 
in operation. During the year 242 Day Nurseries were under supervision compared 
with 227 during the previous twelve months; and 53 new applications were received for 
the establishment of a Day Nursery. 


The development and growth of the Day Nursery programme since its inception 
in 1946 may be seen by the following Table which shows the number of Nurseries 
in operation at the end of each fiscal year:

The 221 Day Nurseries operating in Ontario at the end of the year under review 
had a total capacity of 6,526 children; 1,359 of the latter being cared for in Nurseries 
giving all-day care. A total of 33 Nurseries, caring for 1,430 children, were in receipt 
of Provincial Aid under the Act. Statistics related to this group of Nurseries follow:

CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS 


Improved methods of operation and programme continued to mark the develop- 
ment of Charitable Institutions serving children. Every children’s institution in the 
province has been surveyed in regard to function, number and qualifications of staff, 
intake and discharge policies and programme. Recommendations based upon this 
survey have been forwarded to the management of each organization, and the latter, 
with few exceptions, are co-operating in the provision of improved services in line 
with standards set up in the Regulations. 


Th trend towards the extension of specialized care and service to existing social 
agencies continues. This has emphasized the need for qualified staff with specialized 
training to understand the needs peculiar to children in an institutional setting, and 
to assist in_their rehabilitation. The Division has rendered a marked service to the 
community by assisting councils of social agencies to integrate such services into the 
total child welfare programme of the community. 


In Toronto, the institutions serving as Homes for unmarried mothers have been 
brought together to work out a common policy and to provide a maximum service. 
This group of agencies now form an important unit of the Division of Family and 
Child Welfare of the Toronto Welfare Council. One Committee is now arranging 
a uniform method of case recording, while another is considering in-service training 
for their staff members. Every endeavour is being made to assist the local community 
to understand its own problems in regard to institutional care as well as proper 
relationship of the latter to the total child welfare programme. 


In conjunction with the University of Toronto School of Social Work, a Work- 
shop was organized for all institutional workers of the province. An outstanding 
lecturer in this field was brought to the Workshop, which proved to be of great help 
to all who attended. The results have already been noted in the changes taking place 
within the institutions themselves. 


Steps have been taken through a process of community organization to eliminate 
the feeling of isolation from the general child welfare field experienced by institutions 
serving children. Staff members from social agencies have been interviewed and a 
programme of education has been carried on with social agencies with the object of 
interpreting and suggesting methods by which institutional services can be used most 
effectively by such agencies.

There are 46 residential institutions, established under The Charitable Institutions 
Act, serving children throughout the province. These can be classified as follows: 


29 Children’s Institutions, 

11 Homes for Unmarried Mothers, 

4 Refuges, ' 
1 Rescue Home, 

1 Convalescent Home. 
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In addition there are 3 child-placing agencies providing private boarding-home 
care for children. 


Children’s institutions provided care for 8,245 children and adults during the 
year. At the end of the year, the 46 residential institutions had a population of 
2,377. The 3 child-placing agencies had 533 children under care in boarding homes. 
In the course of the year there were 5,104 admissions and 5,324 discharges. Total 
expenditures for all institutions amounted to $1,856,984, covering 1,054,638 days’ 
care. 


BRITISH CHILD WAR GUESTS 


This now forms only a small residual programme, involving the supervision of 
children who came to Ontario as British Child Guests during the Second World War. 
Those few children who remain are either residing with relatives, or with foster 
parents, to whom they have become deeply attached. Being minors, they continue 
under provincial guardianship under the terms of The British Child Guest Act, until 
they reach the age of twenty-one years. 


At the beginning of the year under review there were 17 British Child Guests 
still under supervision. During the year 4 were discharged, leaving 13 under super- 
vision at the end of the year (March 31st, 1950).

UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF BRANCH 


Previous reports indicated the background of the relief problem and conditions 
which generally prevailed during the depression years, together with the characteristics 
of the unemployable persons more recently receiving assistance. The Tables in the 
statistical section of this report will point to the numbers and expenditures as they 
apply to the fiscal year 1949-50. A gradual upward trend in the number of unemploy- 
able persons has been evident during the course of the past five years. 


The total cost of the relief program during the year was $4,500,632. Of this 
amount the Province paid $2,397,328—the municipalities expending the balance. In 
March 652 municipalities requested a subsidy in comparison to 615 in March the 
previous year. The average per capita monthly costs per person have decidedly in- 
creased in the past ten years. In reviewing the figures for the fiscal year 1940-41, the 
average per capita monthly cost was $7.81. The comparative cost for the past year 
was $18.20. This increase is largely caused by the improved standards of assistance 
and the efforts to cope with the accelerated cost of living. 


In the month of March 1949 a registration was taken of cases receiving assistance 
in Ontario and it is’ significant that almost 50% of the total cases attained the age of 
sixty years. 28.2% of the case-load were in the age group 65-69 years. The various 
age groups are shown below.

Much study has been given to the case-load, particularly as it relates to the 
disabled and chronically ill group, together with desertion and separation cases. These 
cases comprise the majority at this time and do not qualify for assistance under the 
special programs; Mothers’ Allowances, Old Age Pensions and Blind Pensions. There 
are a greater number of permanent cases dependent on direct relief than previously, 


with fewer emergency and temporary cases applying for assistance. 


The Unemployment Relief Branch is indebted to the Municipalities and their 
Officers. They have with few exceptions extended themselves in rendering services 
and maximum assistance to the applicants. 


HOMES FOR THE AGED 
Building Programme 


An outstanding development during the year under review has been the stimu- 
lating effects of the new Homes for the Aged Act, 1949. The Act has been well 
received, and the practical response on the part of municipal officials has been very 
encouraging. This has taken concrete form in the initiation of a much needed 
building programme, which this legislation was designed to facilitate, and which is 
now well under way. 


The undertaking of new building, with a resultant expansion and improvement 
of services in municipally operated homes for the aged, is actually facilitated by the 
Act in two ways. The more obvious is the provision of a provincial subsidy of 50% 
of the cost of new building. Rather less obvious, but in the long run no less important, 
is the additional provision of provincial aid in the form of a reimbursement to 
municipalities of 50% of the costs incurred in the operation and maintenance of 
these homes. The effect of the latter provision is to materially ease a financial burden 
otherwise borne by the municipalities alone. This should not only encourage munici- 
palities to improve the standard of services in the homes, but also substantially assist 
them in providing for the increased accommodation so urgently needed. 


The building programme now under way has two significant aspects, one 

_ quantitative and the other qualitative. For it does not merely represent more accom- 
modation—but accommodation of the right kind. The urgency of the need for ex- 
pansion of facilities is made manifest by the prevalent conditions of overcrowding in 
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homes for the aged, and in the waiting-lists of applicants requiring care. But the 
answer to this is something more than simply provision of more beds. Existing homes 
for the aged are in general old buildings, built in a by-gone generation and designed 
originally for other purposes. In contrast, the new homes (and extensions to present 
homes) now being planned or under construction are specifically designed, built and 
equipped for the institutional care of aged people, in accordance with the best modern 
practices and approved principles of care. 


A development of this sort is too often taken for granted. Actually it should be 
a cause of pride to the people of Ontario that, in undertaking such a programme, this 
province is accepting and successfully carrying out a pioneer role of real significance 
to the country as a whole. For out of the pooling of specialized skills and knowledge 
on the part of all those involved—architects and engineers, municipal and provincial 
officials, board members and superintendents of homes, members of the medical and 
social work professions—there gradually emerges that thing we term “know-how”. 
Without it, little progress can be made today in any new field of social endeavour. 


Before proceeding with a brief progress report on this building progamme, it 
may be helpful to take a quick bird’s eye glance at its general pattern, which is 
something new. There are two keys to this pattern. The first is the conception of 
the “Master Plan”. This has to be drawn up so as to meet present needs and fit 
available budgets, and yet be flexible enough to permit of future expansion along 
logical and economical lines. The master plan, therefore, embraces future units, 
arranged so that they can be added as they may from time to time be required, without 
involving expensive structural alterations. The other key is contained in the word 
“Segregation”, a principle basic to all planning in the new pattern. This means in 
effect that various groups of residents are accommodated in separate wings, according 
to the type of care or specialized services they require. Each wing is functionally 
designed and properly equipped to provide the necessary facilities for the specialized 
type of care intended, and each can be expanded as required by adding new units. 
By separating residents into groups such as the “‘ambulatory’’ (who are able to move 
about and assist in their own care), or the bed-fast, or those requiring nursing care, 
it is made possible for a home for the aged to provide efficient specialized care for 
all residents during the whole of their stay. The combining of such services in the 
one home not only makes for efficiency and sound economy, but also provides an 
important element of emotional security for aged residents. For an aged person, 
once admitted and adjusted to a home, not unnaturally tends to dread the thought 
of having to be moved from familiar surroundings into the new environment of 
some other institution because of illness or increasing infirmity. 


In terms of architectural design and construction the new pattern is strikingly 
reflected in a simple and logical motif which is strictly functional. As a general 
rule resident accommodation takes the form of one-storey wings radiating out from 
a central core, which may be either one or two storeys in height and which comprises 
the administrative centre. This type of planning is made possible by the rural setting 
of these homes, and their possession of ample grounds. The one-storey type of 
structure not only assures good light and ventilation, abundant sunshine in winter, 
and easy access to the grounds in summer; but also materially reduces fire hazards 
and facilitates rapid evacuation of aged and infirm residents in case of fire, which is a 
vital consideration. The administrative core usually incorporates offices, dining rooms, 
kitchen and staff accommodation. In the case of existing homes to which new exten- 
sions are being built, the original building is made to serve for such purposes; and 
it may also continue to house ambulatory residents. A sound practice which has 
been developed in the light of experience is the relegation of boiler rooms and laundry

to a separate unit located well to the rear of the main building, thus rducing fire 
hazards. Appropriate attention is paid to interior decoration, stress being placed on 
the use of cheerful colour. Special consideration is given to the provision of social 
amenities and suitable facilities for recreation, reading and handicraft work of thera- 
peutic value. 


Following is a brief summary of new buildings under construction or in the 
planning stage during the course of the year under review. (Many units indicated in 
this summary as being in the planning stage, will have advanced to the point of con- 
struction by the date this report appears.) 


Algoma District Home—A new unit for ambulatory residents, under construction. 
This will be separate from the existing buildings, and in addition to resident 
accommodation will contain heating, laundry, kitchen and dining facilities. 


Perth County and City of Stratford Home—Construction about to commence, 
on an extension to the existing home in the form of a new unit accommodating 
29 male ambulatory residents; a new unit housing heating plant and laundry; 
together with alterations to existing biuldings. 


Hastings County Home—Plans approved (January, 1950) for an entirely new 
home located near Belleville. Based on a master plan allowing for an ultimate 
resident population, the preliminary units to be constructed will cover present needs 
for segregated accommodation for 175 residents, including special accommodation 
for married couples. Agreement made with the City of Belleville to undertake 
care of aged persons from that municipality. 


Ontario County Home—Plans approved (June, 1950) for the building of a new 
home to replace the present one. Design provides not only for segregated accom- 
modation for special types of care but also for special accommodation for married 
couples. Agreement made with the City of Oshawa to undertake care of aged per- 
sons from that municipality. 


Halton County Home—Plans approved (August, 1950) for the building of a new 
home to provide segregated accommodation for 95 residents, including married 
couples. 


Rainy River District Home—Plans approved (April, 1950) for the building of a 
new home. Preliminary units will provide segregated accommodation for 90 resi- 
dents, including married couples. Master plan provides for future extension. 


Stormont, Dundas & Glengarry Counties Home—Plans approved (August, 1950) 
for a new home accommodation 182 residents. Agreement ‘arranged to care for 
residents of City of Cornwall. 


Grey County Home—Plans approved (March, 1950) for extensions to existing 
building on the basis of a master plan. Preliminary new units include accommoda- 
tion for male ambulatory residents and a new heating unit. In addition existing 
buildings are to be renovated and altered to permit some segregation of residents 
and provide facilities for specialized types of care. 


Other New Building Projected—Plans under consideration include the establish- 
ment and building of new homes for the City of London, District of Sudbury, and 
the District of Kenora. Building projects for a number of other homes are also 
under discussion. 
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Regarding Municipal Homes in Cities and Separated Towns: 


Under the terms of The Homes for the Aged Act, 1949, the definition of “Muni- 
cipalities’’ required to establish and operate a home for the aged has been specifically 
interpreted so as to cover Cities and Separated Towns, which thus become eligible for 
the provincial subsidies provided for under the Act. In accordance with this develop- 
ment, three homes formerly supervised under The Charitable Institutions Act have 
undergone a transfer of status, and have now been brought under The Homes for the 
Aged Act, 1949. These are Fort William Manor, located in Fort William; Macassa 
Lodge in Hamilton; and Rideaucrest in Kingston. 


A further development arising out of this legislation has been the establishment 
by the City of Toronto of a home for the aged under the new Act, known as Lambert 
Lodge. The municipality acquired Christie Street Hospital from the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, and part of this extensive plant is being utilized as temporary ac- 
commodation for 700 residents, pending the erection of a new home. This action has 
served not only to relieve the pressure on hospitals which have been accommodating 
aged persons, but it has also provided urgently needed accommodation for many citi- 
zens who have been unable to obtain care in a home for the aged. 


Value of Conferences Demonstrated: 


One encouraging development during the year is the extent of participation in 
local meetings and regional conferences by the various persons concerned with the 
supervision and operation of homes for the aged, both at the municipal and provincial 
levels. Board members, superintendents, home physicians, together with responsible 
municipal and provincial officials brought together in discussion of matters of mutual 
interest, were thus able to pool their experience, offer valuable suggestions, explore needs 
and study new methods and improved practices. Opportunity was also afforded for a 
careful interpretation of the pertinent Acts and Regulations. Marked benefits were 
obtained from this stimulating interchange. It served to generate interest and create a 
consciousness of common responsibility for providing better services for the aged citi- 
zens of this province. 


Homes Under The Charitable Institutions Act: 


As mentioned above, three homes (Fort William Manor, Macassa Lodge and 
Rideaucrest) ceased during the year to come under The Charitable Institutions Act 
through a change in status. In addition two other homes formerly under this Act 
have been closed; namely, Belleville Home for the Aged and St. Mary’s Home, Toronto. 
During the year one new home—St. John the Evangelist Home for the Aged, Windsor 
—was designated a home for the aged under the Act. 


This large group of homes, operated under voluntary auspices, play an import- 
ant role in the care of the aged. It has been gratifying to observe the loyal and con- 
scientious way in which they have met difficulties arising from increased costs, while 
continuing to uphold and improve standards of service. 


General: 


There was no significant change in the number of residents in homes for the 
aged during the year under review. This was to be expected in view of the fact that 
these homes have been operating at capacity for some years, and the new building 
programme is not sufficiently advanced to be reflected by an increase in numbers. It 
is of interest to note that in both groups of homes approximately one half of the 
residents are Old Age Pensioners or Blind Pensioners. 
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At the end of the year the 37 homes operated under The Homes for the Aged Act, 
1949, had 2,778 residents, and the total disbursements of these homes amounted to 
$1,562,722. The 38 homes operated under The Charitable Institutions Act has 
3,063 resdents at the end of the year, disbursements amounting to $1,718,181.

SUPERVISION, INVESTIGATIONAL SERVICES AND 
WELFARE UNITS - 


The Department of Public Welfare employs some 140 Welfare Field Workers 
to assist applicants for Mothers’ Allowances, Old Age Pensions and Pensions for the 
Blind to establish their eligibility for such allowances or pensions, and further to 
assist in determining beneficiaries’ and pensioners’ continued eligibility. 


The Province is divided into areas, each of which is covered by a group of 
resident field workers under an Area Supervisor of which there are 7. All field work- 
ers, in addition to their investigational duties, are empowered to take applications for 
allowances or pensions, and to provide such case work services as may be expedient 
and consistent with their stautory obligations. 














In-service training is a continuous process and is carried on in a variety of ways. 
New staff are initially trained in the Parliament Buildings and such training is amplified 
by the Area Supervisors who continue teaching and visitation on a year-round basis. 
In January, 1950, series of Training Institutes was inaugurated and held at strategic 
points throughout the Province. These Institutes were conducted by senior officials 
from both the Old Age Pensions and Mothers’ Allowances Commissions, and were 
attended by the Area Supervisors and Welfare Field Workers in the area concerned. 
A further and continuous refresher course is held every two weeks at the Parliament 
Buildings for selected small groups of field workers. At thé same time, bulletins, 
literature and training pamphlets are supplied to Area Supervisors and Welfare Field 
Workers to keep them advised of the Commissions’ requirements. 


Steps are being taken progressively to reduce the workers’ caseloads, bearing in 
mind the varying factors concerned as urban and rural areas, concentrations of popula- 
tion and clients as in institutions, accessibility, etc. While it is the largest field staff of 
its kind in Canada, there is a relatively small staff turn-over, which inures to the public 
continuity of service. 


Under the provisions of The Welfare Units Act, 1948, two Provincial Welfare 
Units continue to function, one comprising the Districts of Nipissing, Parry Sound 
and Muskoka, the other comprising the District of Sudbury and Manitoulin Island. A 
third Provincial Unit for the District of Algloma operates on a more informal basis 
but with essentially the same service as the others. These Units are under the super- 
vision of District Welfare Administrators who direct the activities of both Welfare 
Field Workers and Relief Inspectors whose work may be combined or interchanged. 
Steps are being taken to extend the Provincial Welfare Units throughout the entire 
northern area of the Province. 
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Increased efficiency has been noted in these units because of the combination of 
services. By having field workers carry out multiple duties from centrally located 
points, over-lapping of services and territories is prevented. This is particularly 
applicable when there are great distances to be covered and scattered populations to 
serve. In the organized northern territories so served, the unit system creates greater 
efficiency and correlation of services with municipal organizations.

SUMMARY OF THE REPORT OF THE 
SOLDIERS' AID COMMISSION OF ONTARIO 


Following is a brief summary dealing with the Report of the Soldier's Aid 
Commission. The latter may be found in full, in the form of an Appendix, 
immediately following the section of general statistics. ; 


The year under review was marked by a general decrease in case-loads observable 
in all the various activities of the Commission. Emergency grants totalled 1629, as 
compared with 1816 for the previous year. General information and advice services 
provided for ex-service personnel and their dependants dropped from 3024 to a total 
of 1929 cases during the past year. 


In general the services and: assistance administered by the Commission continue to 
be related primarily to veterans of the First World War, this group accounting for 
the greater part of the case-load, while veterans of the Second World War represent 
only a minority of the cases helped. It is interesting to note in this connection that 
470 cash grants, representing a total amount of $2,927, were made to veterans of the 
Second World War, or their dependants.

All the members of the Commission have continued to serve throughout 
the year. 

Two general meetings were held during the year. All members 
showing their usual keen interest. 


Following the end of the fiscal year, an audit of the books and accounts 
was performed by a representative of the Provincial Auditors Depart- 
ment. All books and accounts were reported to be in order and to 
correctly reflect the operations and transactions of the Commission 
throughout the year. Financial and Statistical Statements will be 
found appended hereto. 


1. Emergency grants for the year numbered 1629 as compared with 
1816 for the previous year. (No. 8 Account grants shown separ- 
ately). 


2. General information and advice services rendered to ex-service 
personnel and dependents totalled 1929, as compared with 3024 for 
the previous year. In this connection it should be noted that 
personal contacts by the Director with local Branches of Veterans 
Organizations throughout the Province took care of many inquiries 
and personal problems, thus avoiding inquiries and correspondence 
with the office. 


3. Office interviews for the period were 2092 as compared with 2665 
for the previous year. 


4, Special information and advice re—Pension Claims, War Veterans 
Allowance procedure, etc., numbered 364 as compared with 383 
for the previous year. 


It may be interesting to note that 470 cash grants representing an 
amount of $2,927.59 were made to personnel and dependents of men 
with service in the Second Great War. This compares with 478 grants 
totalling $3,086.98 made during the period covered by the previous 
report. 


The assistance from this fund to widows of veterans widowed by the 
war (1914-18) served 578 cases of emergency or special need during 
the year as compared with 582 in the previous year. The corpus of 
this fund was subject to further increases during the year. 


All dwellings on the Garden Land Settlement have been occupied 
during the year and the premises have been supervised and maintained. 
All revenue, surplus to maintenance requirements, has been preserved 
in a special reserve fund. Future policy in respect to the Settlement 
has been under active consideration by the Commission. 


(a) In connection with the activities of the Commission apart from 
the many everyday appeals for advice or financial assistance in cases of 
urgent need throughout the Province (see appendices A.R. 1 and 2 
of this report), the following “briefs” may be of interest:— 
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General, 
(continued) 


Case ‘‘A” 


The widow of this ex-service man—76 years of age and quite frail—called to see us 
last September to ask if we could get a City Parks Department to remove a tree 
which, although on City Property. had been causing trouble with her drainage. The 
year before, the roots from this tree had penetrated and broken her drain pipes, 
causing her cellar to flood; repairs to the broken pipes at that time had cost this widow 
some $20.00. She had complained to the municipality, and had received a letter dated 
July 26th, 1948, in reply, advising her that the tree had been listed for removal. In 
July 1949 she had had a further expenditure of $25.00 as the same conditions of broken 
drain pipes caused by the roots of this tree had again occurred. 


We took up the matter with the municipality, explained the inconvenience and cost 
to the widow and that nothing had been done by the Department concerned for some 
19 months after the matter had first been drawn to its attention by the widow. Prompt 
action was promised and in the meantime we made a claim on the widow’s behalf for 
reimbursement of the money already expended. The tree was finally removed on the 
18th of October 1949, and, after further efforts by this Commission the claim for 
damages and reimbursement to the widow ($86.01) was paid in full on the 26th of 
January 1950, to the satisfaction of all concerned. 


Case “B” 


This man has suffered for many years from Heart Trouble and Diabetes, but as he 
only served in England during the First World War was not eligible for War Veterans 
Allowances. On his discharge from the army he had been awarded a 2% aggravation 
for a condition which he claimed started in England. The Pension Commission at that 
time gave him $25.00 in full settlement. He had appealed to many organizations for 
help in pressing a claim for pension, but without success. In 1947 lhe commenced re- 
porting to this Commission for assistance and as he appeared to be suffering severely 
at times, we took up his case with the Toronto Office of the Pension Commission and 
requested a medical board as the man had not had one for over 10 years. This was 
granted, and late in 1948 a pension of 5% ($6.25 monthly) was awarded. As this 
now entitled him to consideration under the War Veterans Allowance Act, application 
was immediately made and the allowance promptly granted. 


Case “C” 


The widow of this ex-service man of the First World War and who lost a son 
(killed in action) in the Second World War had suffered a leg amputation (right leg) 
and we were contacted by the local Branch of the Canadian Legion and her clergyman 
to ascertain if it would be possible for her to be provided with an artificial limb. 
Her own clergyman gave her a very high recommendation and the local Rotary Club were 
also interested to the extent that they had intimated they would be willing to grant 
$35.00 towards the cost. (Ani artificial limb company quoted us a net price of $135.00). 
We took up the case with the Air Force Benevolent Fund but were informed that in 
view of the large amount of financial assistance this Fund had granted for medical and 
hospital costs, amounting to a total of $265.00, they felt that sufficient assistance had 
been granted by them. 


As this widow was eligible for assistance from our No. 8 Account (Kathleen Ham- 
mond Fund) we made a grant of $100.00 which together with the $35.00 previously 
mentioned covered the net cost of the limb, which has now been provided. 


Case “D” 


This man who served in the Royal Engineers in the First World War had been 
suffering with loss of hearing for some years which had finally become so pronounced 
that he had been unable to hold a position. He came to see us and we arranged 
with the National Society for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing for an examination. Their 
report was favourable and recommended a certain hearing device (net cost $50.00) as 
most suitable, but this would require a specially moulded ear piece which would add 
$8.00 to the cost. We took up the matter with the Red Cross Society who made a 
grant of $40.00. This Commission made a grant of $18.00—balance of cost required— 
the man was provided with the required ‘Aid’? and he is now. steadily employed. 


Case “‘E” 


These boys, whose father was killed in France in 1918 and whose mother died 
previously, were committed wards of the Soldiers’ Aid Commission in 1922. Both lads 
had been residing with their maternal grandmother who, together with their uncle had 
requested that this action be taken for their protection. 


The boys continued to reside with the grandmother on the family property, in which 
she had a life interest, the will being to the effect that after her death, the property 
was to go to her children, 2 sons and 1 daughter (the mother of our two wards) and, 
in the event of the death of these beneficiaries, to their offspring. It was agreed that 
the two boys should take over the property and arrangements were made to purchase 
the share of one of their uncles. The payment was made from the money accumulated 
from the pension of the boys and the deferred payment of the father, which was being 
held in-trust by the Soldiers’ Aid Commission. 


The other uncle (now deceased) also sold his share in the property to the boys, 
taking out a mortgage. On his death, his widow took foreclosure proceedings together 
with her daughter who claimed the father’s share of the estate. The eldest boy called at 
the Soldiers’ Aid Commission for advice and in view of the information on our files, 
which appeared to have a favourable bearing on the boys’ case, arrangements were made 
for one of our staff to attend the court on their behalf. As a result of the evidence we 
were able to furnish, the Judge expressed the opinion that a settlement out of court be 
arranged and a valuator’s services be obtained to reach a cash settlement. 


The suggestion was not carried out and in the meantime the aunt arranged for a 
Sheriff’s sale, but as no bids were received, the sale was called off. The case came before 
the court again and after hearing the evidence, the Judge instructed the widow to stop the 
action and make an immediate settlement, disallowing the daughter’s elaim for any share 
in the Estate, having been already covered in the mortgage. Following consultation with 
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General, 
(continued) 


the parties concerned which was also sttended by our representative, the suggestion of 
the Judge was carried-out; the boy agreeing to meet the amount of the mortgage, which 
together with the accrued interest amounted to a substantial sum and payment was ar- 
ranged for that afternoon. The farm is now being successfully operated by the eldest 
boy (who is married to an overseas nurse) the younger boy having signed over all his 
rights to the property and the Estate. 


Case “‘F” 

This man who saw good service in France in the First World War received an injury 
whilst at work as a carpenter, for which injury he had received Workmen’s Compensation 
for 6 months, followed by a final payment of $130.00. This was in 1945. Sometime ago he 
came to the Soldiers’ Aid Commission seeking advice. He stated that owing to this old 
injury he had been unable to follow his former trade as a carpenter and he had only 
been able to undertake light work. He had made application for War Veterans Allow- 
ances, but, being only 50 years of age and considered capable of light employment, had 
been refused this allowance. We arranged for this man to be examined by an outstanding 
specialist with a view to having his case resubmitted to the Workmen’s Compensation 
Boad. Th specialist’s report was in due course received and forwarded to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board, with the result that the Board granted entitlement to a monthly 
allowance of $10.75 and made a retroactive payment of $400.00. Should the disability 
caused by the injury increase the man can apply for a higher assessment. 

(b) During the period under review the Director made personal calls 
on some 275 Branches of Veterans Organizations in the Province, when 
meetings were held with the officials of these bodies and addresses 
given at general or special meetings of the members, (illness of the 
Director in May and June reduced materially the number of personal 
calls he was able to make). The services and scope of the Commission 
was reviewed, individual and general problems discussed; and help, 
financial and otherwise, arranged for on the spot. These personal con- 
tacts are very much appreciated especially by the smaller and more iso- 
lated veterans bodies. In addition to veterans bodies contact is also 
made, when possible, with Provincial and Municipal Welfare Officers, 
etc., and, in unorganized areas, with the Provincial Police in the areas 
visited. The members of the Commission being widely representative 
of the Province and being imbued with a sense of responsibility for 
services to, and the welfare of, all ex-service personnel and their de- 
pendents, have conscientiously endeavoured to meet and even anticipate 


needs. 


The Staff of the Commission with long experience and guided by 
the keen spirit of service actuating the Director, has been able to 
advise, and very promptly assist, a great number of deserving ex-service 
personnel and dependents who were in need and often discouraged to 
the breaking point. The Commission also desires again to gratefully 
acknowledge the co-operation of the veterans organizations; The Can- 
adian Red Cross Society; 1.0.D.E.; The Last Post Fund; Ontario Can- 
teen Fund; 2nd World War Veterans Benevolent Funds; and all or- 
ganizations and individuals who have in numerous ways been helpful 
and co-operative throughout the year.

The Review of Departmental Activities embodies reports 
relative to Old Age and Blind Pensions, Mothers’ Allowances, 
Child Welfare, Unemployment Relief, Homes for the Aged, and 
the Supervision of Investigational Services and Welfare Units. 
Supporting statistical data for these branches of the Department 
for the Fiscal Year April Ist, 1950 to March 81st, 1951 are also 
included. The Report of the Soldiers’ Aid Commission is 
submitted in its entirety in the form of an Appendix.

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OLD AGE PENSIONS AND PENSIONS 
FOR THE BLIND* 


The Fiscal Year 1950-1951 saw the beginning of what may well be the 
most important development in the annals of social security in this country. 
It was during this period that research was carried on which will bring 
about two major changes in legislation affecting future security for the aged. 


During the Spring of 1950 the Government of Canada appointed a Joint 
Committee of the Senate and House of Commons to review the problems 
of Old Age Security. In December of that year a Constitutional Conference 
of Federal and Provincial Governments was held to deal with this matter. 
This Conference and subsequent consultations laid the foundations whereby 
all persons 70 years of age or over, who fulfilled certain residence 
qualifications, might be granted a universal pension of $40.00 per month, 
financed by the Federal Government. Futhermore, initial steps were taken 
towards the commencement of a joint Federal-Provincial Old Age 
Assistance Programme which would provide, with a modified means test, 
financial assistance to eligible persons 65 to 69 years of age. 


There is every reason to believe that by the time this report has come into 
print, the two progressive programmes outlined above will be in operation. 


Old Age Pensions and Pensions for the Blind 


During the fiscal year 1950-1951, the Province of Ontario continued to 
provide assistance to old age and blind pensioners under THE OLD AGE 
PENSIONS ACT. The total number of persons who were receiving benefits 
under this Act at the end of the fiscal year was 93,917 which when compared 
with the number for the previous year, 87,343 represents an increase of 
6,574 pensioners or 7.53%. 


(1) Old Age Pensions 


The number of pensioners on the Old Age Pensions payroll continued 
to show a marked increase. On March 31st, 1951, old age pensions were 
paid to 91,509 persons. This represents an increase of 6,409 pensioners 
or 7.53% over the 85,100 recipients on the payroll as of March 3ist, 1950. 
The basic maximum rate of pension remained unchanged at $40.00 per 
month. The Province contributed $9,904,852.34 of the $40,228525.39 
expended for Old Age Pensions in Ontario. In addition $953,668.34 was 
paid directly by the Province to cover medical services provided for old 
age pensioners. 


During the year under review, the Commission received 18,392 new 
applications for Old Age Pensions, and of these, 16,220 (or 89%) were 
approved, 424 (or 2%) were withdrawn, and 1,748 (9%) were refused or 
deferred. Of the latter, 475 (or 27% ) had not attained the age of 70 years, 
667 (or 38%) had calculated incomes in excess of the maximum allowed, 
348 (or 20%) were disqualified because of the transfer of real or personal 
property, and 258 (or 15%) were not eligible for other reasons. 


* Supporting statistical data pertaining to Old Age Pensions and Pensions for the Blind 
will be found in Part II — Financial and Statistical Reports. 
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(2) Pensions for the Blind 


The programme of Pensions for the Blind is administered in conjunction 
with that of the Old Age Pensions and the legislation is quite similar. 
Two exceptions may be noted, however, in that the pensionable age for 
blind persons, is 21 years or over and the annual allowable income, 
including pension, is of a higher rate than that allowed for old age 
pensioners. Furthermore, applicants for Blind Pensions are examined by 
approved oculists to determine the extent of blindness. 


The number of Blind Pensioners on the payroll’'on March 81st, 1951 was 
2,408. This represents an increase of 165 or 7.36% over the 2,248 recipients 
on the payroll as of March 81st, 1950. The gross expenditure in Ontario 
for Pensions for the Blind during 1950-1951 was $1,112,871.15, the Province 
contributing $274,676.79 of this amount. An additional amount of $25,167.26 
was paid by Ontario to cover medical services for Blind Pensioners. 


The Commission received 480 new applications for Blind Pensions during 
the year, and of these 352 (or 78%) were approved, and 128 (or 26%) 
were not eligible for various reasons. ; 


(3) Medical Benefits 


Under the agreement with the Ontario Medical Welfare Board of the 
Ontario Medical Association, the Province continued to supply medical 
services and certain drugs without cost to Old Age and Blind Pensioners. 
These services are provided either in the home or at the doctor’s office. 


The entire cost of these medical benefits is borne by the Province and 
during 1950-1951 was as follows:

(4) Administration 


The administration of Old Age and Blind Pensions continued to improve 
by the use of more efficient modern business methods. The increasing use 
of electrical tabulating, cheque printing and accounting machinery enabled 
the Commission staff to handle the greatly increased case load with very 
little addition to their numbers. Although the correspondence received by 
the Commission showed a marked increase, no undue delays were 
experienced by pensioners in receiving the information and _ assistance 
they required. 


The gross expenditure for the fiscal year 1950-1951 was $43,036,647.50 
(including pensions, medical benefits and administration). The expenditure 
for administration was $716,415.36 or 1.7% of the gross. 
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MOTHERS’ ALLOW ANCES* 


The present Annual Report marks the thirtieth year of the administration 
of THE MOTHERS ALLOWANCES ACT. During this thirty-year period some 
$93,797,112.00 has been paid to Ontario mothers who have qualified for 
this form of social assistance. The expenditure of this large sum of money 
has to a great extent assisted mothers to maintain and educate their children 
by providing financial security. By the same token, THE MOTHERS” 
ALLOWANCES ACT has made a most valuable contribution to the ever expand- 
ing field of social legislation. 


The years 1920 to 1980 saw the first phase of THE MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 
act. During these years allowances were paid only where there were two or 
more children in the family. Furthermore, in order to qualify for an 
allowance, the mother had to be either a widow, or the wife of a man who 
was permanently unemployable by reason of physical or mental disability. 
The rates of allowances differed between city, town and county, with slight 
reductions in the amounts payable to those resident in counties as against 
those living in cities and separated towns. While allowances were 
administered by the Mothers’ Allowances Commission, as appointed by 
the provincial government, the cost of the project was shared on a fifty-fifty 
basis with’ the municipality in which the beneficiary resided, except in 
those cases where the beneficiary was residing in an unorganized district. 


It was soon realized that the provisions of the Act were too limited 
in their scope, and before the end of the first decade, many amendments 
were made to THE MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES Act. One of these amendments 
provided for the granting of allowances to deserted mothers whose husbands 
had not been heard of for at least five years. Later, provision was made for 
the payment of assistance to foster mothers who had in their care two or 
more orphan children under the age of fourteen years. 


The second phase in the development of the administration of Mothers’ 
Allowances took place during the depression years of the 1930’s when the 
vast majority of people were faced with increasing difficulties in providing 
for themselves and their families. Many amendments were introduced with 
regard to existing legislation, and policies were adopted which enabled 
those in authority to cope more adequately with this situation. 


It was during this period that the Mothers’ Allowances Commission 
established the principle of a Joint Controlled Account. The introduction of 
such a scheme was most necessary in that widowhood was the chief cause 
of dependency. In many of these cases sums of money in the form of 
insurance benefits were left to widows by their deceased husbands. The 
Commission felt that it was most unwise to insist that such a person should 
be debarred from Mother’s Allowances benefits until such time as she 
reduced this sum of money to the then permissible cash assets of $350.00. 
In the majority of cases it was found that insurance benefits were being 
spent most unwisely and that the mother, therefore, required maximum 
social assistance. Subsequently, it was decided that, where the money was 
to be used towards the maintenance and education of the children and 
retired over the period required for the youngest child to attain his or her

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sixteenth birthday, the Commission would be quite justified in supple- 
menting such income in order to permit the applicant to provide adequately 
for herself and for her dependents. This same policy was adopted later in 
other Provinces. 


In 1935, the qualifications were changed in order that a mother with one 
child under sixteen years attending school would be eligible for an 
allowance. Previously, the applicant was required to have at least two 
children under sixteen years before being eligible. The case load during 
the first nine months of operation under the new amendment increased 
from 2,000 to 3,862. 


Other important changes took place in 1937. The term of desertion was 
reduced from five to three years and the amount of permissible cash assets 
which a mother might have in order to qualify for an allowance was 
increased from $350.00 to $500.00. 


During these depression years, the Mothers’ Allowances case load reached 
an all time high. In March, 1940 the number of beneficiaries and their 
dependents totalled 38,126. 


The third phase in the development of this important form of public 
assistance took place in the 1940’s and was marked by significant changes 
in THE MOTHERS ALLOWANCES ACT AND REGULATIONS. 


In 1943, Mothers’ Allowances benefits were increased by 20 per cent, 
thus enabling beneficiaries to cope more adequately with the increased 
cost of living. In 1944, further provision was made for the payment of 
additional assistance of $10.00 per month to meet emergent needs which 
otherwise could not be met by the beneficiary with her limited income. 
Another amendment of paramount importance was the increase of the 
permissible cash assets of a beneficiary or applicant from $500.00 
to $1,000.00. 


Keeping pace with present day social legislation a completely new 
MOTHERS ALLOWANCES ACT was introduced during the 1948 Session of the 
Ontario Legislature. The term of desertion was reduced from three years 
to one year. During this period many thousands of persons were un- 
employed, and the Mothers’ Allowances Commission recognized the 
importance of a child obtaining as much education as possible. Thus, 
provision was made so that an allowance might be continued to the end 
of a school term in which the child attained his or her 16th birthday. 
Previously, a reduction was made in the allowance when the child reached 
16 years of age. 


During the 1940’s the rates of allowances, in some instances, were almost 
doubled and brought more in line with the ever increasing cost of living. 
Through an agreement which was drawn up between the Province of 
Ontario and the Ontario Medical Welfare Board, medical services were 
extended to all Mothers’ Allowances beneficiaries and their dependents. 
Provision was also made for the payment of fuel assistance to mothers, 
the amount to be paid in each case being based on the size of the home 
which the family occupied. In a great many cases, it was found that an 
unemployable husband living in the home was receiving no financial support, 
and, of necessity, the mother had to provide for him out of the allowance 
paid to her on behalf of her dependent children. Accordingly, provision 
was made for the payment of an additional $10.00 per month on his behalf. 
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In addition, the basic rate of allowance was increased to $50.00 per month 
for a mother with one child, plus $10.00 per month for each additional 
child. Irrespective of whether or not the family resided in a county, city 
or town, the allowances were granted on an equal basis. 


With the proclamation of the new MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES ACT of 1948, 
the Ontario Mothers’ Allowances programme has been acclaimed by many 
social agencies as being one of the finest in all Canada. Indeed, it has to a 
marked degree set the pattern for similar legislation in other provinces. 


At the end of the fiscal year, March, 1951, the number of beneficiaries 
and their dependents totalled 23,755, including dependent permanently 
unemployable husbands. This represents an increase of 394 over the previous 
year. The total cost to the Province for allowances under THE MOTHERS’ 
ALLOWANCES ACT was $5,546,054.00. This does not include payments of 
medical services which alone amounted to $251,936.54. The total cost of 
this project is borne in its entirety by the Province. 


Widows still comprise the greatest proportion of the case load while 
cases based on permanent unemployability of the husband are the second 
largest group to receive benefits under THE MOTHERS ALLOWANCES ACT. 
Tuberculosis still appears to be the greatest contributing factor in 
incapacitation. Cases under the Desertion Clause appear to be on a 
downward trend. The total number of new desertion cases granted allow- 
ances during the fiscal year 1950-1951 was 259 as compared with 310 for 
the previous fiscal year. The total number of families receiving allowances 
under this clause, however, increased from 871 to 922. 


Innumerable problems have been encountered by our beneficiaries during 
the past year due in part to the acute housing shortage and the rising cost 
of living. Such problems have caused untold worry and concern and, in a 
great many instances, have contributed to the impairment of the health 
of both mothers and children. Through the medium of service clubs, 
churches and other welfare organizations, additional assistance has been 
given to these families and has proved to be of real benefit to them. 


The Mothers’ Allowances Programme in Ontario has proved to be a most 
successful one. That it has been a significant and practical investment in 
the future of our province and country is without doubt. Over the years, 
an untold number of mothers, who lacked the necessary financial resources, 
have been assisted in the proper maintenance and education of their 
children. It is important to note that many Mothers’ Allowances Children 
have attained prominence in the business and professional fields, and the 
result of thirty years of operation has proved most gratifying. 
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CHILD WELFARE ~* 


The Child Welfare programme in the Province of Ontario has assumed 
major proportions in recent years. An indication of the extent of this 
programme may be noted by the fact that some 72,000 children were served, 
during the fiscal year 1950-1951, through agencies coming under the 
supervision of the Division of Child Welfare. This number represents 
approximately one out of every eighteen children in the province under 
sixteen years of age, or roughly, 5% percent of the total child population. 


Children’s Aid Societies 


While the work of the 53 Children’s Aid Societies continues to be primarily 
concerned with the protection and care of children, the area of their activities 
in connection with this central function is being constantly enlarged. 
Additional services of a specialized nature are brought into being as the 
need occurs, and in response to the changing pattern of social life. In a 
number of Societies, this extension of services has been greatly facilitated by 
the Provincial subsidy paid under THE CHILDREN’S PROTECTION AcT which is 
based upon 25 percent of the amount obtained by a Society in its annual 
campaign for voluntary donations. 


STAFF TRAINING The Division of Child Welfare has under consideration 
a comprehensive plan of staff development for Children’s Aid Societies, with 
the object of ensuring a high calibre of service for the children concerned. 
As part of this programme, a series of Superintendents’ Workshops instituted 
during the previous year, were continued during the year under review. 
These Workshops were held at the provincial offices, with small groups of 
local Superintendents in attendance for a three day period. They were 
conducted under the capable direction of Miss Ray Godfrey, of the University 
of Toronto, School of Social Work, and Miss Margaret Newton, of the 
Division staff. 


PROTECTING THE CHILD Today it is generally recognized that the 
services given by Children’s Aid Societies are essentially preventive in 
nature. Efforts are directed towards keeping children in their own homes 
whenever this is possible. In this way, many children are saved from the 
devastating shock of losing their own homes with the consequent loss of 
their sense of security. Societies have, in recent years, devoted an increasing 
amount of time and effort to this form of preventive service. A most 
encouraging aspect in the development of this work may be noted by the 
fact that an increasing number of cases are being referred to Societies in the 
first instance by the parents themselves, or by others in the community who 
realize the importance of preventing family breakdown. During the year 
under review Children’s Aid Societies provided protection-preventive 
services for over 44,000 children in this province. 


CHILDREN IN CARE Over the years, Children’s Aid Societies have 
developed a foster home programme so that children removed from or 
denied the care of their parents may be provided with good substitute homes 
and suitable foster parents. Due to the rising cost of living, however, it is 
becoming increasingly difficult to secure good foster homes and to provide 
the necessary type of care for these children.

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A large share of the burden of costs is borne by the municipalities. THE 
CHILDREN’S PROTECTION ACT provides that for every child removed from the 
care of his parents by Court Order, a reasonable sum shall be paid for 
maintenance by the municipality in which the child (or the mother) has 
residence. This legislation, in effect, guarantees the rights of children not 
only to public funds to provide the necessities of life, but also to a form of 
supervision designed to ensure that they receive the kind of care in which 
to develop healthy personalities. Under this Act, the province assists 
municipalities in carrying the burden of costs by reimbursing them to the 
extent of 25 percent of the cost of statutory maintenance for children in the 
care of Children’s Aid Societies. During the year an amendment was made to 
THE CHILDREN’S PROTECTION act which offered further assistance to 
municipalities. This provides that where a child in the care of a Children’s 
Aid Society is hospitalized, and the municipality pays the Society for the 
costs incurred, the province may reimburse the municipality for 25 percent 
of the amount so expended.

During the course of the year under review, 27,405 children were in the 
care of Children’s Aid Societies (either in pay care or free care). About half 
of these children were placed in Foster Boarding Homes; approximately 30 
percent were placed in Adoption-Probation Homes; and the remainder were 
provided with other types of care. Approximately 75 percent of the total 
children in care were Wards (Temporary or Permanent), and 25 percent 
were Non-Wards. The total days’ care for which statutory maintenance was 
paid amounted to 3,469,978 days. This represents an increase of 7.7 percent 
over the previous year. In assessing the significance of such an increase it 
should be noted that the overall increase in the child population in Ontario 
during the same period, was approximately 4 percent. 
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SERVICE TO UNMARRIED MOTHERS AND CHILDREN BORN OUT OF WEDLOCK 
Specialized confidential services provided by Children’s Aid Societies to 
assist and protect unmarried mothers and their children is assuming an 
increasingly important place. The large majority of such cases are referred 
to the Societies before the child is born. Thus the unmarried mother may 
receive constructive guidance during this critical period. The putative father 
is also interviewed whenever paternity is declared and the man can be 
contacted. Efforts are directed towards securing a voluntary financial 
settlement, but in cases where this is not possible, and where sufficient 
evidence is available, the case is taken to Court. In such cases the Super- 
intendent (as the representative of the Provincial Officer under THE CHILDREN 
OF UNMARRIED PARENTS ACT) provides legal advice and assistance to the 
unmarried mother. According to surveys, the mothers concerned in these 
cases come from all strata in our society. All need a particular type of help 
which the Societies endeavour to provide. During the year the Societies 
served a total of 3,549 such cases. 


ADOPTION OF CHILDREN During the year an amendment to THE ADOPTION 
acr reduced the adoption-probation period from two years to one year, 
the latter now being the time which must elapse between the placement 
of the child in the adoptive home and the completion of the adoption 
before the Courts. The number of adoptions in the province continues to 
increase annually, 2,634 adoptions having been completed during the period 
under review. It should be noted that whether or not the child was placed 
on adoption by a Children’s Aid Society in the first instance, every adoption 
was investigated by a Society on behalf of the Provincial Officer before the 
final papers were presented to the Courts. 


Children’s Institutions 


The true function of charitable institutions which serve children is more 
clearly understood today. This function may be defined, in somewhat 
technical terms, as the provision of temporary care for certain children who 
need group experience. A few years ago, these institutions were commonly 
known as “orphanages,” but this term is misleading. Today, the great 
majority of the children in children’s institutions either have both parents, or 
at least one living parent. For many reasons, these parents have been unable 
to give their children the type of care they require. As a substitute, 
temporary care in a children’s institution may be best for certain children. 
The primary aim is to provide the child with a constructive experience in 
group living which will enable him to fit comfortably and happily into his 
own family life, or if necessary, into the life of a permanent foster family. 


During the year all charitable institutions coming under the supervision of 
the Division of Child Welfare were visited. Discussions were held with the 
object of assisting board and staff members. An encouraging development 
has been noted in the willingness, on the part of most institutions, to meet 
the requirements of provincial regulations which have been designed to 
improve the standards of service to children. 


Most institutions have encouraged members of their staffs to take special 
courses in Child Welfare. Furthermore, the Division of Child Welfare, in 
conjunction with the University of Toronto, School of Social Work, organized 
a three day Workshop open to all staff members of children’s institutions in 
the province. In addition a series of lectures was arranged by two Councils 
of Social Agencies in co-operation with the Division of Child Welfare. A 
number of institution staff members attended a Day Nursery Course for four 
months, while others have taken courses in Recreational Leadership. 
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An important development during the year was the formation of an Ontario 
Association of Institutions for Children and Youth, with the aim of raising the 
standards of care in such institutions. There has also been a greater degree 
of co-operation between children’s institutions on the one hand, and family 
welfare agencies and child placing agencies on the other. Another develop- 
ment of interest is the fact that six institutions are now operating licensed 
Day Nurseries. 


The Charitable Institutions which are supervised by the Division of Child 
Welfare under the terms of THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT are of various 
kinds. They include 44 residential institutions which can be classified 
as follows:

In addition there are three child placing agencies designated as Charitable 
Institutions under the Act. 


These institutions provided care for 7,724 persons during the year, and 
approximately 5,300 of them were children. At the beginning of the year 
there were 1,790 children resident in the 27 Children’s Institutions; 1,570 
children were subsequently admitted making a total of 3,361 children who 
received care in these institutions during the course of the year. The number 
of children discharged was 1,643, which left 1,718 children in residence at 
the end of the year, representing a decrease of 6.6 percent. This decrease, 
together with the higher rate of turnover of the resident population indicates 
a gratifying response to policies which placed emphasis on raising standards 
of care, and which stressed the function of children’s institutions as being 
that of providing temporary care. 


Day Nurseries 


The Day Nursery is becoming an established programme throughout the 
province and shows every indication of growth and development. From 
both large and small communities, requests continue to reach the provincial 
office for information regarding the methods of establishing nurseries and the 
requirements which must be met in order to secure a licence. 


During the year, the Day Nursery Field Supervisors of the Division of 
Child Welfare participated in various discussions and lectures which formed 
part of the courses for training supervisors for Day Nurseries. 


As noted previously, Day Nurseries have been established in six Children’s 
Institutions, thus providing a constructive recreational and educational 
programme for institutional children under six years of age. Such 
programmes are also being included among the activities of many church 
and recreational centres. 


The development and growth of the Day Nursery programme since its 
inception in 1946 may be seen by reference to the following Table which 
shows the number of nurseries in operation at the end of each fiscal year:

The 240 nurseries operating in Ontario at the end of the year under review 
served a total of 7,031 children, 1,834 of them being cared for in nurseries 
giving all-day care. A total of 82 nurseries caring for 1,439 children were in 
receipt of provincial aid under the Act, and were distributed throughout 
the province as follows:

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UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF* 


THE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT makes provision for assistance to needy 
persons who do not qualify for assistance under other welfare legislation in 
Ontario. During the fiscal year 1950-1951, progressive measures were 
introduced into the Act and Regulations which have enabled this Branch to 
meet new areas of need. 


It is important to record that, during this period, a Bill to Amend THE 
UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT was presented to the Legislature. When passed, 
this Amendment will clarify residence requirements and will provide that 
the Province may assume liability for assistance granted to persons who 
lave not resided in a municipality for twelve consecutive months, the 
period necessary for determining municipal responsibility under this Act. 


Incapacitated persons in Ontario are now receiving special consideration. 
REGULATIONS MADE UNDER THE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT provide for the 
payment of Incapacitation Allowances to persons who are certified by a 
qualified medical practitioner as being unemployable by reason of mental 
or physical disabilities. These Allowances have created a new avenue in 
Ontario’s Public Assistance programme. Eligible persons may be granted 
Incapacitation Allowances through the municipality in which they reside, 
the Province sharing equally in expenditures. In the unorganized areas 
of Ontario, the Province meets the entire cost of Incapacitation Allowances. 


Further assistance to disabled persons is available through the provision 
of rehabilitation training and the supplying of prosthetic appliances to 
those who, after intensive study of all circumstances, may be enabled to 
become self-supporting. Where municipalities have taken advantage of 
these rehabilitation provisions, graduates from business colleges and 
vocational training classes have been placed in gainful employment. In 
addition, a few disabled persons are gaining skills in sheltered workshops. 


Each recipient of public assistance under THE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT 
is eligible for medical services and limited medication from the doctor of 
his choice, either in the home or the doctor’s office. This programme of 
providing medical services is administered by the Ontario Medical Associa- 
tion through an agreement with the Province and municipalities. During 
the fiscal year ending March 31st, 1951, $218,478.99 was expended to provide 
medical services for relief recipients. 


There are 924 organized municipalities in the Province of Ontario, and 
of these, 664, or 71.9%, rendered accounts under THE UNEMPLOYMENT 
RELIEF ACT for the fiscal year ending March 3lst, 1951. Of the 29 cities, all 
submitted accounts. Out of 308 towns and villages, 217 submitted claims — 
a decrease of 5.9% from the previous fiscal year. From the total of 587 


townships, 418 rendered accounts — an increase of 4.5%. 


The Province and the organized municipalities each share equally in the 
cost of all benefits granted under the Act and in accordance with the 
Regulations. In unorganized districts, the Province meets the entire cost. 
Gross expenditure for this fiscal year period was $5,016,416.00, of which 
amount the provincial government paid $2,686,982.00, and the organized 
municipalities the remainder.

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The average per capita monthly cost for persons in receipt of assistance 
under THE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT was $19.02 for this fiscal period as 
compared with $18.02 for the previous fiscal year. During the fiscal year 1941- 
42, the per capita cost was $8.82 which, when compared with the present 
per capita, indicates an increase of 115.6% in the intervening years. This 
marked increase in per capita relief costs over a period of exceptionally 
good economic conditions may be explained in the light of rising costs. 
The Ontario Government, cognizant of the rapid upward trend in the cost 
of living, has made periodic revisions in the schedules of allowances to meet 
these increased costs. It should be noted that milk and fuel grants are made 
on a quantitative basis and automatically follow any upward price increase. 


In view of the proposed changes in Old Age Pensions legislation, it is 
interesting to note that, during the month of March, 1951, relief assistance 
was being paid on behalf of 3,812 persons (1,565 males and 2,247 females ) 
in the age group 65-69 years. For various reasons, relief assistance was also 
paid on behalf of 556 persons (330 males and 226 females) who were 70 
years of age and over. 


The Unemployment Relief Branch has experienced some very gratifying 
results in dealing with domestic problems, particularly in those cases where 
families have been disrupted by desertion or imprisonment. With field 
staff in strategic localities throughout the Province, it has been commended 
for co-operation extended to other Branches in the investigation of cases. 
Representatives from the Unemployment Relief Branch have endeavoured 
to assist municipal officials in the interpretation and administration of THE 
UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT. It is felt that this arrangement has been 
beneficial to municipalities and recipients alike. Furthermore, the co-opera- 
tion extended by the many municipal officials throughout Ontario is 
greatly appreciated. 
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HOMES FOR THE AGED* 


Of particular significance during the year under review has been the 
continuing progress made under THE HOMES FOR THE AGED ACT, 1949. 
Provisions in this legislation whereby municipalities are reimbursed by the 
Province to the extent of fifty percent of the costs of operating their homes 
have already begun to show marked results in easing the financial burden on 
municipalities, and in improving the standards of service in the homes. 


The response to the provincial subsidy of fifty percent of the cost of new 
construction provided for in this Act has been particularly encouraging. 
A great number of the municipalities have, in the past, been faced with the 
problems of waiting lists, overcrowding, and old buildings which did not 
permit the initiation of an adequate plan for the care of older persons. 
Many municipalities are now taking advantage of this new legislation to 
construct homes which incorporate the most up-to-date ideas for the care 
of the aged. 


Some of the general characteristics of this building programme can be 
outlined briefly. Of prime importance in this connection is the principle of 
segregated accommodation for older persons requiring different types of 
care and service. Whereas care in previous homes was usually of a congregate 
nature, the new buildings are designed to provide segregated accommodation 
in separate wings for the different classifications of care noted in THE HOMES 
FOR THE AGED ACT. Quarters for married couples are also provided, and 
accommodation for all residents is on a single storey, or main floor, in rooms 
containing not more than four beds. In planning new construction, stress is 
also laid on fire precaution measures, and on bright, attractive decorations 
and furnishings throughout the home. 


Another important feature of this building programme is the adoption of a 
long range master plan in each instance where new construction is taking 
place. Immediate needs and available funds, for example, may make it 
advisable for a municipality to build a new wing or an addition to an 
existing home rather than a complete new home. In such cases the 
improvements and expansions that will be necessary in the future are 
provided for through the master plan. Similarly, entire new homes are built 
with the idea in mind that future expansion may be necessary. Moreover, in 
order to assist municipalities in planning new homes and additions, the 
Homes for the Aged Branch has made available the services of a consultant 
architect. 


The following is a brief summary of new buildings which have been 
completed during the past year, or which are at present under construction, 
or in the planning stage. It should be noted, of course, that some of these 
buildings may now have reached a more advanced stage of progress than 
has been indicated below. 


ALGOMA HOME FOR THE AGED A new unit for ambulatory residents, The 
Davey Home, was officially opened on September 4th, 1950. It is operated 
in conjunction with existing facilities, providing an additional 124 beds. 


PERTH COUNTY AND CITY OF STRATFORD HOME An addition to the existing 
home now completed, consisting of a unit of 29 beds for residents, and a 
new boiler house and laundry.

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HALTON COUNTY HOME A new home under construction in the Town of 
Milton to provide segregated accommodation for 95 residents, including 
married couples. 


HASTINGS COUNTY HOME A new home nearing completion, to replace 
an old home. There will be segregated accommodation for 175 residents, 
including married couples. 


ONTARIO COUNTY HOME A complete new home in Whitby, Fairview 
Lodge, expected to open late in 1951. This home will have 194 beds for 
residents, and facilities will include segregation of types of care and 
accommodation for married couples. 


RAINY RIVER DISTRICT HOME A new home in Fort Frances with 86 beds 
to provide accommodation for married couples and segregation of types of 
care. It is expected that this home will be opened late in 1951. 


STORMONT, DUNDAS AND GLENGARRY COUNTIES HOME An entirely new 
home, Glen-Stor-Dun Lodge, to replace the old United Counties Home. This 
home, which will provide quarters for married couples and segregation of 
types of care, will have 188 beds for residents, and will probably open early 
in 1952. 


GREY COUNTY HOME Construction has been completed on a new 29-bed 
unit for ambulatory persons, a new boiler house, and alterations to the old 
home building. These extensions and alterations are part of a master plan 
for future improvement. 


ESSEX COUNTY HOME __ At present under construction is a new boiler house 
and laundry which constitute initial steps of a long-range improvement plan. 


SUDBURY DISTRICT HOME Plans approved for a complete new home in 
this district which has not previously had a home for aged persons. There 
will be 121 beds for residents, and facilities will allow segregated accommo- 
dation for different types of care. 


SITES HAVE BEEN CHOSEN AND PRELIMINARY PLANS DRAWN for: a new bed 
patients’ unit and heating plant for the Brant County and City of Brantford 
Home; a new bed patients’ unit, a boiler house and alterations to the present 
home in Simcoe County; a new heating unit for the Lanark County Home; 
a new building to permit segregation of types of care for the Prescott and 
Russell Counties Home; a new home for the District of Kenora; and a new 
home for the City of London. 

DISCUSSIONS OF NEW CONSTRUCTION UNDER WAY for: Lincoln County and 
the City of St. Catharines; Thunder Bay District; City of Hamilton; City of 
Windsor; and City of Toronto. 


Charitable Institutions 


Also of significance during the past year has been an amendment to THE 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS AcT, under which an important group of private 
homes for aged are operated. This legislation enables provincial subsidies to 
the extent of $1,000 per bed to be paid to Charitable Institutions for approved 
new buildings designed to care for aged persons. 

The Brantford Widows’ Home, Brantford, is eligible for assistance under 
this amendment for a new addition now under construction which will 
contain 10 beds. This also applies to the new Jewish Home for the Aged in 
North York Township, which will have 210 beds for residents, with facilities 
to permit segregation of types of care. 
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New Names for Municipal Homes 


Several municipalities operating homes for the aged have expressed the 
opinion that the present name of their home seemed, in the minds of the 
general public, to be connected with an outdated programme, and did not 
reflect the modern facilities now available for the care of older persons. It is 
interesting to note that this has led certain municipalities to choose new 
names for their homes; Glen-Stor-Dun Lodge in the United Counties of 
Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry; The Davey Home, Algoma District; 
Fairview Lodge, Ontario County; Lambert Lodge, City of Toronto; Macassa 
Lodge, City of Hamilton; Rideaucrest, City of Kingston; and Fort William 
Manor, Fort William; are some examples of the new type of name for aged 
persons’ homes. 


General 


During the year under review there was some increase in the number of 
residents in Homes for the Aged. This was due, for the most part, to the 
opening of Lambert Lodge, Toronto, in October, 1949, and to the subsequent 
occupation of this home during the past year. 


At the end of the year in the 38 Homes operating under THE HOMES FOR THE 
AGED act, there were 3,260 residents, while the total disbursement for 
these homes was $2,399,436.14. The 36 Homes which operate under THE 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS acT had 2,963 residents at the end of the year, 
and their total disbursements during this period amounted to $1,861,511.65. 
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SUPERVISION, INVESTIGATIONAL 
SERVICES and WELFARE UNITS 


During the year under review 152 Welfare Field Workers were rendering 
services through 75 offices in the province. They maintain a personal contact 
with applicants for and beneficiaries of Mothers’ Allowances, Old Age, and 
Blind Pensions, advising and assisting them wherever possible. They are 
empowered to take applications for each of these welfare services, and to 
provide such case work services as may be expedient and consistent with 
their statutory obligations. Reports submitted by these field workers are an 
essential part of processing cases for decisions by the respective commissions. 


The province is divided into eleven areas, with resident field workers 
in each under the supervision of an Area Supervisor or District Welfare 
Administrator. 


In-service training continues to be an important part of field staff develop- 
ment. Initial training for new workers is carried out at the Parliament 
Buildings and this is further augmented by the area supervisors who continue 
teaching, supervision and visitation throughout the year. Refresher courses 
have been continued at the Parliament Buildings for selected small groups of 
Field Workers. In addition, bulletins, literature and training pamphlets are 
supplied regularly to all field staff. As in previous years, there was a relatively 
small turnover in personnel which has ensured a continuity of service to 
the public. 


Under the provisions of THE WELFARE UNITS ACT, 1948, the entire Northern 
Area of the Province is now divided into five Provincial Welfare Units 
as follows: 

Districts of Nipissing, Parry Sound and Muskoka; 


Districts of Sudbury and Manitoulin Island; 
Districts of Cochrane and Temiskaming; 

District of Algoma; and 

Districts of Thunder Bay, Kenora and Rainy River. 


These Units are under the supervision of District Welfare Administrators 
who direct the activities of both Welfare Field Workers and Relief Inspectors 
whose work may be combined or interchanged.

CHANGES Ata meeting held May 5th, 1950, the members of the 
Commission tendered their resignations as a body, and 
individually, effective May 3lst, 1950. This action followed 
a statement from the Honourable the Minister of Public 
Welfare advising that the Government had been considering 
the advisability of having a Board which would, with additions 
to its members, also be responsible for the administration of the 
Ontario Canteen Fund. Further, for some time, Lieut. Col. E. 
A. Baker, O.B.E., M.C., LL.D., Chairman, had felt he would 
like to be relieved of his duties with the Commission, and took 
this opportunity to retire. 


The newly constituted Commission, the members of which 
are listed hereunder, held their first meeting June 9th, 1950.

RESIGNATIONS | On the Istuof January, 1951, Capt. W.xG: 
Sneddon tendered his resignation, owing to pressure of other 
duties. In view of the fact that the responsibilities of the 
Commission have decreased in recent years, there has been a 
consequent lessening of administrative duties. This situation 
was discussed in detail with the Honourable W. A. Goodfellow, 
who made available to the Commission the investigational 
services of his department. 


This made possible a reduction in the staff of the Commission 
to be carried out over the next few months. 


First change to take place was the transfer of Mr. R. V. Sparks 
and Mrs. Doris Carter to the Department of Public Welfare as 
of November 21st, 1950. 


On the 21st of November, 1950, the Offices of the Commission 
were moved to No. 9 Richmond Street, E., in close co-operation 
with the Ontario Canteen Fund.

REPORT OF THE No. 18 


Following the end of the fiscal year, an audit of the books and 
accounts was performed by a representative of the Provincial 
Auditor’s Department. All books and accounts were reported to 
be in order and to correctly reflect the operations and trans- 
actions of the Commission throughout the year. 


1. Emergency grants for the year numbered 1,381 as compared 
with 1,629 for the previous year. 


2. General information and advice services rendered to ex- 
service personnel and dependents totalled 1,032 as compared 
with 1,929 for the previous year. In this connection it should 
be noted that personal contacts by the Director with local 
Branches of Veterans’ Organizations throughout the Province 
took care of many inquiries and personal problems, thus 
avoiding inquiries and correspondence with the Office. 


3. Office interviews for the period were 1,346 as compared 
with 2,092 for the previous year. 


4, Special information and advice re Pension Claims, War 
Veterans’ Allowance procedure, etc. numbered 189 as 
compared with 364 for the previous year. It is interesting 
to note that 290 cash grants representing an amount of 
$3,362.22 were made to personnel and dependents of men 
with service in the Second War. This compares with 470 
cash grants totalling $2,927.59 made during the period 
covered by the previous report. 


The assistance from this fund to widows of veterans widowed 
by the War (1914-1918) served 548 cases of emergency or 
special need during the year as compared with 578 cases in 
the previous year. 


All dwellings on the Garden Land Settlement have been 
occupied during the year and the premises have been 
supervised and maintained. All revenue, surplus to maintenance 
requirements, has been preserved in a special reserve fund. 


Future policy in respect to the Settlement has been under active 
consideration by the Commission. 


During the period under review the Director made personal 
calls on some 319 Branches of Veterans’ Organizations in the 
province, when meetings were held with the officials of these 
bodies and addresses given at general or special meetings of 
the members; individual and general problems were discussed; 
help — financial and otherwise — was arranged for on the spot. 


These personal contacts are very much appreciated, especially 
by the smaller and more isolated organizations. 


In addition, contacts are also made, when possible, with 
Provincial and Municipal Welfare Officers; Red Cross, etc., and 
in unorganized areas, with Provincial Police in the areas visited.

The Review of Departmental Activities embodies reports 
relative to Old Age and Blind Pensions, Mothers’ Allowances, 
Homes for the Aged, Unemployment Relief, Child Welfare, 
Day Nurseries, and Supervision and Investigational Services. 
Supporting statistical data for these branches of the Department 
for the Fiscal Year April Ist, 1951 to March 31st, 1952 are also 
included. The Report of the Soldier’s Aid Commission is 
submitted in its entirety in the form of an Appendix.

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REVIEW OF DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES 
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OLD AGE PENSIONS AND PENSIONS 
FOR THE BLIND 


Social legislation pertaining to the aged and the blind was subject to 
changes of major importance during the fiscal year 1951-52. 


On January 1, 1952, THE OLD AGE ASSISTANCE ACT came into effect, providing 
financial aid for needy persons between the ages of 65 and 70. On the same 
date the federal oLp AGE sEcuRITy act became effective whereby the federal 
government provides a universal pension of $40.00 per month to all Canadian 
citizens 70 years of age and over, subject to residence qualifications. The latter 
programme brought to an end on December 31, 1951, the Old Age Pension 
legislation which had been in effect in Ontario since 1929. 


In addition on January 1, 1952, a new act — THE BLIND PERSONS ALLOWANCES 
acr — came into force to provide assistance for the blind in Ontario similar 
to that granted formerly under THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT. 


Old Age Assistance and Blind Persons’ Allowances are both joint federal- 
provincial programmes with the Province responsible for administration. 
Old Age Security is an entirely federal programme. 


1. Old Age Pensions 


THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT continued in force in Ontario during the first 
nine months of the fiscal year 1951-1952 without any change in its provisions. 
The number of old age pensioners increased month by month until a new 
high of 93,175 pensioners was reached on December 31, 1951, when the Act 
was terminated. This was an increase of 1.666 pensioners over the total of 
91,509 persons on pension at March 31, 1951. During this nine-month period 
the Province contributed $7,756,156.71 of the $31 230.321.35 expended in 
Ontario for old age pensions, and an additional expenditure of $691,584.22 
was made by Ontario during this period to provide medical services for them. 


On January 1, 1952, the 93,175 old age pensioners were transferred to the 
federal Old Age Security administration. The Province continued to provide 
medical services to this group and a further sum of $229,455.99 was paid by 
Ontario for this purpose in the period January 1, 1952, to March 81, 1952. 


2. Old Age Assistance 


The provisions of THE OLD AGE ASSISTANCE ACT differ from those of the 
former Old Age Pensions Act in five important ways: 


(1) Assistance is granted on a modified means test basis to persons 65 to 
69 years of age. 


(2) Assistance payments are shared equally by the Province and the 
Government of Canada. 


(3) The maximum permissible income, including the amount of the 
assistance. has been increased to $720.00 per year for a single person 
and $1,200.00 per year for a married couple. 


(4) Indians and patients in Ontario Hospitals are eligible for assistance 
under this Act. 
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(5) There is no provision for the government to recover payments made 
under the Act from the estate of a deceased recipient. 


During the three-month period that this programme was in force in the 
fiscal year 1951-1952, 12,835 applications for assistance were approved for 
payment. Of this figure, 12,697 remained on the payroll as of March 31, 1952. 
Of the $1,345,064.21 that was expended in this period, Ontario’s share was 
$668,766.16, together with a payment of $24,834.43 for medical services 
provided to the recipients. 


3. Pensions to the Blind and Blind Persons’ Allowances 


When THE BLIND PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES ACT came into effect on January 1, 
1952, it was the first time financial assistance for the blind had been separated 
from pensions for the aged. The new Act continues to provide allowances to 
the blind between the ages of 21 and 70. The maximum allowance remains 
at $40.00 per month, but the maximum permissible income has been 
creased to $840.00 per year for a single person, $1,320.00 per year for a 
married person with a sighted spouse, and $1,440.00 per vear for a married 
person with a blind spouse, as compared with $720.00, $1,200.00 and 
$1,320.00 per year respectively under the former OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT. 


Indians, and patients in Ontario Hospitals, are now eligible for blind 
allowances. As in the case of Old Age Assistance, the provision for making 
recoveries from the estates of deceased recipients has been eliminated. 


Another important change is that the residence requirement has been 
reduced from 20 years to 10 years residence immediately prior to the date of 
application for an allowance. 


On March 31st, 1951, there were 2,408 persons in receipt of a blind pension. 
At the end of March, 1952, this figure was reduced to 1,604 persons; a net 
reduction of 804. This reduction was largely brought about by the fact that 
907 blind pensioners were transferred to Old Age Security on January 1, 1952. 
when that Act came into force. During the nine-month period in the fiscal 
year, when pensions to the blind were paid under THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 
a total of $873.721.75 was paid out in pensions, of which Ontario contributed 
$217,414.99. During the remaining three months of the year, when 
allowances were paid under the new BLIND PERSONS ALLOWANCES ACT, a total 
of $190,645.87 was expended, of which Ontario paid $47 235.69. In addition, 
Ontario expended $22,279.69 during the fiscal year to provide medical 
services to blind pensioners under THE OLD ACE PENSIONS ACT, and to 
recipients under THE BLIND PERSONS ALLOWANCES ACT. 


4. Medical Benefits 


‘The agreement between the Ontario Medical Association and the 
Province continued in force without change in its provisions. Under this 
agreement, Ontario continued to provide medical care and certain drugs 
without cost to old age and blind pensioners. The agreement was extended 
to provide the same services to recipients under the new OLD ACE ASSISTANCE 
acr and the new BLIND PERSONS ALLOWANCES ACT and was also extended to 
continue medical care to those pensioners who were transferred at age 70 
to the new Federal Old Age Security programme. Medical benefits are also 
made available to other Old Age Security pensioners on the basis of need. 
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During 1951-1952 the cost of these medical services, which is borne 
entirely by the Province, was as follows:

MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 


This report marks the commencement of the fourth decade of 
administration of Mothers’ Allowances legislation. 


It is, therefore, timely to quote from the first Annual Report submitted by 
the late Reverend Peter Bryce, D.D., first Chairman of the Mothers’ 
Allowances Commission, which stated: “The Commission has considered 
every application entirely upon its merits. In reaching its conclusions, the 
Commission has been influenced by the belief that the sentiment upon which 
the Act was built was aroused by the conception of the needs of the widow 
with young children and no resources and by the belief that the Act was 
framed in the interests of the children.” This concept remains as the basic 
principle on which eligibility for Mothers’ Allowances assistance is 
determined. 


Despite the numerous amendments during the past thirty years, the 
Government of Ontario continues to review the legislation in the light of 
contemporary needs. Thus we see certain amendments to the legislation 
during the fiscal year under review. 


It was felt that children under THE MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES ACT should have 
the opportunity of continuing at school until their eighteenth birthday where 
their progress indicated they were interested in furthering their education 
and the Commission was satisfied it was to their advantage to continue their 
school studies. It has been most difficult in the majority of cases for a mother 
to permit her child, regardless of capabilities, to continue at school. This 
progressive amendment to the legislation provides maintenance on behalf of 
the children for a further period of time in order that they may be better 
equipped for employment. 


There remained a number of children, however, who through some 
physical or mental disability could not attend school and for that reason 
were unable to accept employment hence continuing to be a care to their 
mother. Today this group is included in the allowance in a manner similar 
to that of a child making satisfactory progress. 
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Notwithstanding the fact that the residence requirements of THE ONTARIO 
MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES Act were the most lenient in comparison with similar 
legislation across Canada, it was found that a number of mothers with 
dependent children were debarred from receiving this form of assistance 
due to various technicalities relating to residence. Until April, 1951, a mother 
could meet the residence requirement only when she was a resident in 
Ontario at the time of her husband’s death, desertion or the commencement 
of his unemployability. In other words, if a mother, normally a resident of 
Ontario, had taken up temporary residence outside the Province and became 
a widow, this mother, regardless of the number of years that she lived in 
Ontario, would not qualify for assistance since she did not reside in Ontario 
at the time of her husband’s death. Therefore, in order to remedy this 
situation the Government eliminated this section of the residence clause and 
reduced the period of residence in the Province from two years to one year. 


Provision was also made to include in Mothers’ Allowances benefits certain 
mothers who through Court action had divorced the father of her children. 


The effects of these amendments in relation to the numbers of qualifying 
mothers and benefiting children are indicated on the following graphs. 
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Chart No. 1 — Number of Mothers Qualifying 

for Mothers’ Allowances for Each Month During 
Fiscal Years 1949-50, 1950-51 and 1951-52. 
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Chart No. 2 — Number of Benefiting Children 
Under Mothers’ Allowances for Each Month 
During Fiscal Years 1949-50, 1950-51 and 1951-52. 


It is apparent from these graphs that the monthly fluctuations are not as 
sharp during 1951-1952 as those in the previous two years. You will note 
that precipitous decline in the number of benefiting children previously 
apparent in the month of July is absent in the year under review, this is a 
direct result of the amendment which extends the Mothers’ Allowances 
benefits to qualifying children until their eighteenth birthday. 


During the last month of the fiscal year under review, 7,464 mothers were 
being assisted on behalf of their 15,996 children. In addition to this 
assistance, 794 permanently unemployable men were also included in 
benefits in that they had no other form of income. Through the medium of 
Mothers’ Allowances legislation, some 847 foster children were being cared 
for by relatives or other interested persons, whereas were it not for provision 
being made under THE MOTHERS ALLOWANCES ACT for these children many 
would of necessity have to be placed in public institutions. 


The success of this programme is made possible through the close 
co-operation of municipal officials, churches, service clubs, other welfare 
agencies and our staff of competent Field Workers, to whom the Commission 
extend their thanks. 
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HOMES FOR THE AGED 


One of the most significant of present day welfare questions is that of 
providing facilities for older persons who require a type of care that cannot 
be obtained in their own homes. The increasing importance of these facilities 
can be illustrated by reference to the changing population figures involving 
the increased incidence of older persons. During the forty year period from 
1911 to 1951, for example, while the total population of Ontario increased 
from 2,572,292 to 4,597,543, or approximately 82 per cent, the number of 
persons over 60 years of age in the province increased from 214,366 to 
582,847, or approximately 172 per cent. 


It would be wrong, of course, to assume that all or even most of these 
older persons require care in a Home for the Aged. It is still the case, 
however, that the number of older persons who require institutional care is 
increasing, and the problem of providing suitable accommodation becomes 
increasingly important. 


Municipal Homes for the Aged 


The fiscal year 1951-1952 marked the third year in operation of THE HOMES 
FOR THE AGED act which laid the foundation for the present provincial- 
municipal programme of institutional care. The past year was characterized 
by steady progress in providing new accommodation and higher standards 
of care for older persons in this province. 


The following table illustrates the progress that has been made to date in 
providing new accommodation. In addition to the construction noted in this 
table, several other municipalities have signified their intention to build 
new homes or additions, and plans are at present in the discussion stage.

Under the new programme, admission to a Home for the Aged is based on 
the need for care and no longer primarily on financial need, and it is 
interesting in this connection to note the change that has been taking place 
concerning the relative proportions of paying and non-paying residents in 
municipally-operated homes. The chart on page 14 illustrates the progressive 
increase in the proportion of paying residents from 29.7 per cent in 1941 to 
61.8 per cent in 1951. It should be mentioned that those noted as paying 
residents are residents who are able to make some financial contribution 
towards their maintenance. Few of these are paying full maintenance costs. 


In addition the chart indicates the significant increase in the number of 
residents cared for in municipally-operated homes which has taken place 
since the enactment in 1949 of THE HOMES FOR THE AGED ACT. 
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Classification 1941 to 1951. 
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Charitable Institutions 


During the year under review seven homes accommodating older persons 
were added to the list of those which operate under THE CHARITABLE 
INSTITUTIONS ACT. One of these, the Ina Grafton Gage Home in Toronto is 
operated by the United Church of Canada. The remaining six homes: Gyro 
Memorial Home, Hamilton; Huronia Hall, Kitchener; Ottawa Home and 
Welfare Centre, Ottawa; Linwell Hall, St. Catharines; Clarkewood, Toronto; 
and Alexander Hall, Windsor; are all operated by The Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind. 


These additions have raised the number of homes operating under THE 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS AcT from 36 at the time of the last report to 43 at 
the present time. Largely because of these additions the total bed capacity 
of charitable institutions accommodating older persons has risen from 3,229 
to 3,423, and the total number of persons cared for from 4,696 to 5,001 
during the same period. 


Several institutions have taken advantage of the amendment to THE 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT in 1951 which introduced a provincial grant of 
$1,000 per bed for new construction. The table below illustrates the building 
that has taken place and the new construction that is contemplated.

Fire Precautions 


Fire safety measures are matters of vital concern in connection with 
institutional care. This is particularly true in homes which accommodate 
older persons, many of whom may be in some manner incapacitated. The 
Homes for the Aged Branch with the assistance of the Ontario Fire Marshal's 
Office has made, and is continuing to make, concerted efforts to foster fire 
safety in Homes for the Aged. 


Beginning in 1949, all homes for older persons operating under THE HOMES 
FOR THE AGED ACT and THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT WETC progressively 
inspected by representatives of the Ontario Fire Marshal’s Office, and 
recommendations made as to measures which should be taken to make each 
home as free as possible from fire hazards. 


During the course of this undertaking, a total of 854 recommendations 
were made. Sixty-one of these were made in respect of homes which have 
since been replaced by new buildings, which in turn have incorporated the 
most up-to-date fire precaution measures. This leaves a total of 798 
recommendations still applicable, and at the time of writing 637, or 80.3 per 
cent of these recommendations have been put into effect. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 


During the fiscal year 1951-1952, financial assistance was granted to a wide 
range of needy persons in Ontario under the provisions of THE UNEMPLOY- 
MENT RELIEF ACT. Relief expenditures in organized municipalities are shared 
equally with the municipalities. The Province is entirely responsible for 
relief expenditures on behalf of persons living in unorganized territory. 


On April 5, 1951, an amendment to the Act was passed to clarify residence 
requirements. The Province assumed complete responsibility for aid to per- 
sons who have not resided in a municipality in Ontario for a period of twelve 
consecutive months, thereby relieving municipalities of relief expenditures 
on behalf of all such persons. In addition, the amendment re-established the 
principle of gainful employment for the purposes of establishing residence. 


Municipalities were also relieved of relief expenditures for persons aged 
65 to 69 by the passing of THE OLD AGE ASSISTANCE ACT, effective January 1, 
1952. Needy persons in this age group now receive up to $40.00 per month 
under the new Old Age Assistance programme. 


Incapacitated persons in Ontario who could be suitably retrained for 
employment continued to receive special attention. Incapacitation allowances 
and training courses enabled a number of such persons to become self- 
supporting with the result that they no longer required financial assistance. 
Prosthetic appliances were issued where necessary in order to help overcome 
certain handicaps and become employable. 


The Unemployment Relief Branch had many requests during the year to 
assist. with domestic problems, especially where the breadwinner had 
deserted his family. Through Court Orders, reconciliations, and other 
adjustments, about 50 per cent of these cases were subsequently removed 
from the Unemployment Relief. rolls. 


In 1951-1952 the average monthly per capita cost for persons in receipt 
of assistance was $21.18 compared to $19.02 in 1950-1951 and $10.90 in 
1942-1943. The increase is mainly due to the higher standard of living and 
increasing costs, which have been taken into consideration by the 
Unemployment Relief Branch in arriving at the schedule of allowances under 
the Act and Regulations. 


Gross expenditure for Direct Relief for the year was $5,742,113.00. The 
provincial share was $3,037,639.00, of which $320,979.22 was expended to 
provide assistance for persons in unorganized territory. Of the 926 organized 
municipalities in the Province, 640 or 69.1 per cent submitted accounts 
during the year. 


Each person in receipt of unemployment relief is entitled to free medical 
services from the doctor of his choice either in the doctor’s office or in 
the home. 


There continues to be harmonious relations with municipal officials 
throughout the Province. It is these officials working in co-operation with 
representatives of this Branch who have been responsible for the success 
of the Unemployment Relief programme in the past year. 
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CHILD WELFARE 
General 


Statistics alone cannot reveal the dimensions of the child welfare services 
in Ontario. Nevertheless, if statistics are reduced to the very simplest terms, 
an impressive picture emerges. For example, in the fiscal year 1951-1952, 
the 53 Children’s Aid Societies, and the 47 Charitable Institutions concerned 
with children, undertook the care or supervision of over 66,000 children. This 
represents about 4.7 per cent.of the total child population in Ontario under 
the age of sixteen years. 


Just what these services have meant in the lives of these children, who 
are the citizens of tomorrow, is something which, of course, cannot be 
measured by statistics. These services have been gradually developed year 
by year in answer to specific needs. Some of the developments which have 
taken place or have shown their effects during the past year are briefly 
outlined below. 


Throughout the year, the Child Welfare Branch, recognizing the localized 
character of the child welfare services in this province, has continued to 
engage in a consistent effort to stimulate the interest of local citizens in 
these services, and to enlist their participation. In this way, good public 
relations have been continually developed and maintained. 


Children’s Aid Societies 


The fifty-three Children’s Aid Societies in the province are gradually 
expanding their services to meet changing conditions. An increased emphasis 
is being placed on services of a preventive nature. This grows more feasible 
year by year, as the general public comes to a better understanding of the 
services which the Societies provide, and in consequence seeks advice and 
assistance. 


One of the newer developments in the extension of services is the gradual 
establishment of branch offices by certain Societies located in growing 
communities. For example, the Simcoe County Children’s Aid Society has 
five branch offices. Among the most recent branches to be opened is that at 
Kapuskasing, serving the more remote part of the District of Cochrane. 
There are now 14 branch offices established in the province. 


A major development was the amalgamation of the Infants’ Homes of 
Toronto and the Children’s Aid Society of Toronto, in May, 1951, into one 
organization known as the Children’s Aid and Infants’ Homes of Toronto. 
The yearly budget of the Infants’ Homes was approximately $366,000. 


Along with the growth of services, there has been a general increase in 
the total budgets of Children’s Aid Societies. The annual financial reports 
of the Societies show the following amounts for the year under review, as 
compared with the previous year. The totals given show a considerable 
increment partially due to the inclusion of the Infants’ Homes of Toronto 
during the year.

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A better basis of comparison is provided if the increment represented by 
the Infants’ Homes is excluded. On this basis the increase in total Disburse- 
ments would be approximately 12.2 per cent, rather than the 16.7 per cent 
shown above. 


Total Days Care, for which statutory maintenance was paid, amounted 
to 3,638,197 days. This represents an increase of 4.8 per cent over the 
previous year. This figure is not materially affected by the transfer of cases 
from the former Infants’ Homes caseload. 


CHILD PROTECTION: A review of the work of the Societies during the 
year reveals the greater efforts which are being directed towards preventive 
services. Emphasis was placed on the need to reach the basic causes of 
neglect, and to provide family counselling and assistance in order that the 
child might remain in his own home. Such services call for the use of 
skilled personnel and a knowledge of community resources. During the year, 
19,245 cases received attention, in which 45,961 children were involved. This 
represents a 2.6 per cent increase in such cases for the year. An interesting 
development of recent years has been the activity of local Societies in 
initiating or promoting within the communities they serve, such preventive 
social services as Family Service Bureaus, Probation Services, Family 
Counselling Services and Recreational Services. 


CHILDREN IN CARE: Where adequate preventive services are developed, 
the child is removed from his home only when all other means of rehabilita- 
tion have failed. When, however, removal from the home becomes necessary, 
efforts are made to find a substitute home, where the child will have a 
feeling of security essential to normal development. In this connection there 
has developed a growing trend towards the use of a Receiving Home, or 
special subsidized home, where the difficult child may be placed for 
observation and initial treatment, before being finally placed. Here the 
child is studied, and assisted in his preliminary phase of adjustment. When 
a careful assessment has been made, a suitable foster home is selected. The 
Child Welfare Branch consistently emphasizes the importance of good 
home-finding practices and the need for thorough investigation. The result 
of this policy may be found in the general improvements which have taken 
place, and in the efforts being made to reduce the number of replacements 
from one home to another. 


An encouraging trend is noted in connection with committals to wardship. 
The total number of children committed as permanent wards decreased 
slightly, from 1,577 during the previous year to 1,571 during 1951-1952. 
Within this group, permanent committals of children who were not previously 
temporary wards decreased by 3.5 per cent; while permanent committals of 
previous temporary wards increased by 3.6 per cent. Temporary committals 
followed the general trend of recent years, first committals increasing by 
5.5 per cent. Renewals of temporary wardship showed an increase of 13.4 
per cent, representing the increase in the number of orders made by the 
court, and not the increase in the number of temporary wards whose 
wardship was extended. 


A total of 26,696 children were in care of Children’s Aid Societies during 
the year under review, 17,727 being in care on the last day of the year. Of the 
latter, 10,073 were in pay care, representing 57 per cent of the total; while 
7,654, or 43 per cent, were in free care. Of the children in care, 1.8 per cent 
were in Reception Homes, 52.5 per cent in Foster Boarding Homes, and 
2.5 per cent in Children’s Institutions. It is interesting to note that of the 
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total children in care during the year, 79 per cent were wards committed to 
the care of the Societies; while 21 per cent were non-wards in adoption 
probation homes, or receiving voluntary care at the request of parent or 
guardian. 


SERVICES TO UNMARRIED MOTHERS AND CHILDREN BORN OUT OF WEDLOCK: 
It is encouraging to note that the services given by the Children’s Aid 
Societies under the CHILDREN OF UNMARRIED PARENTS ACT are becoming better 
known throughout the Province. Until recently, little assistance was given 
in these cases, except to care for the child when it became neglected. The 
high incidence of infant mortality among these children, as well as the 
problems raised by the number of foundlings, were matters of great concern. 
Today, however, an increasing number of unmarried mothers are being 
referred to the Societies for advice and guidance well in advance of the 
birth of the child. The effects of this counselling service, and the referrals 
made to appropriate care and health services, have been most beneficial, 
and are a striking demonstration of the value of preventive services. 


During the year, 3,773 cases of unmarried parents were reported to the 
provincial office. While the number of illegitimate births in Ontario increases 
from year to year, this growth is consistent with the annual rate of increase 
of all live births in the province. According to the most recent figures (1950) 
there were 34.7 illegitimate births per thousand live births in Ontario. This 
rate is based on the present classification in force, the Regulations made 
under THE VITAL STATISTICS acT having been changed in 1949, with the effect 
that a purportedly illegitimate child of a married woman is no longer 
registered as such. This has meant a decrease in the number of cases reported 
by the Divisional Registrar to the Provincial Officer. Actually the illegitimacy 
rate in Ontario, (apart from the effect of reclassification) has tended to 
remain remarkably constant over the past decade or so, the increase in cases 
corresponding to the increase in the birth rate. 


ADOPTION OF CHILDREN: The recent amendment to THE ADOPTION ACT, 
changing the probation period from two years to one year, has had a marked 
effect on the number of adoptions completed during the past year. 
Throughout the Province 4,044 adoptions were completed in 1951-1952, as 
compared with 2,634 during the previous year, an increase of 53 per cent. 


There has been a constant demand for children for adoption. Because of 
this increasing pressure to secure children, the Societies have been urged to 
take great care to protect the interests of the children, and to ensure that 
placements are satisfactory. Excellent co-operation has been received from 
the office of the Registrar-Genera! in the matter of checking births, registering 
adoptions, and dealing with difficult problems in those cases where 
registration has been incomplete. 


PERSONNEL AND STAFF TRAINING: The effectiveness of child welfare 
services depends to a marked extent on the staff employed, and the quality 
of leadership provided. The Children’s Aid Societies are still experiencing 
some difficulties in securing sufficient qualified staff. 


The proper orientation of new workers for the child welfare field or for 
associated areas of service, is of importance. The Child Welfare Branch has 
therefore co-operated with the University of Toronto School of Social Work 
in arranging visits by groups of social work students to the Branch for the 
purpose of instruction. In addition, new staff workers engaged by the 
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Societies are spending time at the provincial office, to gain some first-hand 
knowledge of the processes of a Public Welfare Department, and to assist 
them in their general orientation. 


During the year, four Training Institutes for local Superintendents of 
Children’s Aid Societies were held at the provincial office. Emphasis was 
placed on administration and services. Institutes were conducted under the 
capable direction of Professor Alan Klein of the University of Toronto 
School of Social Work, assisted by members of the Child Welfare Branch. 


Children’s Institutions 


During the year a number of changes and developments took place in the 
institutions which serve children and which operate under THE CHARITABLE 
INSTITUTIONS ACT. These developments reveal the gradual progress towards 
the modern concept of child care, with its emphasis on a preventive type 
of service. 


Many of these institutions are now able to offer specialized services, such 
as care for emotionally disturbed or difficult children. Every effort has been 
made by the Child Welfare Branch to bring about an effective co-ordination 
of the services of such institutions with other child welfare services in the 
Province, so that children requiring special attention and care may obtain 
the benefits of these specialized institutional services. These efforts have 
met with a considerable degree of success. For many years in the past the 
children’s institutions and child caring agencies tended to be in conflict at 
many points. Today, these conflicts have been resolved and there is mutual 
understanding between these two groups, based on the desire to serve 
children more adequately. 


One of the main objectives of the Child Welfare Branch has been to assist 
individual institutions to come to the realization that they are part of a 
group of institutions serving children. It was felt that institutions which had 
been working in isolation needed to become more aware of others in the 
field engaged in a similar type of work, so that each might benefit from the 
other’s experience. With this in mind the Ontario Association of Institutions 
for Children and Youth was organized during the previous fiscal year. 
Already the beneficial effects of this step have been demonstrated in the 
voluntary acceptance, on the part of many institutions, of approved standards 
of services and modern practices in child welfare work. During the past 
year the provincial office has helped and encouraged the Association to 
strengthen its work and become more effective in the carrying out of its 
important role. 


STAFF DEVELOPMENT: During the year the University of Toronto School 
of Social Work, in co-operation with the Association of Institutions and the 
Child Welfare Branch, arranged a three-day workshop for the superinten- 
dents and staff members of all children’s institutions in the Province. This 
was attended by over 100 persons. A very encouraging feature was the 
number of Board members who also participated. 


A two-day Workshop was also conducted in Ottawa under the auspices 
of the Ottawa Council of Social Agencies and the School of Social Work of 
St. Patrick’s University. In addition, a special session on institutions was held 
in conjunction with the Annual Meeting of the Ontario Welfare Council, 
with representatives of the Child Welfare Branch and the various institutions 
in the Province participating. 
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SUPERVISION: All institutions in the Province coming under the super- 
vision of the Child Welfare Branch were visited during the year. Certain 
institutions needing special help in their planning and development have 
been visited several times. An encouraging trend has been the increasing 
number of representatives of institutions who have applied to the provincial 
office for advice and guidance on programmes and other technical aspects 
of institutional work. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN INSTITUTIONS: Some assessment of the progress of 
children’s institutions in this Province may be made by noting developments 
and improvements which have taken place in individual institutions. Among 
children’s institutions which have carried out marked physical improvements 
during the year, are the following: 


CARMELITE ORPHANAGE, TORONTO: A complete redecoration of the institu- 
tion was undertaken, which provided more cheerful surroundings for 


the children. 


SALVATION ARMY CHILDREN’S CENTRE, TORONTO: Improvements were made 
to the buildings and as a result, more home-like accommodations were 
created for the children in care. 


Worxinc Boys’ Home, Toronto: Physical surroundings were greatly 
improved and a hobby workshop for the boys was set up. 


PROTESTANT ORPHAN’s Home, Lonpon: Several improvements were made 
in plant and equipment, and a redecorating job was completed throughout. 


St. ACATHA ORPHANAGE, ST. AGATHA: Extensive improvements were made 
to the main building and to interior arrangements. Apart from physical 
improvements, this institution has temporarily employed a trained and 
experienced social worker to assist in setting up the institution along 
approved modern lines. 


Sacrep Heart ViLLAcE, Toronto: Moved from its old building, which 
was formerly a large private home, to a new cottage type of institution of 
the best modern design. This is probably the most up-to-date institution 
of its type in Canada. The Province provided a building grant of $101,000 
under THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT. 


Sr. Farru’s Lopce, Toronto: This institution has disposed of its old 
building in Toronto and is now conducting a financial campaign for funds 
for a new building to be located at Newmarket. A competent and highly 
qualified Superintendent has been engaged and is employed in planning 
future operations. 


During the course of the year, the following institutions undertook major 
changes in programme in line with modern child welfare practices: 


Tue Giris’ Home, Hamutton: This institution has changed its name to 
Lynwood Hall, and has established an up-to-date programme serving both 
boys and girls. Extensive improvements to building and plant are now 
under way, to enable the work to be carried on in keeping with the new 
programme. 


Goop SHEPHERD REeFuGE, Winpsor: This institution is now known as 
Maryvale Vocational School, a change of name which reflects the complete 
change of programme which has taken place. This institution 1s now 
providing effective service for difficult girls. An active Board of Directors 
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has been set up, and a qualified social worker has been employed to direct 
the work of the institution. 


The following children’s institutions were closed during the year, or amal- 
gamated with other organizations: 


Sr. Mary’s ORPHAN AsyLuM, Hamitton: This institution has been closed, 
and the children returned to their families or to Children’s Aid Societies, 
some being transferred to St. Vincent's Orphanage at Peterborough. 


Inrants’ Homes or Toronto: This institution was amalgamated with the 
Toronto Children’s Aid Society in May, 1951. This development is the 
culmination of many years’ effort and is the outcome of the gradual 
merging of programmes. 


Marked changes and improvements have taken place in many of the 
Homes for Unmarried Mothers. The Ontario Association of Institutions for 
Children and Youth set up a special committee whose goal has been the 
uniform extension within these institutions of approved modern maternity 
home practices. A research project undertaken by a graduate of the 
University of Toronto School of Social Work, in co-operation with the Child 
Welfare Branch, was used as a guide. The need for qualified social workers 
in these institutions has been made evident, and one Home has already 
employed such a person. The Welfare Council of Toronto has co-operated 
in this project by establishing a special committee to co-ordinate the services 
of all Homes for Unmarried Mothers in the Toronto area and to ensure that 
all the girls in these Homes receive social case work services. Some recent 
developments in individual Homes for Unmarried Mothers are as follows: 


Tur Vicror Home, Toronto: A new Superintendent has been appointed, 
and a social worker qualified in case work services has been added to 
the staff. 


SatvatTion ARMY RescuE Home, Hamitton: Has moved from the old and 
unsatisfactory quarters to a pleasant new building, well furnished and 
attractive. The name of the institution has been changed to Grace Haven. 


Sazvation ARMY HoME FOR UNMARRIED MOTHERS, Orrawa: Improve- 
ments have been made to building and equipment. An excellent working 
relationship has been established between this institution and the Ottawa 
Children’s Aid Society. 


SALVATION ARMY BETHESDA HOME AND HosPiTAL, Lonvon: The children’s 
institution has now been completely closed off from the hospital. Improve- 
ments to the plant have been made, and several rooms re-decorated. 


HepcEwoop Houser, Kincsron: A new nursery has been completed and is 
now in use enabling this organization to improve its service. 


During the year there were 44 residential institutions and 3 child placing 
agencies operating under THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT. These may be 
classified according to their special functions, as follows: 


27 Children’s Institutions, 
11 Homes for Unmarried Mothers, 


4 Industrial Refuges for Girls, (including one now classified 
as a Vocational School), 


1 Receiving Home for Girls, 
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1 Convalescent Home for Girls, 


3 Child Placing Agencies, (providing home boarding care 
for children). 


During the year under review, these institutions provided care for 7,307 
children and adults, 2,160 being in residence or in care at the end of the 
year. The total bed capacity of the 44 residential institutions was 2,424. 


The total collective days’ stay for all institutions amounted to 809,988 days. 
Total disbursements for these institutions for the year ending December 31, 
1951 amounted to $1,609,356.15, being 13.9 per cent less than the previous 
year. This, however, does not represent an overall decrease, since the 
difference may largely be accounted for by the amalgamation of the Infants’ 
Homes of Toronto with the Toronto Children’s Aid Society in May, 1951. 
The annual budget of the Infants’ Homes was approximately $366,000, and 
the transfer of this substantial sum naturally affects the totals in the financial 
reports of both Institutions and Children’s Aid Societies during the year 
under review. 
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DAY NURSERIES 


During the fiscal year 1951-1952 there has been an increase in the total 
number of day nurseries, nursery schools and private kindergartens under 
supervision. There has also been an increase in the number of nurseries 
granted a license, and a decline in the number of unlicensed nurseries still 
in operation. The chart on page 25 shows the improvement in the general 
picture during the five years since THE DAY NURSERIES ACT came into force. 


The general trend of the progress of the licensing programme continues to 
show a steady increase in the number of nurseries licensed and a decline in 
the number of unlicensed nurseries, with an over-all increase in the total 
of nurseries under supervision. These figures would seem to justify a policy 
of education and supervision of below standard nurseries rather than a 
resort to legal action. Of the fifty-three nurseries still unlicensed on May 31, 
in only four cases was there doubt as to the intentions of the persons 


concerned to achieve the necessary standard required for a licence. 


It is gratifying to the field supervisory staff to feel that the day nursery 
regulations are proving a reasonable standard to meet conditions as found 
in the many types of nurseries throughout the province. In almost every 
case, the following of the regulations has meant a noticeable improvement 
in the standard of the nursery over what had prevailed before the regulations 
were drawn to the attention of the persons responsible for the nursery. In 
the case of new nurseries the regulations have proved a helpful guide to 
those planning for the nursery. : 


During the past year there were 290 nurseries under supervision. Of this 
number 198 nurseries were licensed during the year, 46 nurseries were 
closed, including 7 licensed nurseries, and 53 remained unlicensed.

It is evident that the full day programmes offering care for the children 
of working mothers are a feature of the urban centres, only one being located 
in a centre of less than 10,000 population. On the other hand, the half day 
private kindergarten and nursery programmes are much more widely 
distributed throughout the Province. 
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SUPERVISION AND 
INVESTIGATIONAL SERVICES 


At the beginning of the fiscal year, 1951-1952, 152 Welfare Field Workers 
were employed in 75 offices throughout the Province. They maintained 
personal contact with applicants for, and beneficiaries of, Mothers’ Allow- 
ances, Old Age and Blind Pensions, rendering assistance and advice 
wherever required. 


The transfer of the Old Age Pensions case load to the Government of 
Canada on January Ist, 1952, substantially reduced the number of persons 
to be served. By March 81, 1952, therefore, it was possible to reduce the 
Feld staff to 129, a number sufficient to deal effectively with the new Old Age 
Assistance programme for persons aged 65 to 69, as well as Blind Persons’ 
Allowances and Mothers’ Allowances cases. 


During the period under review the five northern districts of Nipissing, 
Parry Sound and Muskoka; Sudbury and Manitoulin Island; Algoma; 
Cochrane and Temiskaming; and Thunder Bay, Kenora and Rainy River 
continued to function and consolidate their services under the supervision 
of five District Welfare Administrators. In addition, two District Welfare 
Offices were established in Southern Ontario under the direction of District 
Supervisors. The first, District Welfare Office No. 1, was established at 
Chatham, February 5, 1952, for the Counties of Essex, Kent and Lambton. 
The Field Workers in this area continued their functions as investigators for 
Old Age Assistance, Mothers’ Allowances and Blind Persons’ Allowances but 
their services were more integrated and consolidated. In addition, the 
District Supervisor maintained provincial supervision of public assistance 
in the area. A similar District Welfare Office, District Welfare Office No. 8, 
was established at Belleville on March 4, 1952, for the Counties of Northum- 
berland, Hastings, Lennox and Addington, and Prince Edward. 


At the same time, plans were being formulated for the establishment of 
other District Welfare Offices throughout Southern Ontario, the ultimate 
objective being the division of the entire Province into 17 such Districts. 
This step is considered to be one of the most significant in the Department's 
history because it provides a degree of decentralization which will give more 
economical and effective service to the citizens of the Province. 


Four Area Supervisors continued to supervise Field Workers in areas 
where District Welfare Offices were not yet established. 


On February 5, 1952, by an agreement between the Province and the 
Government of Canada, the Provincial Welfare Field Workers began making 
Old Age Security investigations for Old Age Security — Ontario Region, 
Department of National Health and Welfare. There were 83 such investi- 
gations made by the end of the fiscal year. 


Efforts were continued to improve the quality of the Field Workers’ work 
by the holding of area conferences, refresher courses, issuance of bulletins, 
literature, etc., in addition to the greater supervision made possible by the 
creation of District Welfare Offices. During the fiscal year 9 area conferences 
were held and 8 refresher courses in the Parliament Buildings. Nine members 
of the Field Staff participated in Social Work Extension Courses conducted 
by the University of Toronto School of Social Work. 
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Ten new Field Workers were trained in the Parliament Buildings by the 
Training Supervisor and such training was continued by the Supervisors 
to whose areas they were assigned. New staff members were given tests and 
examinations as well as field work practice to determine their fitness for a 
Field Workers job.

I have the honour to report on the operations of the Soldiers’ Aid Com- 
mission for the fiscal year ending March 31st, 1952. 


The Commissioners continue to meet at monthly intervals to give personal 
direction to the operations of the Commission and the disbursement of the 
Funds at its disposal. 


Progress has been made during the year in co-ordinating the administra- 
tion of the Soldiers’ Aid Commission and the Ontario Canteen Fund. When 
the Soldiers’ Aid Commission was first set up, its responsibilities were much 
broader than is presently the case. An effort has been made to streamline 
the permanent staff so that it will be more in keeping with the present 
responsibilities of the Commission. 


While the administration expenses show a marked decrease over previous 
years, the full effect will not be apparent until the end of the fiscal year 1954. 


The Director, Colonel W. R. Rhoades, D.S.O., was retired as of March 31st, 
1952. To give an opportunity for representatives of various veterans’ 
organizations in Ontario to express their appreciation of Colonel Rhoades’ 
long and valued service, the Commission tendered a complimentary dinner. 


During the year the Commissioners were able to take advantage of a 
favourable market and sell certain stocks that were part of the bequest of 
the late Kathleen Hammond. This sale realized $36,937.50 and results in this 
Fund now standing, as of March 8lst, 1952, at $192,853.35. It is interesting 
to note that at March 31st, 1950, the Fund stood at $167,955.74. 


It was considered to be in the interests of the best administration to sell 
the land at Barrie because it was not fulfilling the purpose for which it was 
originally purchased nor did there seem to be any possibility that it ever 
would fulfill this purpose. 
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In all cases brought before the Commission, it has been the policy to 
seek a solution that will terminate the distress rather than provide a grant 
which will temporarily alleviate the condition. However, in the event of 
emergencies, this policy has not been allowed to stand in the way of 
immediate temporary aid. The investigators of your Department have ren- 
dered invaluable service in the attainment of this objective. It would be 
appreciated if the thanks of the Commissioners could be conveyed to the 
staff concerned. 


We would be remiss if we did not record appreciation of the assistance 
rendered by the officials of the Naval Benevolent Fund, the Army 
Benevolent Fund, the R.C.A.F. Benevolent Fund, the Branches of the 
Canadian Legion, the Units of the Canadian Corps Association, the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Affairs, the Ontario Poppy Fund, the Poppy Fund 
Incorporated, the Canadian Red Cross, the Last Post Fund, the Neighbour- 
hood Workers’ Association, the Catholic Welfare Bureau and the officials 
of the municipalities throughout Ontario. 


At Appendix “A” will be found a comparison of the number of cases 
investigated during the fiscal year under consideration. At Appendix “B” will 
be found a copy of the Auditors’ Report for the fiscal year 1951-1952. 


In conclusion I wish to express to you Sir, my grateful appreciation for 
the opportunity afforded me to discuss with you problems affecting the 
Commission and to acknowledge the co-operation and untiring effort of the 
members of the Commission in ensuring efficient administration of the funds 
with which the Commission is entrusted. The devotion of the permanent 
staff has contributed in no small measure to what may be considered a most 
successful year of operation.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE AND BLIND PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES 


Introduction 


This is the first report of a complete year of operation under THE 
OLD AGE ASSISTANCE ACT and THE BLIND PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES 
Act, both of which came into force on January 1st, 1952. There has 
been no change during the fiscal year in the provisions of these acts. 


Old Age Assistance 


Old Age Assistance is granted on an eligibility test basis to persons 
65 to 70 years of age and payments are shared equally by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada and the Province. The maximum permissible 
annual income, including assistance, is $720.00 for a single person 
and $1200.00 for a married couple. 


During the year under review 138,129 applications were approved 
for payment. The net increase in the number receiving assistance 
was 7,704, bringing the total to 20,401 from 12,697. Expenditures 
totalled $9,204,573.54 of which Ontario paid $4,571,912.48 and the 
Province paid an additional $211,424.63 for medical services provided 
to recipients. 


Blind Persons’ Allowances 


Blind Persons’ Allowances are granted to the blind between the 
ages of 21 and 70, subject to an eligibility test. Payments are shared 
75% by the Government of Canada and 25% by the Province. The 
maximum permissible annual income, including allowance, is $840.00 
for a single person and $1440.00 for a married person with a blind 
spouse. 


During the year under review 385 applications were approved. 
The net increase in the number of persons receiving allowances was 
147, bringing the total to 1,751 from 1,604. Expenditures totalled 
$845,336.38 of which the Province paid $210,556.26 and the Province 
paid an additional $19,230.74 for medical services provided to 
recipients. 


Medical Benefits 


There was a change in the agreement between the Ontario Medical 
Association and the Province effective September 1, 1952, whereby 
the amount paid monthly on behalf of every person eligible for medi- 
cal care was increased from 83c to $1.05. Under this agreement the 
Province continues to provide medical care without cost to the reci- 
pients of Old Age Assistance, Blind Persons’ Allowances, pensioners 
transferred to Old Age Security January 1, 1952, under the former 
Old Age Pensions Act, and persons transferred to Old Age Security at 
age 70, who were in receipt of Old Age Assistance or Blind Persons’ 
Allowances. Medical benefits are also made available to other Old Age 
Security pensioners by application on the basis of need.

Old Age and Blind Pensions 


Despite the fact that pensions under THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT 
were discontinued as of December 31st, 1951, payments on unsettled 
claims, recoveries of overpayments, and settlement of estates were 
continued during the fiscal year 1952-53. 


Old Age Pension payments made amounted to $5,948.34 of which 
the Provincial share was $2,734.24. Refunds, including cheque can- 
cellations and refunds from estates totalled $82,978.52, of which the 
Province received $20,624.65 after the Government of Canada de- 
ductions had been made. 


Pensions granted to blind persons under THE OLD AGE PENSIONS 
Act amounted to $374.62, of which the Provincial share was $102.96. 
Refunds amounted to $868.39, of which the Province received $217.09. 


MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 


Mothers’ Allowances Benefits were the first of the major welfare 
measures in the Province—the changes occurring in the program 
over the years has been of an evolutionary nature, arising from 
recognition by the government of changing needs. 


Two adjustments made during the year under review were the 
extension of payments for incapacitated husbands to the 18th birth- 
day of the qualifying child, and the appointment of a Director to 
replace the Commission previously administering the Act. Since the 
latter is the culmination of many previous changes it is appropriate 
at this time to outline the development of administration of Mothers’ 
Allowances. 


The Commission at its inception was authorized to process appli- 
cations and to develop the administrative-organization necessary for 
this new type of legislation. It was the central authority from which 
other groups and individuals obtained authority to administer the 
Act. The Commission was granted wide discretionary powers 1n 


processing applications and recommending changes to overcome in- 
adequacies which became apparent as the program developed.

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The original Mothers’ Allowances Act was more limited in scope 
than had been visualized by its proponents, partly because little was 
known about the extent of need in the Province, and partly because 
it was feared that government intrusion in the field of social welfare 
would lessen private philanthropic efforts and tend to destroy the 
initiative and self-sufficiency of many families. 


Mothers’ Allowances was regarded as a tentative step in the solu- 
tion of the important social welfare problem of providing for 
children who were not otherwise being adequately maintained. 
Primarily designed to protect children, this legislation was a forward 
step as it treated the family as an individual unit. 


The advantages of the Commission to administer the program at a 
time when there were no established procedures beyond those con- 
tained in the Act are evident. There was less likelihood of error in 
judgment than there would have been had one person been responsible 
for final decisions. 


The Commission worked toward a refinement of the Act, broaden- 
ing the scope of its application in helping needy families, and 
providing some measure of equality of opportunity for their children. 


Meanwhile, as administrative problems were being solved and 
procedures standardized, the main duty of the Commission became 
more and more the consideration of applications. When the ap- 
pointment of local boards and the supervision of investigators was 
assumed by the Department of Public Welfare, after its formation in 
1930, the Commission became one of several agencies under the juris- 
diction of the Department. In May, 1944 a civil servant was 
appointed, for the first time, as Chairman of the Commission. 


As the Act became more comprehensive through amendments and 
experience was gained in the consideration of different kinds of 
cases, it was possible to classify them as representative types of need. 
Statistical data were compiled facilitating decisions in individual 
cases and indicating the further necessary amendments. In effect, 
the discretionary powers of the Commission were gradually written 
into the Act and Regulations through this process. It was consistent, 
therefore, with these changes that the Commission would be replaced 
by a Director and the Act was amended accordingly during the year 
under review. 


The Director can still recommend changes by making use of all the 
data compiled by the Branch as weli as assuming responsibility for 
the activities of his Branch. The Director is now designated as the 
person who receives applications and determines eligibility, implying 
that some of the basic problems faced by the original Commission 
are no longer important. Thus, the Mothers’ Allowances Branch has 
been brought into line with other branches in the Department to 
establish one common and standardized form of administration. 


There are still unique cases requiring special consideration, how- 
ever, and probably there always will be. In keeping with the policy 
of giving individual attention to each case, the formation of a special 
group to consider appeal cases is being contemplated. In this way 
the procedures for handling applications will not become too mechan- 
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ical or impersonal and the interests of the applicant will be 
safeguarded. 


The net expenditures increased by more than $400,000.00 during 
the fiscal year, bringing the total to $6,717,594.82. This is due 
mainly to an increase in the numbers of those in receipt of fuel 
allowance and an increase in number of those receiving Special 
Assistance. 


The number of families in receipt of Mothers’ Allowance benefits 
decreased by 127 during the year, decreasing the total to 7,621. This 
reverses the previous trend toward an increasing case-load. It is 
accompanied, however, by an increase of 350 in the number of appli- 
cations received, making the total for the year 3,112. Of the 
applications received 53% were given favourable consideration com- 
pared to 60% last year. Of those receiving unfavourable considera- 
tion 21% were refused because of other income, the families 
concerned being considered at the time capable of self-support. 
During the previous year only 10% were so refused. 


Of active cases cancelled during the year, 24% were cancelled 
because of other income. This is in sharp contrast to last year, when 
income accounted for only 4.2% of the total cancellations. 


The above cannot be explained by any change in policy with regard 
to income but rather a heartening sign of increasing prosperity in 
the Province leading to a higher degree of self-sufficiency on the part 
of families who might otherwise require public support. 


It would be opportune, at this time, to thank those persons whose 
efforts have ensured the success of the program. Over the years the 
field staff, originally small and inexperienced, has become the large, 
well-trained, and competent organization of today. The co-operation 
received from Municipal officials, particularly the Welfare Adminis- 
trators in the various Municipalities, Superintendents of local 
Children’s Aid Societies, and representatives of welfare agencies 
throughout the Province is also highly appreciated. 
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DISABLED PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES 


Annual Report Covering the Period July 1, 1952 
to March 31, 1953 


The Ontario Disabled Persons’ Allowances Act, the first of its 
kind in Canada, became effective July 1st, 1952. This legislation, 
introduced by the Minister of Public Welfare, received the unanimous 
approval of the Ontario Legislature at the 1952 Session. 


The need to design a special welfare program for disabled persons 
had been recognized for many years. It was evident that there were 
many persons who were severely disabled and, as a result, were 
completely dependent for their livelihood upon relatives, friends or 
their municipalities. It was also clear that, apart from the serious 
problems faced by the disabled persons themselves, the economic 
strains placed upon parents and families were often too great to bear 
and, in some cases, the community or municipality was not in a 
position to offer financial assistance. It had become increasingly 
apparent that there was a gap in our social services, and it was believed 
that a new welfare measure to assist disabled persons would help to 
close this gap to some extent in the Province of Ontario. This, then, is 
the first report of the Disabled Persons’ Allowances Branch, and it 
covers the nine month period ending March 31st, 1953. 


The Provisions of the Act and Regulations 


Under THE DISABLED PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES ACT and REGULATIONS, 
allowances up to a maximum of $40.00 per month may be granted 
to persons who are more than 18 and less than 65 years of age, 
providing they are both permanently and totally disabled by reason 
of physical or mental disabilities. A period of at least ten- years 
residence in the Province of Ontario immediately prior to the date 
of application is required. The income and assets of an applicant 
(and spouse) must also be taken into consideration, and have a bearing 
on whether an allowance can be granted, as well as upon the amount 
which may be granted. Thus, if the disabled person is unmarried, his 
income, including the allowance, must not be in excess of $720.00 per 
year. During the first six months of the administration of this 
program, if the applicant was married, the total combined income of 
applicant and spouse, including the allowance, was not to be in excess 
of $1,200 per year. On January Ist, 1953, however, an amendment 
to the Regulations was put into effect whereby this latter maximum 
for a married applicant and spouse was increased to $1,440. per year. 


With reference to assets, an unmarried person may have $1,000. 
in liquid assets, such as cash, bank accounts, bonds, stocks, and 
mortgages receivable, while a married applicant and spouse may have, 
jointly or severally, $2,000. in such assets. Any liquid assets in excess 
of these amounts must be taken into consideration when determining 
eligibility for the allowance. It should be noted that the ownership 
of real property has no bearing upon the granting of an allowance, 
providing it is used solely as the residence of the applicant, and is 
not producing revenue of any kind. 


Medical evidence determines whether an applicant is both 
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permanently and totally disabled. Each application for the allowance 
must be accompanied by a medical report, completed by the applicant’s 
physician. This medical evidence, together with such other informa- 
tion as may be required, is reviewed by an Advisory Board under 
the chairmanship of a medical doctor. To be eligible for the allow- 
ance, each case must be certified by the Advisory Board as being 
both “permanently and totally disabled,” and these terms are 
interpreted as follows: The applicant must be permanently disabled 
in the sense that the disability cannot be corrected within the 
foreseeable future; and also totally disabled in the sense that because 
of the disability, he or she is unable to carry out the ordinary activities 
of daily living without the assistance of another person. 


It is important to note that this new legislation was not designed 
to replace other forms of public or social assistance programs, either 
on federal or provincial levels. If the disabled person is already 
receiving or entitled to a pension, allowance, or other benefits under 
such legislation as THE WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION ACT, THE MOTHERS’ 
ALLOWANCES ACT, and THE BLIND PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES ACT, or under 
legislation of the Government of Canada pertaining to war veterans 
and their dependents — such a person does not qualify for a disabled 
person’s allowance. There is one notable exception to this general 
rule — namely, disabled persons are not disqualified for these allow- 
ances solely because they have been or are in receipt of public 
assistance through their respective municipalities. 


The main purpose of this new legislation is to provide assistance to 
permanently and totally disabled persons who live in their own homes, 
in the homes of relatives or friends, or in other private dwellings. 
It is a home care program and, consequently, persons who are patients 
in hospitals, sanatoria, or nursing homes, or who reside in institutions 
or establishments of any kind, whether public or private, are not 
eligible under the provisions of the Act and Regulations. 


It is considered that the emphasis which has been placed on home 
care is most important. It was felt that many disabled persons 
throughout this Province could be adequately cared for at home, if 
financial assistance were made available. With the introduction of 
Disabled Persons’ Allowances, it has been hoped that the severe 
pressure upon hospitals and other institutions may be relieved to 
some extent. It is evident, already, that these allowances have made 
it possible for many cases to remain in their homes, rather than to 
seek some form of hospital or institutional care. There is no doubt 
that this trend will continue, and will probably become more significant 
as the program develops. Furthermore, the assistance provided is 
helping to give a measure of security and independence to disabled 
persons themselves, as well as relieving some of the burdens placed 
upon those who must care for them at home. 


Statistical Summary 


During the nine months — July 1st, 1952 to March 31st, 1953 — 
a total of 7,781 applications for allowances was received. Up to March 
31st, 1953, decisions had been reached with respect to 5,508 cases, and 
of this number, 3.672 or 67% had been granted allowances; 1,711 or 
31% were found to be ineligible; and 125 persons, or 27% had either 
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withdrawn their applications, or were deceased before the decision 
had been reached. The expenditure for allowances on behalf of 
disabled persons amounted to $882,752.30 for the nine-month period, 
while an additional $17,464.80 was expended for the medical services 
available to recipients of these allowances. 


During the month of March, 1958, 3,542 persons received allowances 
under this new legislation. The difference between this number and 
the total number of persons who were granted allowances during the 
nine-month period is the result of the death of 56 persons, the 
discontinuance of the allowance in 34 cases who reached the age of 
65 years, and the suspension of the allowance in 40 cases for various 
reasons of ineligibility which occurred after the date of grant. 


In surveying those cases where allowances were granted, it was 
discovered that: 


(1) approximately one-third, or 31% were suffering from 
mental disabilities — that is, either mental deficiency or 
mental illness ; . 


(2) approximately one-quarter or 24% were granted allowances 
because of severe paralytic conditions ; 

(3) one-fifth, or 21% had been diagnosed as suffering from 
severe heart or arthritic conditions; and 

(4) the remainder (24%) were found to be suffering from 
various disabilities such as neurological, deformities, 
epilepsy, non-tuberculosis chest, tumors, tuberculosis, and 
other miscellaneous conditions. 


Indeed, the cases which have been brought to the attention of this 
Branch would undoubtedly include every known type of severe 
disabling condition. 


The introduction of this newest social measure has been of 
assistance in relieving municipalities of some of their welfare 
expenditures. Approximately one-third of our recipients were 
previously maintained with the aid of public assistance on the local 
municipal level. Perhaps even more significant, is the fact that 
about two-thirds had not been in receipt of any type of public 
assistance prior to the granting of Disabled Persons’ Allowances. 


The need for this program may be illustrated by noting that, at 
the date of the granting of allowances, 75% of the cases owned no 
real property or liquid assets of any kind; another 15% had less 
than the value of $1,000. in real or personal property; while only 
10% owned property or assets valued in excess of this amount. 


With reference to the sex of recipients, 48% were male, and 52% 
female. As might be expected, most recipients were unmarried 
persons — 75% being in this category; another 10% were widows, 
widowers, separated and divorced persons, and this group might also 
be classified as unmarried; while the remaining 15% were married. 


This program covers a wide age range, from 18 to 64 years 
inclusive. The more detailed statistics which are given elsewhere 
in this report will reveal that the age distribution of recipients, as of 
the date of the granting of allowances, is fairly even throughout the 
entire range, although there is, of course, a slight preponderance in

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the age group 56 to 64 years. Other statistics will indicate the type 
of municipalities in which recipients were residing, and their living 
accommodation. 


A survey was also made of 1,711 cases which were found to be 
ineligible for assistance during the nine-month period. Of these, 
approximately 60% were not considered to be both permanently and 
totally disabled within the meaning of the Act and Regulations; 
while the remaining 40% were ineligible for other reasons. 


CONCLUSION 


The administration of THE DISABLED PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES ACT 
involves many persons, including the staff who process the cases; 
the Advisory Board which assesses medical evidence; the field workers 
who visit applicants to obtain the detailed information pertinent to 
their applications; and the physicians throughout the Province who 
complete the necessary medical reports for the applicants. The 
combined efforts of all these persons have contributed greatly to the 
development and operation of this program. Special mention must 
also be made of the municipalities and the municipal welfare 
administrators whose excellent co-operation made it possible for the 
Branch to give early attention to those who were most severely 
disabled and in the greatest need of assistance. 


The introduction of THE DISABLED PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES ACT has 
meant recognition of the needs of a group of persons who, for the 
most part, had not previously come within the scope of public welfare. 


It is considered that, in putting this special program for disabled 
persons into effect, one of the most important developments has taken 
place in the history of the social services in Ontario and Canada.

HOMES FOR THE AGED 


Accommodation for aged persons requiring special care is a 
problem of the day. Ontario has experienced unprecedented 
population growth since the war and this, together with the greatly 
increased number of persons over the age of 60, makes it necessary 
for the population at large to provide necessary accommodation and 
services for persons needing care in public homes. Much progress 
has been reported during the fiscal year in meeting the needs of such 
aged persons. 


With the increased ageing population many families are unable to 
cope with the problem of aged members who require care not available 
in their homes. This has resulted in an increased demand for care 
in homes for the aged. 
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Population statistics show the need for a comprehensive building 
programme as already initiated. The population of Ontario has increased 


111% from 1901 to 1951 while persons sixty years and over have increased 
218%. 


This increase is of vast importance to welfare planning, as recent 
studies confirm that the mounting economic insecurity and anxiety 
arising therefrom increase with age, and the results of these social 
hazards often lead to physical and mental deterioration. THE HOMES 
FOR THE AGED ACT, THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT, and THE 
ELDERLY PERSONS HOUSING AID ACT, are intended to assist in relieving 
this problem. 


THE HOMES FOR THE AGED ACT 


This act assists municipalities financially in providing care to meet 
a growing need by making available a provincial grant of 50% of 
the cost of constructing, equipping and furnishing new homes, or 
additions or extensions to existing homes; and it also provides for 
reimbursement to the extent of 50% of the net cost of maintaining and 
operating homes. Municipalities are now able to approach the problem 
of long waiting lists, overcrowding, and inadequate facilities with 
the assurance of this assistance from the province. 


The Department of Public Welfare consultant architect is available 
to discuss the planning of new construction. A master building 
plan geared to economic factors and specifically related to the needs 
of the aged provides a flexible framework by which municipalities 
can meet the present demands for such services, and progressively 
expand their facilities to meet further needs. This planning service 
has proved of great value to many municipalities. The extent of the 
building programme under The Homes for the Aged Act is as follows:

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The new programme provides for a bed patients unit in all homes 
for the aged built since 1949, providing care for those confined or 
semi-confined to bed but not requiring care in an active treatment 
hospital. Many beds in general hospitals are now occupied by elderly 
persons who could be cared for in homes for the aged, thus releasing 
much needed hospital beds for persons requiring medical and surgical 
treatment. The provision for bed patients in homes for the aged 
means a substantial saving to all concerned, plus greater personalized 
care. 


Many persons, bed patients of long standing in homes for the aged, 
have been re-activated and are now able to be out of bed. Some are 
now receiving care in the normal care units, and in one home it has 
been reported that one or two residents have been re-activated and 
discharged from the home. At the close of 1952 approximately four 
hundred beds have been made available for residents classified as bed 
patients. These facilities are occupied almost as soon as they become 
available, and in most homes there are waiting lists for persons 
requiring this type of care. 

The trend of the individual resident to pay his way is steadily 
growing. THE HOMES FOR THE AGED ACT emphasizes the need for 
care rather than financial assistance in the eligibility requirements 
for admission to a home and this is tending to dissipate the stigma 
of indigency of residents. 


THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT 

THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT seeks to encourage participation 
of religious, fraternal, and other private welfare organizations in 
dealing with problems of older people, and to give recognition in 
the importance of their work in the community. There are forty- 
three of these homes operating under this Act. 

The development of construction programmes by these important 
groups are encouraged by a grant of $1,000 per bed. The response 
to this is shown in the following table:

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In addition to the provincial grant on new construction, charitable 
institutions receive 10c per day for each resident in their homes for 
the aged, and starting January Ist, 1953, this will be increased to 20c 
per day per resident, thus doubling the present provincial grant. 


During 1952 homes operating under this Act had a total of 
1,154,337 resident days. The provincial grant to charitable institutions 
in 1952 at 10c per day amounted to $115,433.70 and this will be 
approximately doubled during 1953 due to the increase in the 
provincial grant mentioned above. 


THE ELDERLY PERSONS HOUSING AID ACT 


The recent provincial legislation to assist municipalities in any 
project for the construction and equipment of low rental housing units 
for elderly persons is provided in THE ELDERLY PERSONS HOUSING AID 
ACT, under which the province makes a grant calculated at the rate of 
$500 for each dwelling unit, or 50% of the capital cost of the project to 
the municipality, whichever is the lesser. 


It is hoped that this legislation may encourage municipalities to 
take responsibility for the construction of low rental housing under 
THE NATIONAL HOUSING ACT, (CANADA), and thus greatly assist in 
relieving the financial worries of those elderly persons whose incomes 
are inadequate to meet today’s rents. 


Three municipalities have already constructed low rental housing 
units for their older persons who can look after their own abode, 
and several others are contemplating such projects. 


Many people are involved in the care and treatment of aged persons 
under the three Acts mentioned. There is now a much greater 
understanding of the problems by the general public, and an increasing 
co-operation between public and private officials and the Department. 


The co-operation of the many persons assisting the Homes for the 
Aged Branch in their aims is greatly appreciated. This applies 
particularly to those municipalities operating in the public field, and 
the many individuals who give so generously of their time in the 
private field. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF BRANCH 


During the fiscal year 1952-53 the gross expenditure for Direct 
Relief under THE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT was $5,334,494. — The 
Province contributed $2,831,241 of this amount, and the municipali- 
ties in the Province paid the balance. Accounts were submitted to 
the Department by 585 or 63.8 per cent of the 924 organized 
municipalities. In accordance with the Act and Regulations, the 
cost of relief assistance granted by the municipalities was shared on 
a 50-50 basis with the Province, while in unorganized areas the 
Province assumed the total cost. 


Due mainly to the transfer of relief cases to the Old Age Assistance 
program, the number of persons receiving relief in the 65-70 age 
group decreased from 1,419 in March, 1952, to 589 in March, 1953, 
a decrease of 58.5 per cent. 
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The problem of locating the heads of families who applied for aid 
because they had been deserted received special consideration during 
the year. Through the co-operative efforts of provincial and municipal 
authorities, a reasonable number of these absconding persons were 
located with the result that through court action, reconciliations and 
other adjustments, a considerable number were removed from the 
Relief rolls. 


Persons receiving incapacitation allowances who, under the Act, 
could be suitably trained were given rehabilitation courses to fit them 
for gainful employment in order that they might become self-support- 
ing. A considerable number of those receiving Incapacitation Allow- 
ances were transferred to Disabled Persons’ Allowances during this 
period. Handicapped persons who might become self-sustaining with 
the use of prosthetic appliances were supplied with same to assist 
them in their difficulties. 


Recipients of Unemployment Relief assistance have been entitled 
to receive free medical aid from doctors of their own choice, either 
in their own homes or the doctors’ offices. 


The Branch received numerous requests from municipalities for 
guidance in various problems pertaining to welfare in general, all of 
which received prompt attention with the co-operation of the 
Provincial District Welfare Administrators and Supervisors. 


Grateful acknowledgement is extended to the municipalities for 
their co-operation in making possible assistance to persons in 
necessitous circumstances. 


Civil Defence (Welfare) 


A Director of Civil Defence Welfare Services was appointed April 
1, 1952, following which a Provincial Civil Defence Welfare 
Committee representing nine major welfare organizations was 
organized. This Committee has met each month to help consider and 
formulate a Province-wide Civil Defence Welfare plan. 


A large number of key personnel from various municipalities have 
attended Federal Civil Defence training courses in Ottawa. In 
addition, general Civil Defense courses have been conducted by the 
Branch throughout the Province in nine cities and towns and in 
twelve municipalities. Most major cities and towns which are 
organized for Civil Defence within the Province have been visited 
and addresses given to interested groups including service clubs, 
welfare agencies, municipal groups and church organizations. 


The principal task at present is the organization of mutual aid, 
mobile support and reception areas. A mutual aid areas is the area 
within a distance of fifty miles of a designated target area which 
would give immediate aid to a stricken municipality during disaster. 
A mobile supportand reception area is outside the fifty mile limit and 
would enact the role of a sustaining supply and evacutation area. 


Civil defence is becoming understood by the genera! public as a 
great volunteer service which may be of inestimable value to meet 
the problems of major disasters in peace and war. 
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CHILD WELFARE BRANCH 


The major purpose of the fifty-three Children’s Aid Societies in 
Ontario is to assist parents who are in difficulty to care properly for 
their own children in their own homes. Where acceptable care is 
not possible it is the function of these Societies and the forty-seven 
child caring and placing organizations to assure suitable substitute 
homes through adoption, boarding home and institutional placement. 
Through financial support, consultation and standard setting, the 
Province assists these organizations to establish effective services. 


Children’s Aid Services 


Economic depression followed by war gave rise to marked increases 
in the child population, in demands for services to this population 
and in the general cost of living, all of which have caused child 
welfare costs not only to increase but to multiply. ((Refer to chart 
entitled CHILDREN’S AID COSTS). 





The Minister, wishing an independent assessment of these develop- 
ments, appointed in 1951 a committee on child care and adoption 
services which in 1953 reported, (1) that the large number of 
children maintained in temporary homes at public expense was not 
in the interests of the children nor of the people as a whole and (2) 
that, if efforts on behalf of children in their own homes and efforts 
to place children on adoption were increased, the people would be 
better served and eventual financial savings might be expected. 


Although Children’s Aid Societies have been assisting more children 
to remain in their own homes and placing more children on adoption 
(Table I,) their efforts, which might be expected to reduce the 
number of children in care, have been offset by the increasing number 
of children who, as temporary wards, have been newly committed 
and for longer periods recommended to public care. (Table II) The 
net result has been that the total number of children maintained at 
public expense has tended to stabilize rather than decrease. (Table III.)

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It was clear when adjustments were made for inflation and 
increases in population that the basic costs of Children’s Aid services 
were continuing to rise, and that as more of the funds available for 
all services were used for services to children in the care of the 
Societies, fewer funds were available for adoption and for use in 
keeping children in their own homes. 


Finally the major factors contributing to this basic rise in costs 
appeared to be: 


(1) a higher proportion of children in the total population; 

(2) a higher proportion of the population committed to the 
Societies ; 

(3) an increased demand for quality and quantity of services; 

(4) ashortage of personnel; 

(5) ashortage of foster homes; and 


(6) a shortage of funds for adoption services and services to 
children in their own homes. 


It seemed evident, therefore, that if the efforts of the Societies to 
maintain and establish permanent parental relationships for children, 
and the attempts to keep expenditures at a minimum were to be really 
effective, certain fundamental changes would be necessary. 


Accordingly, the Minister appointed late in 1952 a committee to 
recommend revisions to the child welfare legislation which it was 
hoped might assist Societies to stem the increasing committals to 
wardship and eventually the rising costs. 


Institutional Services 


During the year the number of days’ care provided for mothers, 
children and youth in institutions throughout the Province declined 
from 809,988 days to 769,320. This is in line with the slow but steady 
decrease in the use of the institution as a method of caring for large 
numbers of children, and is in keeping with the modern concept of 
providing institutional care on a short-term as opposed to a long-term 
custodial basis. The fact that the decline in days’ care was accompanied 
by a slight increase in the number of mothers and children served, 
provides a further illustration of this point. 


The establishment of Warrendale (Newmarket), with a capacity 
of 15 beds, as an institution for the treatment of disturbed girls, and 
the designation of Ingles House (Toronto), with a capacity of 9 beds, 
as a charitable institution, are specific examples of the trend towards 
the provision of individual treatment in small institutions. 


Conclusion 


Children’s services have improved largely as the result of co-opera- 
tion between the Children’s Aid Societies, the institutions and their 
associations, the School of Social Work, the municipalities, the Courts 
and the Provincial Government. 


The percentage of children committed to public care and the length 
of time they may so remain will be reduced by closer co-operation and 
increased capital investment for services to children in their own 
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homes and to those in need of adoption. Improved community resources 
such as recreational and psychiatric services will also aid this 
purpose. 


The returns on such investments will undoubtedly include a 
reduction to the taxpayer in the cost of services to children. 


DAY NURSERIES 


During the year, the branch gave supervision to 287 day nurseries. 
Of this total number, licenses were granted to 208, and 46 closed (of 
which 9 had been licensed), thus leaving 42 nurseries unlicensed on 
May 31, 1953. 


PUBLIC DAY NURSERIES — Thirty-two day nurseries received 
provincial municipal grants during this period. Of these, 22 nurseries 
offered a full day program suited to the needs of the working mother. 
The remaining 10 gave a half-day program providing supervised 
social contacts and an educational program varying with the age of 
the children. 


The public day nurseries are an outgrowth of the war-time provision 
of day care in order to enable mothers to contribute to the war effort 
through employment in essential industry. Experience in administer- 
ing such programs indicated the importance of maintaining a good 
standard of health and safety in the nurseries. It was also found 
that trained personnel were able to offer a program which was of 
positive benefit to the children. 


While only ten per cent of the nurseries in the province are operated 
by a public agency, thirteen per cent are operated by the parents as 
co-operative non-profit ventures; thirty-six per cent are operated by 
private agencies and forty-one per cent by private individuals. It will 
thus be seen that there are many ways in which nurseries can be 
carried on. 


The age range varies from two to six years of age. A very few 
children under two years of age are given day care while their mothers 
work. The number of such children is now very limited, as mothers 
are encouraged to find foster day care for such children if it is 
imperative that day care be provided. Children over two years of 
age are mature enough to benefit greatly from a group program. 


In districts where there are no kindergarten under a school board, 
five year old children make up the majority attending the nurseries. 
Hence the opportunity is provided for parents who are particularly 
concerned about the lack of kindergarten facilities to arrange for 
them for their own children. 


STANDARDS IN DAY NURSERIES — Under the regulations of THE 
DAY NURSERIES ACT, all these type of nurseries are required to comply 
with a minimum standard directed towards safeguarding the well- 
being of the children enrolled. That such standards are necessary is 
revealed by the fact that every nursery has had to make certain . 
changes in its premises, equipment or program before becoming 
eligible for a licence. Over eighty per cent of nurseries are now 
licensed. About ten per cent of nurseries are still below standard, 
and are receiving careful attention from the branch. The remaining 
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ten per cent have recently applied and are proceeding to a licence 
through the necessary steps. 


The more than seven thousand children attending nursery school, 
day nurseries or kindergartens in their formative years benefit in 
many ways. Their health is constantly supervised, remedial defects 
are noticed early, and they are protected by immunization from many 
contagious diseases. In the all day program, they learn good eating 
and sleeping habits. The period of vigorous outdoor play is excellent 
for developing their muscles and improving appetites. 


Pre-school children are too young to be taught reading or number 
work, but they learn many habits and attitudes which lay a good 
foundation for school learning. They learn to co-operate with their 
teachers, to work and play happily with other children, and to enjoy 
and put effort into new tasks. They develop a confidence in their 
own powers of learning and solving problems which is valuable in 
the school situation. 


Many nurseries also have an active program for parents, thus 
fulfilling their role of being not a substitute but a supplement for 
the home. 


One of the most satisfactory aspects of the work of this branch 
has been the willingness on the part of the directors of nurseries to 
meet the required standards. They have shown a desire to put the 
welfare of the children in the nursery above the financial gains 
attending low standards. They have been eager for help in finding out 
how to arrange the best possible program for the children. 


It is a pleasure to take this opportunity to express our thanks to 
the municipal officials in the seventy-three centres in the province 
where nurseries are located for the unfailing co-operation they have 
given in the work of this branch. In particular, the medical officers 
of health and municipal fire chiefs have given much time to seeing 
that standards are maintained in each nursery. 
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FIELD SERVICES BRANCH 


The Field Services Branch was established April 1, 1952 to 
consolidate and amplify the investigational and servicing require- 
ments of the Mothers’ Allowances and Old Age Assistance Branches, 
and later, the Disabled Persons’ Allowances Branch established in 
July, 1952. Also, since February, 1952, investigational services have 
been rendered the Department of National Health and Welfare in 
regard to Old Age Security referrals made by them. 


During the fiscal year, six additional district welfare offices were 
established in Southern Ontario, making a total of twelve throughout 
the Province, further to consolidate the field services and to make 
them more available to the public at the local level. Thus, by the end 
of the year under review, all but five of the proposed seventeen district 
welfare offices had been established. 


Because of the reduction in the total case-load due to the transfer 
of the Old Age Pension case-load to the Department of National 
Health and Welfare, it was possible to reduce the number of field 
workers to 107, and, at the same time, reduce the average case-load 
per worker. Three refresher courses were held during the year, at 
the Parliament Buildings, for field workers throughout the Province, 
and five Supervisors and four field workers were given in-service 
training. District Welfare Supervisors attended the Welfare 
Officers’ Association Annual Meeting held in Brantford, May 1952. 


A supervisor of Welfare Field Services was appointed in September, 
1952 to inter-knit the inside and outside requirements of the Depart- 
ment in relation to field services. In addition, in-service training was 
continued at the district level. Pamphlets, literature, and bulletins 
continued to be distributed to field staff to keep them currently 
informed of their duties and responsibilities. 


Some 141,269 visits were made by the field workers during the 
year, establishing and maintaining personal contact with applicants 
for beneficiaries of Disabled Persons’ Allowances, Mothers’ Allow- 
ances, Blind Persons’ Allowances and Old Age Assistance.

Sir: 


It is my privilege to give herewith a report on the opera- 
tions of the Soldiers’ Aid Commission for the fiscal year 
1952-53. 


I regret to record the untimely passing of Commissioner 
R. F. Baker, D.C.M. 


I wish to deal particularly with the Kathleen Hammond 
Fund at this time. This bequest was received in 1922 and 
amounted to approximately $200,000.00. During the life 
of the fund war widows have received— 


Assistance to the extent of $186,487.00 
and there remains in the fund 
as of April Ist, $197,182.14 


From this account $8,331.55 was expended in grants in 
the year 1951-52 while in the year covered by this report 
the amount has fallen to $2,645.47 or $3,388.79 less than 
the annual income from the estate. This is accounted for 
in great measure by two important factors: 


(a) more thorough investigation of requests for aid, 

(b) the policy adopted by the Commission of refusing 
regular monthly grants. The Commissioners are 
firmly of the opinion that aid from funds such as 
this should be of a nature to assist temporary 
difficulty or that will terminate a condition of 
distress and place the applicant on her feet. 


At this point I stress the fact that no deserving widow is 
refused adequate aid to meet an unexpected emergency and 
there is no delay in handling application, machinery exists 
to make an immediate grant. If the permanent staff be- 
lieve such action necessary a Commissioner is always avail- 
able to give the necessary authority. If human errors have 
crept in to the administration they have been on the side 
of leniency. 


It is requested that consideration be given to securing 
the necessary legislation to enable the Commission to grant 
aid to widows of soldiers who were killed in action or died 
as a result of war service in World War I and any subse- 
quent war declared or undeclared in which this country 
may have forces engaged. It is the feeling of the Commis- 
sion that the intent of Kathleen Hammond was to help

alleviate distress caused by war. She could not have fore- 
seen or conceived of there being a future war as, in common 
with most other people, she must have believed the war was 
a disaster that could not again happen. 


A portion of the pertinent clause of the Hammond Will 
states: “—to do with young war widows who were left 
widows by the War and in need of help.” It is, in the 
opinion of the present Commissioners, just as logical to 
believe that the intent of the Testatrix was to confine as- 
sistance to widows of an age that could be construed as 
“young” as it is to believe that had she foreseen future war 
she would have confined her assistance to those afflicted 
by World War I. 


It may be argued that rates of pay, gratuities, allowances, 
and all other matters affecting the financial status of the 
serving soldier today are immeasurably better than those 
which existed in World War I and the argument cannot be 
refuted but the financial circumstances in which widows of 
soldiers killed in action today are very little changed from 
those which existed in World War I, in fact, they are un- 
changed as all widows who have entitlement are treated 
equally. 

Administration expense has decreased $3,400.00 from the 
previous year. 


The following is a break-down of grants made during 
the year under review. It is pointed out that of the grants 
refused, a number were considered worthy but not within 
the scope of the Commission’s terms of reference. In each 
such case the applicant was referred to the proper 
authority.

struction activities provided greater employment to our citizens than 

at any time in history. These prosperous times have been decidedly 
helpful in maintaining stable expenditures for welfare purposes. The 
total Departmental expenditures did increase over the preceding year by 
$1,853,804. This increase, however, was largely due to the funds required 
by Disabled Persons’ Allowance Branch, which accounted for 96 per cent 
of the overall increase. Other programmes were comparatively constant 
in expenditures, with no decided increases or decreases.

In all our welfare programmes greater emphasis was placed on ad- 
ministrative features. The Field Services Branch is now operating through- 
out the Provinces in local regional offices, effectively decentralizing much 
of the work. A reduction in administrative problems within the Parliament 
Buildings has been noted. Field Workers made some 139,565 calls to 
persons residing in every nook and cranny of the Province, collecting and 
preparing information for reports. The Field Services Branch, of course, 
is mainly concerned with the administration of Mothers’ Allowances, Old 
Age Assistance, and allowances for the Blind and Disabled Persons. Where 
indicated, more frequent visits are made to those requiring additional 
attention. 


Mothers’ Allowances expenditures showed a decrease of $201,555. 
Much of this drop occurs as a result of discontinuing allowances to some 
mothers who were engaged in full-time employment. _Efforts to locate 
deserted husbands proved successful, and caused a reduction of 20 per cent 
of these cases previously qualifying under the desertion section of the Act. 
Supplementary allowances, beyond the basic rate, were granted to — 
averaged 35.88 per cent of the beneficiaries during the year at a cost 0 
$544,104. An additional outlay during the cold months for fuel costs 
amounted to $470,339. 

The rendering of assistance payments to Mothers’ Allowances cases 


on a budgetary basis would eliminate the need for supplementary and fuel 
allowances. Additional expenditures would be necessary (including ad- 
ministration) to install this method of payment. Information is thus being 
acquired for your later consideration of a change in policy. 


The major shareable programme, Old Age Assistance, showed a slow 
upward trend in numbers with an increase of $217,973 in cost over the 
previous year. The favourable economic conditions proved to be surpris- 
ingly good to persons in the age range 65 to 69 years. All other Provinces 
in Canada had a higher ratio of cases qualifying for this form of aid. 


The high level of employment, with income from this and other 
sources, made it unnecessary for seven out of eight persons in this age group 
to require aid in the form of Old Age Assistance on the basis of existing 
policies. Nevertheless, it would be timely for the Government of Canada 
(who establish nationwide regulations) to raise the allowable income to a 
more realistic maximum. This would give some advantage to a number of 
border-line cases. 


Disabled Persons’ Allowances, the new programme introduced in 
Canada by Ontario, was in complete operation and the processing of 
cases was carried out with a minimum of delay. The medical advisory 
board had the difficult task of medical assessment of cases in conformity 
with the Act. Our doctors, who render the necessary decisions regarding 
the total and permanent disability of applicants, have treated all cases with 
much understanding and consistency. 


This most acceptable form of aid, available now to a group who were 
lost sight of for so many years, is primarily a home care project. The 
vast majority of persons receiving Disabled Persons’ Allowances live with 
relatives. 


Interest has centred in the reports of Committees you appointed to 
study child welfare matters. The first committee dealt with adoption 
methods and procedures, and resu!ted in several measures being introduced 
towards improved adoption practices. Among them was the appointment of 
a specialist in adoption to assist Children’s Aid Societies in the treatment 
of these cases. In addition, a central registry of adoptable children is being 
maintained in our Child Welfare Branch for the use of the societies. 


Of major importance, a new consolidated Child Welfare Act resulted 
from the study carried out by a representative committee to review legislation 
pertaining to children. This modern Act will replace three previous Acts 
commencing January Ist, 1955. All children requiring protection and 
proper care may now have ample legal safeguards. 


In the year under review, a consolidation of functions was carried on 
in the Department to provide for improved administrative practices. The 
personnel of the Department attempted by all means possible to facilitate the 
processing of cases and to give more careful assessment and treatment to 
the various causes of dependency. 


The use of tabulating machines is a proper means of economic and 
efficient management in the processing of cases. These electrical accounting 
machines print the cheques, and reduce the need for detailed manual 
operations. 


An appalling accumulation of paper involving the administration of the 


various Acts develops with time. You, Sir, will know that, over the years, 
millions of miscellaneous papers relating to cases and the incidental docu- 
ments in their continuing treatment have been acquired. Filing and storage 
facilities have been taxed to overflowing. 


Action was long overdue in the destruction of a huge volume of files 
and papers. Some 300,000 files, with approximately 8,000,000 dust-laden 
and dog-eared papers have served all useful purpose and have now been 
destroyed. It is probably as well that these records of human adversity 
be forgotten. 


We have taken advantage of modern methods by progressively micro- 
filming essential data that require permanency. This operation has per- 
mitted us to retain certain reports, documents, memoranda, historical and 
other records within a minimum space. Microfilming has been mainly con- 
fined to The Child Welfare Branch where files have been in use from as 
early as 1893. 


The tragedies and despair recounted in all these files include stories 
of broken lives — every phase of ill-luck, ill-health, and emotional distress. 
These thousands of persons have, nevertheless, benefited by financial treat- 
ment and kindly counsel. 


A form is stated to be a printed or typed document with blank spaces 
for insertion of information. At the last count, before establishing a com- 
mittee of departmental executives to study the problem, we had some 500 
forms for all purposes. Either from habit or convenience, forms answer the 
purpose of every action, judgment, and decision. Forms are somewhat 
insidious and highly tentacled. A primary form stimulates a chain reaction 
covering both a static and continuing situation. 


Paper work is an indispensable operation in a department treating many 
thousands of individuals. A flow of reports and records, all involving 
forms, is essential to proper calculations and decisions, as all pertinent in- 
formation must be studied. It is one of the fine arts of administrative prac- 
tice to service appropriately these necessary functions. A trained and ade- 
quate staff is required, together with space, equipment and supplies. 


Progress in reducing the volume of paper-work is being reported. 
The committee is producing a more orderly set of forms — consolidating 
some and dispensing with others. Without losing the advantages of neces- 
sary information and recording, it is now possible to save many thousands 
of hours previously spent in duplicated effort. It is a painstaking task 


pointing to surer approaches with economical effort. 


Where elimination and consolidation of forms occur in the Public 
Assistance Branches, however, new forms appear from another source. 
The Child Welfare Branch, as a result of its new Act, has produced almost 
100 official forms and the end is not in sight. Over half a million printed 
papers are now available to serve the courts, Department, and Children’s 
Aid Societies. Forms are sometimes recognized as the “tools” to carry out 
casework, legal, statistical, and other features in administering aid to our 
clientele. Legal advice was given in the preparation of the forms, but, a 
further study will be undertaken in connection with the multitude of forms 
newly introduced, to see whether the paper processing of Child Welfare 
cases can be reduced. 


At the close of the year there were 403 personnel in the Department. 


The highest number on the staff was 525 in 1950. All members of the 
Department, in keeping with policy, attempt to give every benefit of the 
doubt to those who apply for services. The Directors of each of the 
Branches are giving very specialized and valuable attention to the ad- 
ministration of the Acts and Regulations coming within their responsibility. 


In passing, I should say that administrative expenditures are being 
maintained at a reasonable rate. For categorical assistance the percentage 
of administrative cost was 6.03 per cent and the similar cost for the re- 
mainder of the programme was correspondingly low. 


I attach the reports of the Directors in a new form this year, all of 
which contain three sections (1) Director’s Report, (2) Statistics, and (3) 
Financial. The presentation of departmental operations provides every 
feature of the job completed during the year. I believe each phase of the 
work will be more understandable with inclusion of suitable charts, graphs, 
and tables. 


More frequent staff meetings of Directors are held to give effect to 
new policies and understanding of inter-related activities. As a result of 
discussions, a number of committees have been formed to give specific 
study to matters which reflect administrative procedures and research. 


I should like to express appreciation to several public and semi- 
public organizations functioning in Ontario—notably The Municipal Wel- 
fare Officers Association of Ontario, The Association of Children’s Aid 
Societies, and the Ontario Welfare Council. Associations of this type serve 
the public capably and proffer co-operation to the Department in every 
manner in advancement of programmes. 


Your ever ready assistance in carrying out the policies of the Govern- 


ment is valued. All of this direction has strengthened the manner in which 
aid is rendered to our citizens.

DISABLED PERSONS’ ALLOWANCES BRANCH 


al IS THE SECOND REPORT of the Disabled Persons’ Allowances 


Branch, and it covers a full twelve-month period. 


Under The Disabled Persons’ Allowances Act of Ontario, many severely 
disabled persons throughout the province are receiving allowances to assist 
them to remain in their own homes, or in the homes of relatives or friends, 
rather than to seek some form of institutional care. This type of assistance, 
which was the first of its kind to be developed in Canada, is granted to 
persons in the age group 18 to 64 years inclusive, who are totally and per- 
manently disabled by reason of physical or mental disabilities, and who are 


without means of support. 


At the beginning of the fiscal year under review, 3,542 persons were 
in receipt of these allowances. By the end of the twelve-month period (i.e., 
at March 31, 1954) the number of recipients had increased to 5,554, — an 
increase of 56.8%. This latter number represents approximately two persons 
per 1,000 of the general population in Ontario in the age group 18 to 64 
years inclusive. The total expenditure for allowances amounted to $2,492,- 
860.18; while an additional $62,146.35 was expended for the medical services 
which recipients are entitled to receive under this program. All expenditures 
for allowances, medical services and administration were met entirely by the 


Province of Ontario.

Statistical Summary 


From the statistical tables which follow this report the following data

Decisions were reached on 5,421 new applications. Of this number, 
2,657 persons, or 49%, were granted allowances; 2,632, or 48%, were 
found to be ineligible; while the remaining 132 cases, or 3%, either 
withdrew their applications or were deceased before the grants had 
been made. 


A total of 6,256 disabled persons were in receipt of allowances during 
the twelve-month period. Allowances were discontinued in 301 cases 
when they reached age 65 years and become eligible for Old Age 
Assistance; 207 persons died; and 194 cases were suspended for various 
reasons of ineligibility which occurred after the date of grant. As of 
March 31, 1954, the caseload amounted to 5,554 persons. 


The disabilities of the new cases granted allowances during the year 
may be classified as follows: 


(a) over one-third (37%) were suffering from mental disabilities — 
either mental deficiency or mental illness; 


(b) approximately 22% were diagnosed as suffering from chronic 
heart or arthritic conditions; 


(c) 15% were granted allowances because of various severe paralytic 
conditions; and 


(d) the remainder, 36%, were classified under various disabilities 
such as neurological, epilepsy, deformities, tumors, non-tuber- 
culous chest, and other miscellaneous conditions. 


the age distribution of the new cases was fairly even throughout the 
range 18 to 55 years, the highest percentage occurring in the age groups 
56-60 years (12.8%), and 61-64 years (19.2%). Other tables reveal 
further data with reference to the above cases, and percentage compari- 
sons are made between the year under review and the previous fiscal 
period. 


A survey of the 2,632 cases which were found to be ineligible for 


allowances shows that approximately 75% were not considered to be both 
totally and permanently disabled, within the meaning of the Act and Regula- 
tions, while the remaining 25% were ineligible for other reasons. 


At the end of this fiscal year, the Disabled Persons Allowances Branch 


had been in operation for one year and nine months. The social services of 
Ontario have been strengthened considerably through the development of 
this welfare program, and many of our disabled citizens are finding a definite 
measure of independence and security.

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MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES BRANCH 


Qualifications Liberalized 


Despite the fact that the second world war has been followed by 
9 years of unparalleled economic activity and stability, the Department 
has found it necessary to continually review its legislation in order to 
widen and improve its services. In this light it is interesting to notice 
some of the major changes brought into effect during the past ten years. 


1. Residence qualifications have been reduced in Ontario from two 
years to one year. 

2. Applicants need no longer be British Subjects. 

3. Special assistance grants may now be paid to foster mothers. 

4. Children may receive benefits until 18 years of age if still attend- 
ing school, whereas previously the age limit was 16. 

5. The permanently unemployable husband can now be included in 
the allowance as a dependant. 

6. The period of desertion has been reduced from 3 years to one 
year. 

7. The basic rate to mothers and foster mothers has been increased 
by approximatly 40%. 

8. A general basic rate for counties, cities, towns, and districts has 
been established. 

9. The payment of Special Assistance of $20 a month to meet emer- 
gent needs has been provided. 


Scope of Programme 


Mothers’ Allowances Legislation first came into effect in 1920 for the 
purpose of aiding mothers left in a difficult financial situation through the 
death or incapacitation of the husband. Since that time there has been 
a continual demand upon the Branch to assist mothers who would other- 
wise have an insufficient income to give themselves and their children ade- 
quate food, clothing, and education. For instance, during the past fiscal 
year there has been, on the average, 270 new applications per month from 
mothers who desire this type of assistance. This is strong evidence for the 
need of a Provincial Mothers’ Allowances Programme. Widowed mothers, 
since the first Act, have always composed a major proportion of the case 
load, although the Act has broadened considerably during 34 years to 
include deserted, divorced and foster mothers. These classifications form 
less than 50% of the total case load; thus the original intent of the Act, 
designed to give assistance to widowed mothers, is still in operation. 


Decline in Case Load 


__ During the past fiscal year 1953-54 there has been a significant drop 
in the number of family cases handled by the Mothers’ Allowances Branch, 


in comparison to the 1952-53 total. The decrease, which is 12.57%, can 
be explained only by economic factors — a sizeable number of mothers 
is now able to earn sufficient income to support themselves without a 
Government Allowance. Despite the decline in the number of families 
receiving an allowance, the net per capita case load which is the average 
rate paid to a family, has increased 14.8% over the past three years. 
During the year under review an average monthly allowance of $72.37 
was. paid whereas in 1951 the rate was $63.01. These figures indicate 
that the government is continuing in its efforts to restore self-sufficiency 
to families while at the same time increasing payments to those who are 
still in need of assistance. 


Foster Mothers 


The past fiscal year has witnessed several changes in legislation. One 
step in this direction was the move which now makes it permissible for 
the permanently unemployable father of foster children to receive an 
allowance of $10.00 per month if he resides in the home with the children. 
Foster families have been a major concern of the government since 1921, 
when legislation first provided for their welfare. Through the years the 
financial problem involved in giving children a foster home has been 
alleviated by: 


(1) increasing rates paid to beneficiaries, and 
(2) gradually loosening the eligibility restrictions. 


Foster children, who, in many cases, might have become institutional 
charges, are given the opportunity of a normal home life through the 
medium of this assistance. 


Fuel Allowances 


The second major change was the granting of fuel allowances on a 
more uniform basis by abolishing the old rate of payment based on the 
size and construction of the house. A maximum rate of $24.00 per month 
may now be granted to beneficiaries depending upon the actual fuel need 
of the household. This move is designed to give families a more personal 
service which may have been denied them under the former, more rigid 
system of payment. 


Verification of Vital Statistics 


The third major change put into effect during the past year was the 
amendment to the Mothers’ Allowance regulations which permitted a broader 
interpretation of the type of evidence which could be accepted for birth, 
marriage and death records. The Director has been given authority to use 
the services of the Advisory Board to review cases that present special cir- 
cumstances. This is of particular help to New Canadians, who, for the most 
part, were unable to bring proper records with them from their European 
homelands. All in all, the effect has been to include many applicants who 
may otherwise have been denied the benefits of Mothers’ Allowances assist- 


ance on technical grounds. 


Desertion Cases | 

-. One of the most serious social situations facing society to-day is ee 
of the mother with young children who has been deserted by her ugha. 
This problem was particularly alarming in the immediate post-war yea 
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when many fathers discharged from the Services found it difficult to adjust 
to a normal home life. This situation, therefore, was not too different to that 
which existed immediately following the first world war which produced a 
relatively high proportion of desertion cases. In the original Mothers’ 
Allowance Legislation the husband had to be unreported for a period of 
five years prior to the granting of an allowance. There has been a gradual 
reduction in the length of time in this restriction—in 1935 the period was 
reduced to three years and in 1946 to one year. From 1946 to 1952 at 
least 925 deserted mothers received monthly allowance for the support of 
their dependants. Every effort was made to give these mothers and children 
as much assistance as possible. The last two years, however, have seen a 
significant decrease in the number of desertion cases requiring provincial 
aid. The size of the drop has been a very encouraging 23%, a trend which 
should be maintained in future years, barring any major social upheaval. 
This most recent development is due to present day social and economic 
stability making it easier for ex-service men and many young husbands to 
adapt themselves to the demands of family life. Naturally it is the children 
who benefit most from this decline in desertion cases, since fewer are denied 
the values of a complete and happy home life. 


Appeals 


When the Commission was replaced by the Director in 1952, it was felt 
that a separate appeals group should be created to help handle appeal cases 
alone and who would not be concerned with the receiving of applications. 
This was regarded as necessary in view of the fact that the variety of opinions 
previously afforded by the Commission was now lacking. In our annual re- 
port in 1952-53 the special appeals group was forecast and the past fiscal 
year has seen this come into effect. Three senior officials of the Branch 
appointed by the Director meet at least once a week to discuss contentious 
cases in order to give them the same consideration as pertained under the 
Mothers’ Allowances Commission. 


Medical Benefits 


A very important, although less publicized feature of the Mothers’ 
Allowance Programme, is the free medical care provided to beneficiaries. 
Through an agreement with the Ontario Medical Welfare Board, the Province 
paid out almost $300,000.00 for families on the Mothers’ Allowance list 
needing medical assistance last year. This arrangement is of incalculable 
aid to the many families who would find it financially difficult to afford 
proper medical care. 


Summary 


The Branch is continually attempting to shape its aims and policies 
in the light of changing conditions. During periods of relatively high 
economic prosperity, it is possible to revamp and systematize procedure in 
an effort to give a more complete personal service to beneficiaries. It is 
only through such constant adjustment that the Department has maintained 
through the years one of the finest welfare programmes in the country. In- 
dicative of the quality of the programme is the high rates paid to bene- 
ficiaries and the more lenient qualifications to be met by applicants. The 
result is that 15,000 children in the province were enabled to receive ade- 
quate food, clothing, education, and a full opportunity to step into life un- 
hindered by economic misfortune. : 


Appreciation 


The success of the Mothers’ Allowance programme is largely due to the 
the effort of the staff of this Branch and to the well organized group of 
Field Workers all over the province. The efficient processing of cases 
by the staff and the enthusiasm which the Field Workers have shown in 
gathering relevant data are both highly appreciated by the Director. Thanks 
must also be tended to Welfare Administrators in the various municipalities, 
to Superintendents of local Childrens’ Aid Societies, and to the various 
representatives of welfare agencies throughout the province. Their co- 
operation over the years has been of utmost importance to the smooth 
functioning of the programme.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Introduction 


The Old Age Assistance and Blind Persons’ Allowances programmes 
are administered by the Province under joint federal-provincial agreements. 
Financial assistance up to a maximum of $40 a month is provided to 
persons in the 65-69 year age group who can meet the conditions set out 
in The Old Age Assistance Act and Regulations (Canada), and to blind 
persons 2] years of age and over who can qualify under the provisions of 
The Blind Persons Act and Regulations (Canada). There were no changes 
in the conditions of eligibility under either of these programmes during 
the fiscal year. However, there was a meeting of the Advisory Board in 
Ottawa in January at which a number of amendments to the federal regula- 
tions under The Old Age Assistance Act and The Blind Persons Act were 
recommended, but at March 31, 1954, the recommendations had not yet 
been put into effect. 


Old Age Assistance 


The year 1953-54 saw a levelling off in the number of persons receiving 
Old Age Assistance. The number of recipients increased from 20,401 at 
March 31, 1953, to 21,587 at March 31, 1954—an increase of 5.8%. 
Approximately 135 persons out of every 1000 in the 65-69 year age group 
in Ontario were receiving assistance at March 3lst, whereas the average 
for all of Canada was about 210 per 1000 persons. Total payments 
amounted to approximately $9.5 million as compared with $9.2 million in 
the previous year. An average of 21,038 persons a month received 
assistance, of whom 78% received the maximum payment of $40 a month. 


During the year, 7,981 applications for assistance were received 
—_ a decrease of almost 27% from the previous year; and 7,618 applica- 
tions were approved for payment—a decrease of 42% from the year before. 
However, these large decreases appear to be largely due to a levelling 
off of the programme rather than to any other major reason. Of the 
applications approved, almost 51% of the persons were 65 years of age 
al the time of grant, 42% were males and 58% females, and approximately 
597% were classed as single. Almost 37% of the persons owned their 
own home while 27% lived in the home of a child or other relative. The 
remainder were living in rented accommodations or were in institutions. 


Blind Persons’ Allowances 


The number of persons in receipt of a Blind Persons’ Allowance 


during the fiseal year 1953-54 decreased from 1,751 at March 31, 1953, 
to 1,710 at March 31, 1954—a decrease of 2.3%. Expenditures showed 
a corresponding drop from $845,336 in the previous year to $804,846 in 
the present year. An average of 1,712 persons a month received the 
allowance with approximately 91% of the recipients receiving the maximum 
payment of $40 a month. 


During the year 285 new applications were received, 206 applications 
were approved for payment and 86 persons were declared ineligible. 
Of these, 30 applicants were found to have income in excess of the maxi- 
mum permitted under the Act and 49 persons were certified, by the Blind- 
ness Control Division of the Department of National Health and Welfare, 
to be not blind within the meaning of the Act and Regulations. Of the 
206 applications approved, 59% of the persons were 51 years of age or over, 
56% were males and 65% were classed as single; 287% of the persons 
owned their own home, 40% lived in the home of a child or other relative, 
and 32% were living in rented quarters or were in institutions. 


Medical Care 


The agreement between the Ontario Medical Association and the 
Province, under which the Province makes available free medical care to 
certain persons, continued in force without any changes. The Province’s 
expenditures during the fiscal year 1953-54 for medical care provided 
recipients under The Old Age Assistance Act and The Blind Persons’ 
Allowances Act, and to pensioners under the federal Old Age Security 
Act, increased by $97,369.76 over the previous year. The higher cost was 
due to an increase in the number old Old Age Assistance recipients and a 
higher number of Old Age Security pensioners included in the plan. Persons 
who are patients in mental hospitals are not included under the plan. 
A monthly average of 811 recipients of Old Age Assistance and 91 reci- 
pients of a Blind Persons’ Allowance were in this category during 1953-54.

Directors Report 
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UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF BRANCH 


During the fiscal year 1953-1954, assistance was issued to a consider- 
able number of persons in Ontario requiring aid under the provisions of 
the Unemployment Relief Act. 


In organized municipalities assistance is administered by municipal 
officials, the cost being shared by the Province on a 50-50 basis. Medical 
services are provided through the doctor of their own choice, either in the 
home or the doctor’s office. The Province assumes the full responsibility 
for persons requiring aid in unorganized territory under the Supervision of 
District Welfare Administrators. 


The gross relief expenditure for the year under review was $5,269,972.00. 
The Province contributed $2,811,127.00 of this amount and the munici- 
palities in Ontario paid $2,458,845.00. Accounts were submitted by 600, 
or 64.8% of the 926 organized municipalities. 


In the month of March 1953, there were 589 persons between the ages 
of 65 and 69 receiving Direct Relief Assistance, whereas in March 1954, the 
number was 459, a reduction of 22%, being mainly due to persons in the 
above category being transferred to the Old Age Assistance programme. 
Where there are extenuating circumstances, an amount up to $10.00 per 
month has been granted to persons in receipt of Old Age Assistance, Old 
Age Security, Disabled Persons’ Allowances as a relief measure, in con- 
junction with the municipalities. 


Persons in receipt of Incapacitation Allowance under the Act who could 
be suitably trained were given rehabilitation training such as Educational 
or Vocational courses to enable them to become self-sustaining by gainful 
employment. Prosthetic appliances in the form of artificial arms, legs 
and braces have been supplied; the municipalities in organized areas shar- 
ing 50% of the expenditure and in unorganized, the Province paying full 
cost. A considerable saving of public funds has been effected through this 


procedure. 
Where persons have been brought to the notice of the Disabled Persons’ 


Allowances Branch and it is considered they may benefit from rehabilita- 
tion services, such cases have been referred to the Unemployment Relief 


Branch for necessary attention and action. 


The matter of desertion by the head of the family has received constant 
attention throughout the year. With the co-operation of the municipal ofh- 


absconding persons. As a result, a number has 
have been effected or court action followed through, thereby reducing the 


number receiving relief assistance. 
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portation costs where the head of the family is returned to his place of resi- 
dence for necessary action. 


Reports are received quarterly from the Provincial District Administra- 
tors and Supervisors showing the various economic trends in the Province 
which are of inestimable value. Numerous requests have been received from 
the Municipalities, other Provinces, Welfare Agencies, and other Depart- 
ments of the Government for guidance and clearance in problems pertaining 
to Welfare in general. These have received prompt attention with the co- 
operation of Provincial District Welfare Administrators and Supervisors. 


The co-operation of municipal officials has been gratifying and has 
assisted to a large extent in making it possible for aid to be rendered to 
persons in necessitous circumstances.

HOMES FOR THE AGED 


With the passage of “The Homes for the Aged Act” in 1949, whereby 
municipalities are reimbursed by the Province to the extent of 50% of the 
costs of building, equipping, furnishing, and operating Homes for the Aged, 
a marked increase in the number of beds available has become apparent as 
may be seen in Table I of the Statistical Report. 


During the year, 261 beds were added to municipally-operated homes. 
A new home and two additions under construction will give a further 443 
beds in the near future. Plans are being drawn for three new homes and 
four additions, giving a further 1,272 beds. Four new homes and four addi- 
tions are being contemplated which will give many more beds. This building 
programme is designed as far as possible to meet the needs of the steadily 
increasing number of elderly persons in Ontario. The population of Ontario 
increased 111% from 1901 to 1951. However, persons 60 years and over 
increased 218%. This, in itself, stresses the need for increased accommoda- 
tion for the elderly. 


To-day, more and more emphasis is being given to the dual problems 
of the accommodation and care most suitable for elderly persons. Suitable 
care, in the light of present day knowledge, means the provision of special- 
ized service to mitigate the major handicaps of the elderly. Among these are 
confinement to bed, slight mental troubles, or senility. 


GrowtTHu or Bep CARE 


Prior to the passing of the Act in 1949, bed patients could not be 
accepted in the Homes because no facilities were available for such care. In 
contrast, to-day, there are 459 beds available for elderly persons confined 
or semi-confined to bed. 


In the new homes being built and planned, a larger percentage of the 
total beds will be set aside for bed care, actually 44.2% in the homes and 
additions under construction. There are two reasons for this policy. The 
first is to give better and more expert attention to those needing bed care. 
With the help of modern skill many residents are being re-activated so 
they may participate in the normal activities of the Home. The second is 
to free hospital beds for those requiring full hospital treatment. 














SPECIAL CARE 


Mental troubles and senility frequently appear with advanced years. 
Such people do not require treatment in a Mental Hospital but they do re- 
quire special care. The newer homes, with segregated accommodation, 


provide this needed care. 


Marriep COUPLES 


An especially sad feature of the older Homes was the necessity of 
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separating married couples in their declining years because no accommoda- 
tion existed for them to live together. To-day, the newer homes and a 
number of the modernized older Homes provide separate accommodation 
for married couples. 


To sum up, the present policy is designed to do more than provide 
increased accommodation for the elderly. It is designed to give specialized 
care in the physical and mental handicaps of the aged. Various types of 
handicrafts are being encouraged. Such care and various activities go far 
in overcoming the basic problems of the elderly—boredom, lonesomeness, 
and a sense of futility. 


THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT 


The Charitable Institutions Act endeavours to encourage participation 
of religious, fraternal and other private organizations in dealing with the 
problems of the elderly by the following measures: 

1. A grant of $1,000.00* per bed for new construction. 

2. Payment of 20c per day per resident towards the cost of maintain- 

ing the resident. 

3. Placing at the disposal of the Charitable Organizations advice with 
regard to the design of new buildings and the latest thinking and 
expert knowledge in dealing with the problems of the elderly. 

*Changed to $2,000.00 June Ist, 1954. 

The extent of the building programme 1949-53 of Homes for the Aged 
operated under The Charitable Institutions Act is illustrated in Table IV 
of the Statistical Report. 


THe ELpERLY Persons Hovusinc Aw Act 


A number of municipalities has been interested in this Act, passed 
in 1952. Under its terms, the Minister of Public Welfare may grant aid to 
any limited dividend housing corporation which has been incorporated by 
or on behalf of a municipality, or has been approved by a municipality, 
and that has had a loan made to it under “The National Housing Act, 1944 
(Canada)” to assist it in any project for the construction and equipment 
of low rental housing units for elderly persons. The amount of such grant 
is $500.00 per dwelling unit or 50% of the capital cost of the project 
exclusive of that part of the capital cost that is financed by a National 
Housing loan, whichever is the lesser. 


It is hoped that this legislation will continue to encourage municipalities 
and. organizations to take responsibility for the construction of low rental 
housing and thus greatly assist those elderly persons who cannot otherwise 
provide themselves with suitable accommodation. 


_ From the inquiries received and the projects being contemplated, it 
is expected that the next fiscal year will show considerably increased ac- 
tivity.

Director's Report 





CHILD WELFARE 


The fifty-three Children’s Aid Societies serve all areas of the Province 
and, under the supervision of the Child Welfare Branch, are responsible 
for administering the Children’s Protection Act, The Adoption Act, and 
The Children of Unmarried Parents Act. The Societies provide direct 
service to parents and children while the Branch provides grants, supervisory, 
advisory and consultative services to assist the Societies. Similar services 
are provided by the Branch to institutions serving children under The 
Charitable Institutions Act. 


Children’s Aid Services 


Throughout the year the emphasis of the Children’s Aid Societies on 
the placement of children on adoption and on services to children in their 
own homes was apparent. 


The desirable and increasing trend in adoption placements seems, 
under existing policies, to have stabilized. However, an increase in pro- 
tection services has helped to check the rising committals to temporary 
wardship with the net result that the children maintained at public expense 
remained at last year’s figure of approximately 17,500. When related to 
the increased population this figure indicates that the decline in the 
proportion of children committed to public care, first apparent in the 
year 1951-52, is continuing. 


Although Children’s Aid expenditures increased by half a million 
dollars over the previous year, it was clear when adjustments were made 
for inflation and population growth that there was for the first time in 
many years a fractional decrease in the basic Children’s Aid costs per 
capita population. 


The Committee appointed by the Minister in 1952 in its report sub- 
mitted during the year, recommended revisions to The Children’s Protection 
Act, The Adoption Act and The Children of Unmarried Parents Act. It 
included among many other recommendations: (1) Consolidation of the 
three Acts into one Act (2) Provincial grants to Children’s Aid Societies 
for preventive services, (3) A uniform formula for providing children’s 
maintenance, (4) Reduction of the age at which wardship is normally 
terminated trom 21 to 18 years, and (5) Extension of the autonomy of 
the Societies in the light of their maturity. 






































With such revisions as the Legislature may provide, the prevailing 
favourable indications may become established during the next few years. 


Institutional Services 


The use of the institution in the care of the normal child continues 
to decline and is apparent this year in the 9% decrease in the days care 
provided. 


Institutional care is becoming more specialized in its approach and 
is increasingly used to meet the needs of children who find it difficult 
to fit into the community. This care is more costly than for the normal 
child and explains, together with continuing inflation, the year’s 7% 
increase in institutional expenditures. 


Conclusions 


The understanding developing between Children’s Aid Societies, insti- 
tutions, municipalities, the Provincial Government and the public generally, 
has made an essential contribution to recent favourable developments in 


services to children.

Director's Report 


DAY NURSERIES BRANCH 


The standards of health, safety and programme for the two hundred 
and forty-three nurseries in the province have shown continued steady im- 
provement. 


Ontario is one of the few authorities in either Canada or the United 
States providing adequate standards for all types of programmes giving 
care and attention to groups of young children, as well as for financial as- 
sistance to municipalities administering such programmes. During the war 
years nursery programmes for children of mothers engaged in gainful em- 
ployment to assist the war effort were operated by the Day Nurseries Branch. 
This experience provided the basis for The Day Nurseries Act of 1946. 


Nurseries serve two distinct groups of children, although both receive 
the same type of care and guidance. The first group is in public nurseries 
operated by municipalities with the province sharing fifty per cent of net 
expenditures. The second group is attending nurseries which are properly 
an alternative programme to the establishment of junior and senior kinder- 
gartens operated by local school boards. The principles of good care for 
children between the ages of three and six are effective under either type 
of nursery. 


In the thirty public nurseries the cost is shared by the parents, the 
municipalities and the government, with approximately one-third being paid 
by each. The working mothers utilizing the facilities of the public nurseries 
contribute on an ability-to-pay basis. The rates generally do not exceed 
One Dollar per day. It will be recognized that many working mothers are 
quite unable to pay more than a nominal fee of ten cents per child daily. 


The second group of children obtaining benefits from nursery educa- 
tion involve the nurseries operated either co-operatively by parents or by 
private persons and organizations, with a total of two hundred and thirteen 
altogether. This group operates strictly on a fee basis except in nurseries 
where local organizations make a contribution. A large number of nurseries 
operate in small communities because kindergarten education is lacking. 
In other centres pre-school children receive preliminary training and atten- 
tion prior to entry into a school system. 


The Day Nurseries Act provides that licences be issued to those operating 
nursery schools, day nurseries and private kindergartens. The granting of 
a licence means that the department is satisfied that the quality of services 
and care given to the young children attending is of an acceptable minimum 
standard. Some seven thousand, five hundred children are attending nurse- 
ries at any given time. In addition to this large number of children between 
the ages of two and six, the parents, the operating committees and the staff 
are concerned with the day nurseries programme. 





At this time, eighty-six per cent of the nurseries have received licences 
as approved day centres giving a well-rounded programme of care to the 
young children in attendance. This is the highest percentage of nurseries 
to date which can properly be licensed, and compares with eighty-two per 
cent for the preceding year. At this time only eight per cent of the nurseries 
are unlicensed because of quite inadequate standards. 


When parents place their children in a nursery they anticipate that 
their children’s needs will be understood; that they will have ample space in 
which to play freely; that they will find play equipment which will stimulate 
their muscles, minds and imaginations; that they will find a happy group of 
children who are learning that playmates are even more interesting than play- 
things. Parents have the assurance that these expectations will be fulfilled 
in a licensed nursery. They will know that, in addition to the approval of 
the Day Nurseries Branch, the nursery is under the supervision of the muni- 
cipal health and fire departments, and that the staff has had at least a mini- 
mum course of training in the best methods of guiding young children. 


The periodic visits of the Day Nurseries Branch field supervisors are 
often the only contact that the nursery staff have with other professionally 
trained nursery workers. These field supervisors offer practical suggestions 
in the improvement of the programme of the nurseries, and endeavour to 
assist the nursery staff in every way possible. 


For groups opening nurseries, the licensing procedure provides a means 
of knowing what is necessary and desirable in the way of space, setup of 
nursery rooms and equipment. Qualified staff may be obtained by consulting 
the register at the Day Nurseries Branch office. If local groups have suitable 
persons in mind for staff, they may be helped to obtain adequate preparation 
for the work. Committees may be assisted in avoiding pitfalls which often 
face co-operative nurseries if there is not proper delegation of responsibili- 
ties. Boards and committees may be assured by periodic inspection visits 
that the staff is functioning in the best interests of the children. 


The nursery field is one of interest to several professions. Certainly 
the educational features require such collaboration with the Department of 
Education in order to integrate the nursery programmes with that of the 
school systems to which the nursery children will later proceed. Their litera- 
ture on kindergarten programmes and art education for young children has 
been especially valuable to nursery staffs. 


Members of the staff of the Day Nurseries Branch of the Department 
of Public Welfare wish to acknowledge the gracious acceptance with which 
they have been received on their visits to nurseries. The freedom with which 
directors of nurseries have discussed matters of mutual interest and their 
willingness to improve the operation of their nurseries for the benefit of 
those they serve have been a source of great satisfaction.

STATISTICAL REPORT OF Day NURSERIES BRANCH 
Year ENpine May 3lst, 1954. 


Two hundred and eighty-four nurseries throughout Ontario were under 
the supervision of the Day Nurseries Branch during the past year. Forty- 
three new nurseries were opened, and forty-one nurseries closed during the 
period. On May 31, 1954, there were two hundred and ten licensed nurse- 
ries, and thirty-three unlicensed nurseries. In other words 86% of nurseries 
were licensed, compared with 83% during the previous year. 


Table I shows the location of the 243 nurseries open on May 31, 1954.

It is to be noted that the reduction in the number of unlicensed nurseries 
has taken place in the categories reflecting nursery care of inadequate 
standard. The number of this type of nursery has been reduced by one-third. 
There are now only 21 nurseries operating which are below the standard 
set by the Day Nurseries Regulations, as compared to 31 the year before. 


It is of interest to follow through on the 42 nurseries unlicensed on 
May 31, 1953 to see what has happened to them in the following year. 


Staff Untrained: Of the seven nurseries unlicensed for this reason on 
May 31, 1953, two were licensed, two had closed and three were still operat- 
ing below standard one year later. 


Fire Certificates Lacking: Of the seventeen on May 31, 1953, seven had 
obtained fire certificates, one had closed, and nine still operated. 


Unsatisfactory Program: Of the six in this category May 31, 1953, two 
had obtained licenses and four were carrying on without licenses. 


Insufficient Siaff: The only nursery in this group has come up to 
regulations and been licensed. 


Recent Applications: Of the eight in this group, six became licensed 
and two closed. 


Refusal to Apply: The same two nurseries are still in this group. 


Re-application not Received: The only nursery in this group has since 
closed. 


To summarize, of the 42 nurseries unlicensed on May 31, 1953, seven- 
teen have been licensed, six have been closed and nineteen were still un- 


licensed. These nineteen nurseries will continue to receive intensive supervi- 
sion in order to bring them up to standard without recourse to Court action 


if at all possible.

FIELD SERVICES BRANCH 








THE FIELD SERVICES BRANCH 


Every case receiving assistance under the special provincial welfare | 
programmes is known to the Field Services Branch. The necessary docu- | 
mentation for processing at the Parliament Buildings is prepared by mem- 
bers of the Field Staff. They are primarily concerned with cases of Mothers’ 
Allowances, Disabled Persons’ Allowances, Blind Persons’ Allowances, and 
Old Age Assistance. They are required to perform additional duties for Old 
Age Security cases and other cases requiring special aid. 


The formation of District Welfare Offices, each headed by a Supervisor, 
has proven to be a more orderly approach to the treatment of our citizens 
than that prevailing in the past. These offices not only provide greater fa- 
cility in dealing with cases but records also can be maintained in a more 
current fashon. The Distrct Offices are close to the problems of the people 
they serve. This decentralized approach is in contrast to an over-all super- 
vision emanating from Head Office. The relationship of the field staff with 
the recipients of assistance has very substantially reduced the detail of pro- 
cessing cases which was previously the major responsibility of Head Office 
personnel. 


The Field Services organization has developed rapidly with progressive 
improvement in services rendered. There are 17 District Offices covering 
Ontario, 5 of which are centred in Northern Ontario where a broader field 
of services is needed because of the considerable territory without municipal 
government. District offices were opened during 1953 at London, Alexandria, 
and Toronto. 


Welfare Field Workers are the personnel of the Field Services Branch 
who establish personal relationships with the beneficiaries of the various 
programmes of the Department of Public Welfare. These workers take 
applications; help the applicant establish eligibility; perform routine visits 
and, where possible and advisable, provide some type of casework service. 


Field Workers carry a case load of Mothers’ Allowances, Disabled Per- 
sons’ Allowances, Old Age Assistance and Blind Persons’ Allowances cases 
as illustrated in Table II in the Statistical Section. In addition to the above, 
the Welfare Field Workers in Northern Ontario have an average of 20 Un- 
employment Relief cases with a smaller average case load than the Southern 
Workers. On March 31st, 1954, there was a total staff of 148 in the Field 


Services Branch. 


The Field Services Branch is a unit designed to provide services and 
information for the established Branches at the Parliament Buildings. This 
function can be effectively measured by the quantity of work performed. All 
the mail from the Branches related to applicants for, and recipients of the i 
different welfare programmes is funnelled through the Field Services Branch ‘ 


to the various District Offices. All calls and visits must be maintained by 
the Field Workers throughout the Province, as in Mothers’ Allowances cases 
a minimum of 3 visits a year is required, and in other services at least a 
minimum of one. 


The Field Services Branch is greatly indebted for the valuable assistance 
rendered to its members. Private agencies and organizations as well as 
municipal administrators and elected members of Councils have supported 
our field services activities in a most favourable manner. The Welfare Ad- 
ministrators in particular have given welcome advice concerning individual 
cases and the local welfare problems encountered.

Sir: 


I have the honour to submit herewith the report of the opera- 
tion of the Soldiers’ Aid Commission for the fiscal year April Ist, 
1953, to April Ist, 1954. 


The Auditor’s statement is attached as Appendix “A”. 
Pp 


The Commissioners have rigidly followed the policy adopted 
when the present Commission was appointed which is, that any 
assistance granted to ex-service personnel or their dependants 
should be in such form that the aid will not only alleviate tem- 
porary distress but will, as far as humanly possible, remove the 
cause of distress. 


Early efforts to secure co-operation of funds available to two 
war veterans have during the year under review borne fruit, with 
the result that the burden on the funds available to the Commis- 
sion has been eased. A striking example of this is indicated by 
the minutes of the May meeting in which are recorded cases of 
‘two war veterans’ given relief amounting to $2,974.81 at a cost 
to the Commission of $324.70. It should be noted, however, that 
the funds that are made use of are, in the main, available only 
when the veteran concerned has served in two wars. In addition 
to this type of assistance, it has been possible to consolidate our 
relations with the Red Cross, Poppy Fund and Paraplegic Asso- 
ciation enabling the supply of dentures, dental treatment, wheel 
chairs, clothing, etc., to be supplied with the minimum of strain 
on the funds at our disposal. ; 


In addition, arrangements have been made with certain com- 
mercial houses for special discounts for the supply of school 
books, boots and shoes, optical supplies and clothing. It will be 
appreciated that while these activities are money saving, they 
impose an added strain on the permanent staff but in spite of this, 
administration expense for the year was slightly lower than the 
previous year and decidedly lower than that which existed when 
the present Commission took office. 


The report of the Commission for the year 1952-1953 included 
a recommendation with reference to the Kathleen Hammond 
Fund. It is herewith repeated :— 


I wish to deal particularly with the Kathleen Hammond Fund 
at this time. This bequest was received in 1922 and amounted 
to approximately $200,000.00. During the life of the fund war 
widows have received:—

From this account $8,331.55 was expended in grants in the 
year 1951-52 while in the year covered by this report the amount 
has fallen to $2,645.47 or $3,388.79 less than the anual income 
from the estate. This is accounted for in great measure by two 
important factors :— 


(a) more thorough investigation of requests for aid, 


(b) the policy adopted by the Commission of refusing regular 
monthly grants. The Commissioners are firmly of the 
opinion that aid from funds such as this should be of 
a nature to assist temporary difficulty or that will termi- 
nate a condition of distress and place the applicant on 
her feet. 


At this point I stress the fact that no deserving widow is 
refused adequate aid to meet an unexpected emergency and 
there is no delay in handling application; machinery exists to 
make an immediate grant. If the permanent staff believe such 
action necessary a Commissioner is always available to give the 
necessary authority. If human errors have crept in to the ad- 
ministration they have been on the side of leniency. 


It is requested that consideration be given to securing the 
necessary legislation to enable the Commission to grant aid to 
widows of soldiers who were killed in action or died as a result 
of war service in World War I and any subsequent war, declared 
or undeclared, in which this country may have forces engaged. 
It is the feeling of the Commission that the intent of Kathleen 
Hammond was to help alleviate distress caused by war. She 
could not have foreseen or conceived of there being a future 
war as, in common with most other people, she must have be- 
lieved the war was a disaster that could not again happen. 


A portion of the pertinent clause of the Hammond Will 

states: “©... to do with young war widows who were left 
widows by the war and in need of help.” 
It is, in the opinion of the present Commissioners, just as 
logical to believe that the intent of the Testatrix was to confine 
assistance to widows of an age that could be construed as “young” 
as it is to believe that had she foreseen future war she would 
have confined her assistance to those afflicted by World War I. 


It may be argued that rates of pay, gratuities, allowances, and 
all other matters affecting the financial status of the serving 
soldier today are ;mmeasurably better than those which existed 
+n World War I and the argument cannot be refuted but the 
financial circumstances in which widows of soldiers killed in 
action today find themselves are very little changed from those 
which existed in World War I, in fact, they are unchanged as 
all widows who have entitlement are treated equally. 


If you, Sir, look favourably upon securing the necessary 
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legislative changes, it will be a privilege to discuss the matter 
at greater length. 


It was the understanding of the Commission that the recom- 
mendation was to be acted upon. An amending Bill was, in fact, 
prepared. The Commissioners wish to express disappointment 
that the legislation was not presented. While grants made from 
this fund during the year covered by this report increased 16%, 
the capital of the fund increased by $4,508.57 made up in part 
by additional payments from the estate. 


I wish to stress that the Commission is operated not as a 
machine for handing out money but as an adjunct of the Govern- 
ment from which ex-servicemen and women may secure advice, 
direction and in extremity, cash assistance. It is, I believe, the 
only Provincially operated Government sponsored assistance to 
ex-service people that is available in Canada. The fact that it 
exists is appreciated by veterans in all walks of life and is I 
believe a credit to the Government of this Province. 


It is with the deepest regret that I record the death of Com- 
missioner k. S$. Evans who though no longer with us has left an 
indelible mark on veteran welfare work in this country. His 
knowledge of veteran affairs and his wisdom in dealing with 
veterans will indeed be missed. 


I would be remiss if I did not record the untiring efforts of 
my colleagues Messrs. Harpham, Johnston, Littleford, Tolley and 
Searle and express appreciation of the loyalty and painstaking 
care of the permanent staff, Seaman, Seggie, Buchanan and Miss 
Mary Macauley.
